FROM:  AMHERST-PELHAM  REGIONAL  SCHOOLS 

RE:  IMPACT  OF  CITIZENS  FOR  LIMITED  TAXATION  PETITION  (QUESTION  #3) 


On  the  November  ballot,  voters  will  decide  whether  to  support  Question  #3 
which  would  rollback  State  taxes  and  fees  to  their  1988  levels.  The  estimated 
revenue  loss  from  the  State's  $13.4  billion  budget  under  CLT  would  be  $1.4 
billion  in  the  current  fiscal  year  with  greater  amounts  of  loss  in  the 
successive  two  years. 

1.  IF  QUESTION  #3  PASSES,  WHY  WOULD  IT  AFFECT  THE  AMHERST-PELHAM  REGIONAL 
SCHOOLS? 

Between  January,  1991  and  June,  1991,  the  State  would  have  to  cut  $1.4 
billion  out  of  the  DISCRETIONARY  portions  of  its  budget.  Since  $7  billion 
of  the  State  budget  is  mandated  under  law,  the  entire  reduction  would  come 
out  of  the  remaining  $6.4  billion,  a cut  of  22%  in  the  middle  of  the  fiscal 
year.  Aid  to  Regional  schools  is  discretionary  and  would  be  very  likely  to 
be  reduced  by  this  percentage. 

2.  HOW  MUCH  MONEY  DO  THE  REGIONAL  SCHOOLS  RECEIVE  FROM  THE  STATE  NOW? 

The  Amherst-Pelham  Regional  budget  is  $11.5  million.  We  receive  $4.5 
million  or  about  40%  of  that  amount  in  the  form  of  State  aid  to  Regions. 

3.  HOW  MUCH  MONEY  COULD  BE  CUT  BETWEEN  JANUARY,  1991  AND  JUNE,  1991? 

The  Legislature  would  decide  where  to  make  the  cuts. 

According  to  a report  from  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Revenue  (September  21,  1990),  if  the  Legislature  spreads  the 
cuts  across  all  discretionary  areas  of  the  budget,  including  Local  Aid,  then 
the  Amherst-Pelham  Regional  Schools  would  lose  $980,000  this  fiscal  year 
(22%  of  the  total  aid). 

If  the  Legislature  exempts  Local  Aid  to  cities  and  towns,  then  the  cuts  to 
the  Regional  schools  could  be  about  twice  as  great. 

4.  HOW  WOULD  A LOSS  OF  $980,000  AFFECT  THE  REGIONAL  SCHOOLS  THIS  YEAR? 

Note:  Many  of  the  major  costs  of  operating  the  schools  are  mandated  or  can 
not  be  reduced  without  closing  the  schools  (utilities,  insurance, 
transportation) . 

Note:  Prior  reductions  in  state  aid  to  regional  schools  have  already  forced 
the  School  Committee  to  cut  $930,000  from  the  budget  between  March, 
1989  and  September,  1990. 
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The  Regional  School  Committee  would  have  to  consider  reductions  in  the 
following  areas:

The  remainder  of  the  budget  is  in  administrative  and  instructional  costs. 
Even  after  the  difficult  to  conceive  reductions  above,  we  would  still  need 
to  save  over  $650,000  in  salaries.  Since  only  about  $8,000  per  professional 
staff  position  could  be  saved  (after  paying  unemployment  costs),  about  80 
additional  staff  members  would  have  to  be  laid  off  — which  is  half  the 
staff!  It  is  not  likely  that  a sensible  school  program  could  be  organized 
under  these  conditions. 

5.  WHAT  WOULD  WE  LOSE  IF  LOCAL  AID  WERE  EXEMPTED  AND  WE  HAD  TO  CUT  TWICE  AS 
MUCH? 

It  would  be  impossible  to  operate  the  schools  under  these  conditions  as  it 
might  be  with  half  this  amount  cut  from  the  Regional  budget.  The  loss  of 
State  aid  would  force  us  to  rely  almost  exclusively  on  property  taxes  to 
fund  the  Regional  Schools.  This  would  require  huge  overrides  of  Proposition 
2 1/2  and  huge  increases  in  property  taxes. 

6.  WHAT  WOULD  IT  MEAN  IF  THE  TOWNS  HAD  TO  PICK-UP  THE  CUT  OF  $980,000?

ARTICLE  TWO:  At  annual  town  meeting  April  28,1990,  Article  5,  the  Town  voted 

to  expend  $28,857  under  Chapter  15  of  the  Acts  of  1988.  When  the  contract 
came  through  from  Mass  DPW,  it  was  for  $36,427.  After  discussing  this  with 
Michele  we  decided  to  word  the  article  so  that  we  are  accepting  the  difference 
i.e.  $7,570,  rather  than  rescinding  the  previous  action  and  accepting  the  new 
figure.  I have  attached  a copy  of  the  letter  from  MDPW. 


ARTICLE  THREE:  When  we  prepared  revenue  estimates  for  the  Fy  91  budget  we 

underestimated  local  aid  receipts  by  $29,338.  We  need  to  balance  the  budget 
before  DOR  will  accept  the  recap  and  we  can  set  a tax  rate.  Since  the  Free  Cash 
balance  is  ± 000  we  are  suggesting  taking  the  29,338  from  free  cash 

instead  of  cutting  the  budget  or  raising  taxes.

ARTICLE  FOUR:  The  Regional  School  budget  was  also  unbalanced  by  the  state's 

lower  than  anticipated  distribution  of  Chapter  70  aid.  Some  of  the  $151,000 
shortfall  was  cut  from  the  budget.  The  regional  towns  are  being  asked  to  make 
up  the  remainder  i.e.  $5,018.  Again  we  have  opted  to  use  free  cash.

Dear  Municipal  Official: 

1 am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  the  recently  enacted  gas  tax  increase 
included  language  and  an  appropriation  to  allow  the  apportionment  of  the 
remaining  $40  million  of  authorization  from  Chapter  15  of  the  Acts  of  1988 
to  cities  and  towns  under  the  provisions  of  Section  34(2)(a)  of  Chapter  90 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

Please  be  advised  the  amount  of  this  apportionment  to  be  made  available 
to  your  community  from  said  $40  million  is  $36,427.00 

Due  to  the  Federal  Tax  Code,  these  Chapter  90  monies  will  not  be  distributed 
to  communities  as  a direct  grant.  Rather,  these  funds  will  be  utilized  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  reimburse  communities  for  actual  expenses 
incurred  on  projects  eligible  for  reimbursement. 

We  realize  that  such  reimbursement  has  posed  problems  for  cities  and  towns 
'in  the  past,  specifically  in  the  appropriation  of  monies  by  a given  city/town 
'to  fund  much  needed  capital  improvements  on  its  local  roads.  To  assist 
communities  in  addressing  this  problem,  the  Department  - in  conjunction  with 
the  Department  of  Revenue  - has  developed  an  administrative  procedure  which 
will  basically  hold  cities  and  towns  harmless.  This  procedure  will  apportion 
these  funds  to  communities  in  the  form  of  an  "available  fund"  and  will  allow 
you  to  treat  said  apportionment  as  your  own  for  the  purposes  of  appropriating 
funds. 

Each  city/town  must  certify  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  it  has  expended 
all  of  the  Chapter  90  funds  made  available  to  it  through  the  1983  and  1985 
Transportation  Bond  Issues  - or  it  has  a sum  remaining  that  is  insufficient 
to  finance  a proposed  project  - before  its  apportionment  will  be  made 
available  to  them.  If  your  community  has  already  provided  such  certification, 
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it  will  be  unnecessary  to  do  so  again.  (Attached  please  find  Chapter  90 
Expenditure  Cer t i f ica t idh  Forms  which  must  be  completed  and  forwarded  to 
the  District  Highway  Office.) 

If  your  community  has  already  been  certified,  we  will  notify  the  Department 
of  Revenue  that  the  aforementioned  Chapter  90  apportionment  may  be  considered 
an  available  fund.  The  Department  of  Revenue,  in  tu;:n,  will  inform  you  that: 

a. )  This  amount  shall  be  considered  an  available  fund  for  appropriation 
by  the  city/town  council  or  town  meeting; 

b. )  This  available  fund  appropriation  should  be  from  a special  warrant 
article  so  the  expenditure  of  this  money  may  properly  carry  forward  into  the 
next  fiscal  year,  if  applicable;  and 

c. )  No  pro j ec t- r e 1 a l ed  expenditure  can  be  made  from  this  fund  until  such 
project  has  been  approved  by  the  Department  through  the  signing  of  a Memorandum 
of  Agreement . 

As  in  the  past,  the  Department  will  provide  100%  reimbursement  of  the  cost  for 
those  projects  located  on  the  State  Aid  Primary  System.  Projects  on  all  other 
local  roads  will  be  reimbursed  at  the  75%  level.  Please  note  these  funds 
cannot  be  used  for  the  maintenance  of  highways. 

The  Department  will  reimburse  your  community  upon  receipt  of  documentation  that 
such  project  costs  have  been  incurred.  Reimbursement  will  be  made  within 
thirty  (30)  days  of  Department  receipt  of  proper  documentation. 

You  will  also  be  required  to  comply  with  ail  applicable  statutes  and  regulations 
relative  to  the  Commonwealth's  construction  bidding  process,  including  but 
not  limited  to,  Chapter  30,  Section  39M  and  Chapter  149,  Sections  26-27F  and 
44J.  To  assist  you  in ‘this  regard,  enclosed  please  find  a copy  of  a summary 
of  the  Commonwealth's  bidding  process  prepared  by  the  Inspector  General's 
Office.

1990  LEVERETT  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  MINUTES 
April  28,  1990 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  9:34am  by  Moderator  Edwin 
Gere.  A quorum  (55)  was  present.  Mr.  Gere  called  upon  Rev. 
Gordon  Newell,  pastor  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  in 
Leverett  for  an  invocation.  Mr.  Gere  then  introduced  State 
Representative  Carmen  Buell  who  addressed  the  assembled  on 
the  budget  problems  at  the  statehouse. 

A series  of  announcements  were  made:  Selectboard  chair  Gary 

Gruber  announced  that  there  would  be  an  override  election  on 
Saturday,  May  12  from  9am  until  1pm  at  the  Town  Hall.  He 
explained  that  this  meeting  would  be  recessed  at  the  end  of 
the  session  and  would  reconvene  on  May  19  at  9:30am  at  the 
school.  Mr.  Gere  announced  that  unused  copies  of  the  Annual 
Town  Report  should  be  returned.  An  art  exhibit  featuring 
works  of  Erastus  Salisbury  Field  was  noted.  Mary  Field  and 
Donald  Progulske  were  appointed  tellers  for  the  meeting. 

The  Town  Clerk  began  reading  the  warrant.  A motion  to 
dispense  was  made,  seconded  and  passed. 


Article  One:  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  to 

serve  for  periods  prescribed  by  law  or  town  by-laws. 

The  following  motion  was  made  by  Louise  Minks:  I move  that 

we  nominate  all  nominees  for  seats  that  are  for  the  same 
length  term,  and  vote  on  one  ballot  to  elect  officials  at 
one  time  for  today  only.  The  motion  was  seconded.  Mr.  Gere 
explained  that  a permanent  change  in  voting  procedure  would 
need  to  be  written  into  the  town  bylaws.  There  were 
questions  about  how  this  would  work;  it  was  explained  that  a 
voter  would  be  allowed  to  vote  for  two  candidates  for  two 
positions  of  the  same  length  on  the  same  board.  One  paper 
would  be  used — two  names  would  be  written.  The  town  clerk 
explained  that  a voter  could  only  vote  for  one  person  once, 
that  a ballot  containing  the  same  name  more  than  one  time 
would  only  count  as  one  vote  for  the  individual. 

The  motion  was  put  to  a voice  vote  and  carried.

Fenna  Bonsignore  noted  the  planning  project  called  "This 
Place,  Our  Place",  and  explained  the  various  handouts 
available  for  all. 

Fenna  thanked  outgoing  selectman,  Gary  Gruber,  and 
introduced  Bob  Biagi  who  detailed  some  of  Gary's 
contributions  to  the  town  in  the  past  6 years. 

Bob  Stachowiak  acknowledged  the  contributions  of  Deborah 
Jacobson,  outgoing  chair  of  the  finance  committee. 

Ellis  Landset  spoke  of  the  rewriting  of  the  zoning  bylaws 
and  announced  that  a public  information  meeting  would  be 
held  on  May  30  and  a formal  public  hearing  would  be 
announced  at  a later  date.

A1  Winder:  I move  the  following  motion  sponsored  by  the 
Massachusetts  Municipal  Association:  that  the  town  will  vote 
on  whether  the  State  should  return  40%  of  all  money 
collected  in  personal  income  taxes,  corporate  excise  taxes 
and  sales  taxes  to  cities  and  towns  in  unrestricted, 
unearmarked  local  aid  to  cities  and  towns  and  all  lottery 
revenues  to  which  municipalities  are  entitled. 

The  motion  was  seconded.  The  finance  committee  did  not 
recommend  the  article  because  they  felt  the  state  government 
should  be  able  to  handle  money  on  a more  efficient  level. 
Several  people  spoke  against  the  article. 

The  motion  lost. 
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Article  Eighteen:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pass  the 

following  resolution: 

"It  is  the  will  of  the  people  of  Leverett, 

Massachusetts  that  the  President  of  the  United  States 
be  notified  by  our  Town  Clerk  that  we  feel  compelled  by 
conscience,  civic  responsibli ty , and  common  sense  to 
PROTEST  the  draining  of  our  scarce  financial  resources 
for  excessive  military  spending. 

This  year  while  Leverett  struggles  to  balance  its  town 
budget,  approximately  $2,980,000  from  Leverett 
residents  will  be  spent  on  the  Pentagon's  $300  billion 
budget . 

"Particularly  at  a time  when  the  "cold  war"  is 
officially  recognized  as  over,  we  affirm  that  our 
security  depends  not  on  the  quantity  of  our  missiles, 
bombers,  and  overseas  military  bases,  but  on  the 
availability  of  such  basic  and  fundamental  necessities 
as  first  rate  education  for  our  children,  affordable 
housing,  low-cost  medical  care,  and  a clean 
environment . "

Both 
the  general  override  question  (to  raise  and  appropriate 
additional  funds  to  balance  the  budget  voted  at  Annual  Town 
Meeting)  and  the  question  to  exclude  from  the  limitations  of 
proposition  2 1/2  the  amount  required  to  pay  the  debt 
incurred  for  the  school  repairs  as  voted  in  Article  15, 
passed .

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Capital  Planning  Committee  Bylaw 


Sec.  1.  A committee  to  be  known  as  the  Capital  Planning  Committee  is 
hereby  established  under  General  Laws  ch.  41,  sec.  106B  to  be  composed  of 
the  following  members: 

Five  voting  members  appointed  by  the  selectmen  for  staggered  3 year 
terms.  These  members  are  not  to  be  members  of  other  town  committees, 
boards  or  commissions,  nor  shall  they  be  full  time  town  employees  or 
department  heads.  They  shall  be  town  residents.  A member  who  ceases  to 
reside  in  the  town  or  who  otherwise  becomes  ineligible  for  membership  shall 
resign. 

The  chair  of  the  Finance  Committee  or  the  Chair’s  designee  shall  be  a 
non-voting  member.  The  town  Accountant  and  the  Administrative  Assistant 
shall  be  ex-officio  members. 

Any  voting  member  missing  more  than  3 consecutive  meetings  without 
having  given  reasonable  prior  notice  shall  be  ineligible  to  continue  as  a voting 
member. 

In  the  event  of  a vacancy  the  Selectboard  shall  appoint  a replacement 
member  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 

The  committee  shall  choose  it  own  officers.  It  may  spend  such  sums  as 
shall  annually  be  appropriated  for  its  use. 

Sec  2.  The  committee  shall  study  proposed  capital  outlays  involving  the 
acquisition  of  land  or  other  property  requiring  an  expenditure  of  $4000.  or 
more  and  having  a useful  life  of  at  least  5 years.  All  officers,  boards, 
departments  and  committees,  including  the  Selectmen  and  the  School 
Committee,  shall  by  September  first  each  year  give  to  the  Capital  Planning 
Committee  information  concerning  all  such  capital  projects  anticipated  by 
them  to  require  town  meeting  action  during  the  ensuing  six  years.  The 


Capital  Planning  Committee  Bylaw 
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Committee  shall  consider  the  relative  need,  timing  and  cost  of  these 
expenditures  and  the  effect  each  will  have  on  the  financial  position  of  the 
town.  Any  request  for  a capital  outlay  which  did  not  appear  in  the  information 
provided  in  prior  years  reports  of  projected  needs  will  not  be  recommended  by 
the  Capital  Planning  Committee  to  the  Selectboard  or  to  town  meeting,  unless 
a report  shall  have  first  been  submitted  by  the  requesting  agency  explaining 
the  omission. 

Sec.  3.  The  committee  shall  prepare  a report  containing  the  committee’s 
recommendations  for  capital  budget  items  for  the  next  fiscal  year  for 
presentation  to  the  annual  town  meeting.  Also  a capital  program  plan  for  the 
following  five  fiscal  years  shall  be  prepared  and  included  in  the  report.  The 
committee  may  undertake  such  investigations  and  hold  such  hearings  as  it 
may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  4 The  report  shall  be  published  and  distributed  to  every  household 
prior  to  annual  Town  Meeting.  The  committee  shall  deposit  the  original  with 
the  Town  Clerk. 

Article  thirteen  of  Annual  Town  Meeting  voted  April  28/1990.

I am  writing  to  inform  you  that  the  School  Committee,  at  its  meeting  of  March  6 
voted  to  request  $125,000  for  capital  improvements  for  the  Elementary  School 
at  the  next  Town  Meeting.  The  request  is  composed  of  the  following  elements: 


Radon  Abatement  $10,000 


Electrical  Safety  $15,000 


Fuel  Tank  and  related  $40,000 
fuel  system  improvements 


Ventilation  Improvement  $36,000 


Remodeling 


$24,500 


Advice  about  its  importance  and  its  possible 
cost  comes  from  William  Bell,  State  Radiation 
Officer,  Mass.  Department  of  Public  Health. 
This  cost  is  at  the  low  end  of  a very  wide 
range  of  possible  cost. 

Electrical  grounding,  new  receptacles,  and 
stove  fire  depressant  system.  Estimates 
from  telephone  conversations  with  EAC,  Inc. 

Cleaning  and  removal  of  existing  fuel  tank 
and  installation  of  above  ground  tank  for 
No.  2 fuel  oil.  Estimates  from  telephone 
conversation  with  EAC,  Inc.  Engineers  of 
Amherst  who  were  serving  as  engineers  for 
OMR  in  preparation  for  completing  the 
construction  project. 

Repair  of  the  unitventilators  and  reinstal- 
lation of  the  exhaust  system.  Exhaust  system 
cost  estimated  by  EAC,  Inc.  at  $26,000. 

Repair  of  unitventilators  estimated  by  SBAB 
at  $1,250  each  for  eight  units. 

Of  this,  $22,000  is  for  the  purpose  of 
creating  appropriate  instructional  space 
for  special  education  purposes  as  a result 
of  remodeling  the  existing  teachers  room. 
Estimate  is  based  on  a per  square  foot  cost. 

The  additional  $2,500  is  for  creating  a new 
exit  in  the  north  classroom  of  the  1954 
addition. 


The  Committee  relied  on  my  reports  of  telephone  estimates  from  EAC,  Inc.  for 
certain  prices.  A written  statement  from  EAC,  Inc.  would  require  an  additional 
total  appropriation  of  $1,500  - which  the  School  Committee  would  probably  not 
call  for  if  the  entire  package  was  voted  as  a lump  sum.  I have  enclosed  a copy 
of  the  EAC  letter.

§ 6B.  Uniforms  and  other  outer  clothing  for 
members  of  police  and  fire  depart- 
ments and  shellfish  constabulary;

A city  or  town  which  accepts  or  has  accepted 
this  section  may  appropriate  money  for  the  pur- 
chase of  uniforms  for  members  of  its  police  and 
fire  departments  and  its  shellfish  constabulary, 
which  may  include  the  purchase  of  rubber  boots, 
shoes,  and  other  outer  clothing  necessary  for  the 
use  of  members  of  the  police  and  fire  departments 
and  shellfish  constabulary  when  traveling  to  or 
from  or  during  the  course  of  their  employment. 

A city  or  town  which  appropriates  money  for 
uniforms  for  the  uniformed  members  of  its  police 
force  may  appropriate  money  to  be  paid  as  a 
clothing  allowance  to  an  officer  serving  as  a detec- 
tive or  required  to  work  without  a uniform;  pro- 
vided, that  the  sum  so  paid  as  a clothing  allow- 
ance to  a member,  serving  as  a detective  or  re- 
quired to  work  without  a uniform,  shall  not  in 
any  event  exceed  any  maximum  amount  estab- 
lished by  a city  or  town  as  the  amount  that  may 
be  expended  by  the  city  or  town  during  a given 
year,  for  uniform  clothing,  for  a uniformed  mem- 
ber of  said  force  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section.

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Capital  Planning  Committee  Bylaw 


Sec.  1.  A committee  to  be  known  as  the  Capital  Planning  Committee  is 
hereby  established  under  General  Laws  ch.  41,  sec.  106B  to  be  composed  of 
the  following  members: 

Five  voting  members  appointed  by  the  selectmen  for  staggered  3 year 
terms.  These  members  are  not  to  be  members  of  other  town  committees, 
boards  or  commissions,  nor  shall  they  be  full  time  town  employees  or 
department  heads.  They  shall  be  town  residents.  A member  who  ceases  to 
reside  in  the  town  or  who  otherwise  becomes  ineligible  for  membership  shall 
resign. 

The  chair  of  the  Finance  Committee  or  the  Chair’s  designee  shall  be  a 
non-voting  member.  The  town  Accountant  and  the  Administrative  Assistant 
shall  be  ex-officio  members. 

Any  voting  member  missing  more  than  3 consecutive  meetings  without 
having  given  reasonable  prior  notice  shall  be  ineligible  to  continue  as  a voting 
member. 

In  the  event  of  a vacancy  the  Selectboard  shall  appoint  a replacement 
member  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 

The  committee  shall  choose  it  own  officers.  It  may  spend  such  sums  as 
shall  annually  be  appropriated  for  its  use. 

Sec  2.  The  committee  shall  study  proposed  capital  outlays  involving  the 
acquisition  of  land  or  other  property  requiring  an  expenditure  of  $4000.  or 
more  and  having  a useful  life  of  at  least  5 years.  All  officers,  boards, 
departments  and  committees,  including  the  Selectmen  and  the  School 
Committee,  shall  by  September  first  each  year  give  to  the  Capital  Planning 
Committee  information  concerning  all  such  capital  projects  anticipated  by 
them  to  require  town  meeting  action  during  the  ensuing  six  years.  The 
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Committee  shall  consider  the  relative  need,  timing  and  cost  of  these 
expenditures  and  the  effect  each  will  have  on  the  financial  position  of  the 
town.  Any  request  for  a capital  outlay  which  did  not  appear  in  the  information 
provided  in  prior  years  reports  of  projected  needs  will  not  be  recommended  by 
the  Capital  Planning  Committee  to  the  Selectboard  or  to  town  meeting,  unless 
a report  shall  have  first  been  submitted  by  the  requesting  agency  explaining 
the  omission. 

Sec.  3.  The  committee  shall  prepare  a report  containing  the  committee’s 
recommendations  for  capital  budget  items  for  the  next  fiscal  year  for 
presentation  to  the  annual  town  meeting.  Also  a capital  program  plan  for  the 
following  five  fiscal  years  shall  be  prepared  and  included  in  the  report.  The 
committee  may  undertake  such  investigations  and  hold  such  hearings  as  it 
may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  4 The  report  shall  be  published  and  distributed  to  every  household 
prior  to  annual  Town  Meeting.  The  committee  shall  deposit  the  original  with 
the  Town  Clerk.

THE  BUDGET 


Following  are  some  questions  about  the  town  budget  and  brief 
answers.  These  are  not  complete  explanations  of  the  complexities 
of  the  budgetary  process,  they  are  not  meant  to  be.  This  is  simply 
intended  to  help  the  reader  get  a general  and  basic  understanding 
of  the  budget  process  and  terms  that  are  used. 

1.  WHAT  IS  THE  OPERATING  BUDGET? 

The  operating  budget  is  the  amount  of  money  each  department 
in  town  (or  town  committee)  expects  that  it  will  need  to  spend  in 
the  upcoming  year.  Included  are  requests  from  the  Elementary  and 
Regional  Schools;  Highway,  Police  and  Fire  Departments;  the 
Selectboard,  Treasurer  and  Town  Clerk's  offices;  as  well  as 
requests  from  the  Conservation , Historical  Society  and  the  Finance 
Committee. 

2.  HOW  IS  THE  BUDGET  DETERMINED? 

Budget  requests  are  based  upon  the  services  and  costs  of 
previous  years.  In  addition,  each  department  and  committee  must 
determine  its  anticipated  expenses  for  the  upcoming  year.  The 
Selectboard  and  the  Finance  Committee  give  these  departments 
guidelines  for  the  preparation  of  the  budget  based  upon  the 
financial  picture  for  the  town  in  the  upcoming  and  future  years. 
Then,  each  department  and  committee  determines  its  budget  request 
and  meets  with  the  Selectboard  and  Finance  Committee  to  discuss 
each  item  included  in  that  department's  budget.  These  meetings 
usually  occur  between  December  and  April. 

Once  each  presentation  has  been  made,  the  Selectboard  and 
Finance  Committee  review  all  the  requests  and  add  up  the  total 
costs.  After  examining  these  requests,  they  will  suggest  the 
elimination  of  those  items  which  may  be  too  expensive, 
inappropriate  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  or  simply  out  of  line 
with  the  realities  of  the  town.  Then  and  only  then,  the  final 
figure  is  determined  for  the  budget  and  the  budget  is  presented  to 
the  town  in  a public  hearing  and,  finally,  to  the  town  meeting. 

3.  HOW  IS  THE  BUDGET  AFFECTED  BY  TOWN  MEETING  VOTE? 

At  Town  Meeting,  each  item  on  the  budget  can  be  called  out  for 
the  purpose  of  discussion  or  clarification.  If  some  item  is  seen 
that  you  wish  to  question,  simply  call  out  "HOLD"  and  the  moderator 
will  return  to  those  "HOLD"  items  after  going  over  the  complete 
list  on  the  budget.  Any  person  at  town  meeting  can  challenge  any 
item  listed  in  the  operating  budget.  The  elementary  and  regional 
schools  have  their  own  line-item  budget  and  the  amount  included  in 
the  operating  budget  includes  only  the  total  for  those  budgets. 
Any  person  can  suggest  a lower  figure  than  the  one  presented  in  the 
budget  for  any  item  listed.  However,  no  one  can  amend  the  amount 
to  a higher  figure.  If  there  is  a suggested  lower  amount  for  an 
item,  the  town  meeting  must  vote  to  either  accept  or  reject  that 
new  figure  and  include  it  into  the  budget. 

After  all  discussion  is  complete  and  votes  are  taken  on 
suggested  amended  figures,  then  the  moderator  will  call  for  a vote 
on  the  budget  as  a complete  package.  If  the  Town  Meeting  votes  to 


accept  the  budget,  then  it  can  procede  to  other  business.  But 
voting  to  accept  the  budget  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  tovn 
automatically  nuts  the  budget  into  effect.  This  vote  simply 
approves  the  spending  requested  by  the  Town's  departments  and 
committees.  If  the  town  votes  to  approve  a budget  which  is  greater 
than  its  anticipated  revenues  for  the  upcoming  year,  then  it  must 
look  to  other  sources  in  order  to  balance  its  budget.  Included  in 
these  options  are  the  town's  reserve  funds  (Free  Cash  and 
Stabilization)  or  it  can  call  for  an  override  vote.  This  part  of 
the  procedure  is  not  handled  at  town  meeting  but  at  a special 
election.  If  an  override  vote  is  called  for,  then  final  acceptance 
of  the  budget  is  delayed.  Town  Meeting  is  recessed  until  after  the 
result  of  the  override  vote  is  known. 

4.  WHAT  IS  FREE  CASH? 

Free  Cash  is  one  of  the  reserve  funds  available  to  the  town. 
The  reason  it  is  called  "free"  is  because  it  is  not  allocated  for 
any  specific  purpose.  It  is  pretty  much  like  the  town's  savings 
account.  It  is  accumulated  when  some  department  spends  less  thatn 
it  has  been  budgeted,  when  the  unspent  portion  of  the  Reserve  Fund 
is  returned  at  the  end  of  the  year,  or  when  income  to  the  town 
exceeds  its  expenditures. 

Free  Cash  is  usually  used  for  those  purposes  which  require  a 
one-time  purchase,  items  not  included  in  the  budget,  or  when 
something  comes  up  that  the  town  has  not  anticipated.  Free  Cash 
also  can  be  used  to  balance  the  budget,  however  there  are  problems 
with  this:  (1)  there  are  fewer  resources  available  to  the  town  in 
some  real  emergency;  and  (2)  the  amount  of  the  budget  covered  by 
Free  Cash  in  one  year  will  still  be  in  the  budget  the  next  year 
with  no  funds  to  cover  it,  requiring  the  town  to  either  raise  the 
taxes,  use  more  Free  Cash,  or  cut  that  amount  from  the  budget.  A 
majority  vote  is  necessary  to  spend  money  from  the  Free  Cash 
account. 

5.  WHAT  IS  THE  STABILIZATION  FUND? 

This  is  another  reserve  acount  used  by  the  town.  It  is  set 
up  to  be  used  for  major  purchases  the  town  might  be  considering. 
Legally,  the  Stabilization  Fund  is  to  be  used  for  any  purpose  for 
which  the  town  would  authorize  borrowing.  In  this  sense  it  can  be 
seen  as  a long-term  savings  account.  Stabilization  is  usually  used 
for  purchases  such  as  the  Fire  Truck  and  Police  Cruiser  which  the 
tovn  recently  purchased.  A two-thirds  vote  is  necessary  to 
authorize  spending  from  the  Stabilization  Fund. 

6.  WHAT  IS  BORROWING? 

Borrowing  for  the  town  is  very  much  like  what  happens  when  you 
go  to  the  bank  for  a loan.  The  town  borrows  money  from  a bank  and 
then  is  required  to  pay  back  both  principal  and  interest.  However, 
lending  institutions  are  willing  to  give  towns  a lower  interest 
rate  than  an  individual  could  possible  get.  Authorization  to 
borrow,  for  major  expenses  such  as  the  school  addition/renovation 
project,  also  requires  a two-thirds  vote  at  Town  Meeting. 


7.  HOW  DO  FREE  CASH,  STABILIZATION  FUNDS  AND  BORROWING  AFFECT  THE 
TAX  RATE? 

Using  Free  Cash  has  no  effect  on  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  in 
which  it  is  used,  but  unless  you  use  it  to  balance  the  budget  from 
then  on  (which  you  could  not  do  because  eventually  the  account  will 
run  out),  the -tax  rate  must  be  raised  to  make  up  this  difference 
or  the  budget  must  be  reduced  to  eliminate  this  increase. 

Stabilization  Funds  have  no  effect  on  the  tax  rate  since  these 
funds  are  used  for  major  capital  expenses  only  and  cannot  be  used 
to  balance  the  budget. 

Borrowing  does  affect  the  tax  rate  even  though  the  impact  is 
not  felt  until  the  year  following  the  year  in  which  the  loan  is 
taken  out.  There  are  two  ways  in  which  the  tax  rate  can  be 
affected:  (1)  If  the  borrowing  is  followed  by  a DEBT  EXCLUSION 
OVERRIDE  vote,  then  the  effect  of  the  tax  increase  is  eliminated 
from  the  tax  bill  once  the  principl  and  interest  have  been  repaid, 
(2)  If  there  is  no  debt  exclusion  override,  the  responsibility  to 
repay  the  loan  rests  with  the  operating  budget.  If  the  cost  of 
repaying  this  loan  increases  the  budget  so  that  a 2 1/2  % override 
is  required  ( and  the  override  passes),  then  the  amount  of  the  debt 
repayment  becomes  a permanent  part  of  the  budget. 

8.  WHAT  IS  A 2 1/2%  OVERRIDE? 

According  to  the  state  law  passed  in  1980,  each  town  in  the 
Commonwealth  cannot  increase  its  annual  property  tax  rate  by  more 
than  2 1/2%  of  the  previous  year's  tax.  For  example,  if  your  tax 
bill  for  last  year  was  $1,000,  the  maximum  you  could  expect  to  pay 
this  year  would  be  $1,025.  If,  however,  the  cost  of  running  the 
town  is  greater  than  the  expected  2 1/2%  increase  it  can  raise  its 
taxes,  then  something  has  to  be  done  to  make  up  the  difference. 

Since  the  annual  inflation  rate  in  the  United  States  has 
been  higher  than  2 1/2%  every  year  since  1980,  most  towns, 
including  Leverett,  have  not  been  able  to  increase  their  taxes  to 
keep  up  with  expenses.  Luckily  the  difference,  up  until  recently, 
has  been  taken  up  by  new  growth  and  increases  in  local  aid  from  the 
state . 

In  order  to  increase  the  tax  rate  above  the  2 1/2%  limit,  the 
town  is  required  to  have  a separate  ballot  vote.  If  a majority  of 
the  voters  approve  an  override,  then  the  amount  of  that  increase 
becomes  part  of  the  town's  levy  limit  and  will  be  the  basis  for 
computing  the  tax  rate  for  the  next  and  subsequent  years.

CHERRY  SHEET 

The  Cherry  Sheet  is  the  official  notification  by  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue 
to  local  assessors  of  the  estimated  receipts  (local  aid,  state  aid)  to  be 
paid  to  the  town  by  the  state  during  the  next  fiscal  year  and  the  charges 
(state  and  county -assessments)  for  the  next  fiscal  year  which  the  town  must 
pay  for  services  performed  by  the  state  or  county  on  behalf  of  the  town. 


EXCLUSIONS 

There  are  ..two  types  of  exclusions:  debt  and  capital  outlay  expenditures.  These 
are  temporary  increases  in  the  levy  limit.  For  debt  exclusion  the  additional 
amount  for  the  payment  of  debt  service  is  added  to  the  levy  limit  for  the  lif§ 
of  the  debt  only.  The  additional  amount  for  the  payment  of  the  capital  project 
cost  is  added  to  the  levy  limit  only  for  the  year  in  which  the  project  is 
being  undertaken. 

FREE  CASH 

Free  Cash  is  a term  which  represents  the  amount  of  a community's  funds  that 
is  unrestricted  and  available  for  appropriation.  Free  Cash  is  generated 
when  revenue  collections  are  more  than  budgeted  and  when  expenditures  are 
less  than  appropriations  or  both.  Once  certified,  that  amount  can  only  be 
used  through  6/30  of  the  fiscal  year.  Free  Cash  must  be  certified  each  year. 
Free  Cash  may  be  used  for  any  municipal  purpose  and  is  voted  by  a simple 
majority  vote  at  an  annual  or  special  town  meeting. 

There  is  no  legal  requirement  to  maintain  a certain  dollar  balance  in  Free 
Cash.  In  the  past  the  Dept,  of  Revenue  has  recommended  10%  of  the  operating 
budget  as  the  minimum  balance.  More  recently  they  have  lowered  this  to  5% 
of  the  Tax  Levy.  The  town  may  set  its  own  policy  in  regards  to  a minimum 
free  cash  balance. 

In  general  it  is  prudent  to  have  a large  enough  balance  to  cover  unexpected 
expenditures  and  to  provide  a cash  flow  cushion. 

LEVY 

The  property  tax  levy  is  the  revenue  the  town  raises  through  real  estate  and 
personal  proprerty  taxes.  The  property  tax  is  the  single  largest  source  of 
revenue  for  the  town. 

LEVY  CEILING 

The  levy  ceiling  is  2.6%  of  the  total  full  and  fair  cash  value  of  all  taxable 
and  personal  property  in  the  town.  This  is  equal  to  a $25/1000  tax  rate. 

LEVY  LIMIT 

The  levy  limit  is  the  amount  the  town  can  raise  by  taxation.  This  limit  is 
increased  from  year  to  year  as  long  as  it  remains  below  the  levy  ceiling. 
Permanent  increases  in  the  levy  limit  result  from  the  following:  automatic 
2'h%  increase  yearly;  new  growth  resulting  from  new  construction;  and  overrides. 
Temporary  increases  in  the  levy  limit  result  from  exclusions. 


New  growth  is  generated  by  substantial  improvement  to  a property  (genera. ly 
any  new  home  or  addition  adding  at’ leasts*  to  the  value  in  a particular 
year  New  growth  is  calculated  by  multiplying  the  allowable  new  valuation 
time  the  prior  year's  tax  rate.  It  directly  increases  the  levy  limit.  This 
is  especially  important  for  towns  experiencing  significant  new  construction 
since  growth  frequently  brings  with  it  the  need  for  increased  services.  The 
tax  rate  impact  of. new  growth  added  to  the  levy  limit  is  offset  by  the  value 
of  the  new  growth  added  to  the  total  valuation.  The  va  ue  of  new  growth  does 
not  increase  the  tax  rate.  The  services  required  usually  cost  more  than  the 
additional  revenue  generated.  In  practical  terms  new  growth  results  in 
additional  costs  to  the  town. 

{Sal  is  a reserve  account  which  is  established  by  the  assessors  annually 
prior  to  setting  the  tax  rate.  The  amount  establ ished.for  overlay  should 
reflect  the  expected  amount  that  will  have  to  be  provided  to  taxpayers 
abatements  or  exemptions  for  property  taxes.  The  overlay  should  be  reasonable 
and  based  on  historical  trends.  In  year  in  which  property  is  revalued  more 
must  be  set  aside  in  overlay  as  more  abatements  are  uaually  granted. 

Overlay  surplus  is  the  balance  in  the  overlay  for  a particular  year  that 
is  an  excess  of  the  amount  remaining  to  be  collected  or  abated.  The  assesso 
release  this  excess  amount  from  overlay  to  overlay  surplus.  As  a result  of  new 
legislation  these  funds  may  be  appropriated  by  town  meeting  for  any  purpose 
wi'kh  a’town  may  expend  funds.  At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  any  ba  ance 
in  the  overlay  surplus  becomes  part  of  surplus  revenue  and  arrd  this  becomes 

free  cash. 

A town  can  permanently  increase  its  levy  limit  by  successfully  voting  an 
override  The  amount  of  the  override  becomes  a permanent  part  of  the  le  y 
base.  On  a ballot,  override  questions  must  be  presented  in  dollar  terms  and 
must  specify  the  purpose  of  the  override.  Overrides  may  only  be  presented  a 
an  election  and  require  a majority  vote  for  approval. 

The^reserve  fund  is  a contingency  fund  usually  established  as  part  of  the 

annual  budget  appropriations  and  is  used  to  fund  ex^j^inary nance^ommittee 
expenses.  It  is  disbursed  through  transfers  approved  by  the  Finance  Lommitt.e. 

It  may  be  come  from  free  cash  or  raise  and  appropriate. 

Stab H Station  fund  is  created  by  a vote  of  town  meeting.  Funds  may  be 
voted  into  it  by  a 2/3  vote  from  free  cash  or  from  taxation.  The  interest 
earned  on  this  fund  become  part  of  it.  Appropriations  from  this  fund  also 
require  a 2/3  vote.  The  monies  in  stabilization  may  not  be  earmarked  for 
a specific  purpose  but  may  be  used  for  any  purpose  for  which  a town  would 
be  authorized  to  borrow  money.  Votes  to  use  stabilization  may  take  place  at 
either  special  or  annual  town  meetings.

PROPOSE  A TREATY 
TO  END  UNDERGROUND 
NUCLEAR  TESTS. 


Underground  nuclear  lesls  continue. 

Since  August  5,  1963,  116  countries  signed  the 
Partial  Test  Ban  Treaty  (PTB).  This  Treaty 
banned  nuclear  weapons  lest  explosions  in  the 
atmosphere,  outer  space  and  underwater.  But 
over  1,000  underground  nuclear  weapons  tests 
have  been  conducted  over  the  past  25  years. 
World-wide  there  are  over  50,000  nuclear  weap- 
ons and  international  concern  is  growing. 

Now  is  an  opportunity  to  stop  all  nu- 
clear tests.  In  an  unprecedented  action  fort^ 
one  nations  have  demanded  a United  Nations  (U*™ 
^Conference  to  amend  the  Piartial  Test  Ban  Treaty 
"into  a Comprehensive  Test  Ban  Treaty  (CTB).  At 
this  CTB  Amendment  Conference  these  116  nations 
will  vote  to  ban  testing  in  the  one  environment 
where  it  is  still  allowed — underground. 

Unless  the  U.S.  and  Britain  oppose  the 
Treaty.  Three  nations  have  “veto  power”  over 
the  CTB  Amendment— the  US,  United  Kingdom 
(Britain)  and  USSR.  The  Soviet  Union  has  been 
willing  to  sign  a CTB,  and  has  demonstrated  this 
recently  with  an  eighteen  month  moratorium  on 
nuclear  testing.  Unfortunately,  despite  vast  popu- 
lar support  for  a CTB,  the  current  governments 
of  the  US  and  Britain  oppose  the  Treaty  Amend- 
ment. 


Senator  Claiborne  Pell: 
“It  is  a terrific  idea  to 
complete  the  promise  of 
the  Partial  Test  Ban  Treaty 
with  this  conference.  It 
would  be  a good  thing  if 
both  sides  lost  confidence 
in  the  reliability  of  their 
nuclear  weapons.  People 
will  see  we  have  to  find  our 
security  through  other 
means.” 


Congressman  Tom 
Downey:  “AVe  have  awak- 
ened to  the  fact  that  planet 
Earth  is  a delicate  place  to 
live,  and  that  it  cannot  be 
abused.  One  fantastic 
symbol  of  that  recognition 
would  be  to  stop  putting 
nuclear  weapons  in  the 
earth  and  detonating  them. 


Over  75%  of  Americans  support  a test 

ban.  Most  scientists,  including  conservative  sci- 
entists, agree  that  a CTB  can  be  adequately  veri- 
fied. A CTB  would  soon  bring  a halt  to  the  very 
expensive  and  very  dangerous  nuclear  arms  race. 
A large  majority  of  the  U.S.  Congress  and  over 
two-thirds  of  the  Senate  support  CTB  negotia- 
tions. 

You  can  make  a difference.  Yourcontribu- 
tion  of  a few  minutes  is  effective.  Your  support 
is  needed  to  push  the  Senate,  House  and  Admini- 
stration to  vole  in  favor  of  the  CTB.  The  Bush 
Administration  needs  to  know  that  you  care— and 
that  you  want  the  CTB  Amendment.

The  Non-Proliferation  Treaty  (NPT),  which  slows 
the  spread  of  nuclear  weapons  to  other  countries, 
calls  for  progress  towards  a CTB.  A Review  will 
be  held  in  1990,  and  some  of  the  130  countries 
who  signed  the  NPT  have  said  they  may  refuse  to 
sign  again  in  1995  if  the  Nuclear  Powers  con- 
tinue testing. 

Nuclear  testing  is  dangerous  and  deadly. 

Continued  nuclear  tests  undermine  global  secu- 
rity by  allowing  more  nations  to  develop  new  and 
more  dangerous  “first  strike”  nuclear  weapons 
systems.  No  one  knows  what  to  do  with  the  ra- 
dioactive waste  that  is  accumulating  in  locations 
all  around  the  country.  And  the  very  poisonous 
plutonium  necessary  for  the  production  and  test- 
ing of  nuclear  weapons  is  leaking  into  our  water, 
air  and  food.

What  is  the  Amendment  Procedure?

WHEN:  39  countries  (one-third  of  those  who 
signed  the  PTBT)  must  request  a CTB  Amend- 
ment Conference  in  order  for  it  to  be  convened. 
THIS  HAS  BEEN  DONE.  The41st  countryre- 
quested  the  Conference  in  July,  1989. 

THEN:  The  “depository  governments”  (US, 
USSR  and  Britain)  are  required  by  the  Treaty  to 
convene  the  Amendment  Conference.  The  Con- 
ference must  be  held,  and  a vote  must  be  taken. 
SOON  the  CTB  Amendment  Conference  will  be 
held,  probably  in  the  Spring  of  1990. 

FINAELY:  For  the  amendment  to  be  passed,  a 
majority  of  the  parties  to  the  Treaty  MUST  vote 
in  favor  of  amending  the  Treaty,  and  the  majority 
MUST  include  the  US,  USSR  and  Britain.  If  ap- 
proved and  ratified,  the  Amendment  would  be 
binding  on  all  116  original  signers.  If  the  US 
continues  its  opposition,  the  Amendment  will 
fail.

Stand?  In  a vote  taken  during  the  43rd  General 
Assembly  of  the  United  Nations  Special  Session 
on  Disarmament:  127  countries  voted  to  stop 
underground  nuclear  tests;  3 countries  were  op- 
posed-tlie  United  States,  Britain  and  France.

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LEVERETT  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
SPECIAL  EDUCATION 


WHAT  IS 
CHAPTER  766? 


Chapter  766  is  a state  law  which 
guarantees  a free  and  appropriate 
public  education  for  all  schoolage 
children,  regardless  of  any  handi- 
cap they  may  have.  All  Massachu- 
setts public  schools  have  programs 
for  children  ranging  from  those  who 
need  a minimum  of  support  services 
to  those  who  require  the  full-time 
service  of  a special  needs  teacher. 

An  appropriate  education  is  an 
educational  program  that  is  suited 
to  a particular  child  as  determined 
by  a Special  Education  Evaluation 
TEAM.  Parents  and  educators  are 
the  usual  members  of  this  TEAM. 

The  TEAM'S  goal  is  to  achieve  a 
special  education  program  which  will 
help  all  children  attain  their 
laximum  potential. 

In  Leverett,  35  children  are 
currently  being  served  through  our 
special  education  program.  That 
represents  19%  of  our  children, 

PK-6,  a figure  slightly  higher  than 
the  state's  average  of  16%.  It  is 
typical  of  rural  schools  in  Mass- 
achusetts without  such  specialists 
as  regular  education  reading  teachers 
to  be  above  the  state  average. 


HOW  DOES  THE  766 
PROCESS  BEGIN? 


The  766  process  can  be  broken  down 
into  four  general  areas;  1)  Pre- 
referral/Consultation; 2)  Referral 
3)  Evaluation;  and  4)  Placement. 


1 . PRE-REFERRAL/CONSULTATION 


Before  a child  is  referred  for  a 
special  education  evaluation,  all 
efforts  must  be  made  to  meet  the 
child's  needs  in  the  regular  educa- 
tion program.  Modifications  in  the 
regular  education  program  may  be 
required . 

2 . REFERRAL 

In  order  to  achieve  an  evaluation, 
a child  must  be  referred  to  the 
school's  Special  Education  Depart- 
ment. The  following  people  may 
refer  a child:  the  parent;  a teacher 

or  other  school  official,  including 
the  principal;  a social  worker;  the 
family  physician;  a court  official; 
or,  the  child  himself.  When  the  M] 
Special  Education  Department  receivS 
the  referral,  a TEAM  Chairperson  will 
contact  the  parents  to  arrange  a pre- 
evaluation conference.  During  this 
meeting  the  TEAM  Chairperson  will 
explain  the  reason  for  referral  and 
the  evaluation  process.  At  this  time 
the  Chairperson  may  recommend  an 
evaluation,  or  may  suggest  other 
remedies  prior  to  evaluation. 

About  one  third  of  the  children  in 
special  education  were  referred  as 
pre-schoolers  through  the  REACH 
program,  came  to  the  school  with 
education  plans  written  in  other 
schools,  or  were  referred  by  agencies 


outside  the  school.  The  rest  were 
referred  either  by  their  parents  or  by 
^chool  staff  - usually  before  they  reach 
lird  grade. 

3 . EVALUATION 


The  following  assessments  will  always 
be  done  as  part  of  the  evaluation 
process : 

an  assessment  of  educational  status, 
history,  and  school  progress  by  the 
principal  or  designee 

an  assessment  by  a teacher  who  recently 
had  or  currently  has  the  child  in  a 
classroom. 

an  assessment  by  one  or  more  special- 
ists in  all  areas  related  to  the  child's 
suspected  need  for  special  education. 

Other  assessments  which  may  be  con- 
ducted based  on  need  or  parental  request 
are: 


health  assessment  by  a physician 
°home  visit 

^|sychological  assessment 

^an  assessment  by  a nurse,  social 
worker  or  guidance  or  adjustment 
couselor 


The  evaluation  must  be  completed  within 
30  school  working  days  of  referral  and 
will  result  in  an  Evaluation  TEAM 
meeting.  The  meeting  will  include  all 
the  persons  who  have  conducted  assess- 
ments and  the  parents.  It  may  also 
include  others  working  with  or  expected 
to  work  with  the  child. 


4 . PLACEMENT 


After  the  Evaluation  TEAM  has  presented 


its  reports  and  made  recommenda- 
tions it  will  develop  an  Individ- 
ualized Educational  Plan.  This 
plan  includes  specific  educationa:^^ 
objectives  the  TEAM  would  like  the 
child  to  attain  in  the  coming  year. 
The  Director  of  Special  Education 
and  the  TEAM  will  determine  the 
appropriate  services,  who  will  work 
child,  in  what  locations, 
and  how  frequently. 

Within  eight  school  working  days, 
the  Educational  Plan  will  be  sent 
to  parents  for  approval  and  signa- 
ture. The  parents  may  accept  or 
reject  the  plan  as  written,  request 
an  independent  evaluation,  or  meet 
again  with  some  of  the  TEAM. 

In  Leverett,  children  found  to  have 
special  education  needs  are  educated 
in  regular  classrooms.  Leverett 
does  not  have  a separate  classroom 
for  children  with  special  needs. 

It  does  have  learning  specialists, 
a psychologist,  a speech  & language 
therapist,  and  occupational  and 
physical  therapists.  Children  work^ 
with  these  staff  members  either 
within  their  own  classroom  or,  for 
short  periods  of  time,  outside  of 
class.  When  necessary,  Leverett 
has  sent  children  on  a tuition 
basis  to  other  schools  which  may 
have  a separate  classroom  or  other 
programs  not  available  at  Leverett 

WHAT  ARE  PARENTS' 

RIGHTS  AND  RESPONSIBILITIES? 

Parental  approval  is  required  in 
the  following  ways: 

1.  Before  the  school  can  begin  an 
evaluation 


2.  Before  information  on  a child  can 
be  released  to  anyone  outside  the 
school  system. 

3.  If  a child  requires  special  edu- 
cation services,  parents  must  decide 
whether  or  not  to  accept  the  Individ- 
ualized Educational  Plan  within 
eight  school  days  after  the  TEAM  meet 
ing.  Parents  are  expected  to  reach 

a decision  on  the  plan  within  30  days 

Options  include: 

a.  to  accept  the  plan  as  written, 
which  will  allow  the  school  to  immed- 
iately begin  providing  the  services 
in  the  plan;  or 

b.  to  reject  all  or  part  of  the  plan 
as  written.  In  this  instance  the 
Administrator  of  Special  Education 
will  meet  with  a parent  to  discuss 
the  plan  and  try  to  develop  mutually 
aggreed  upon  modifications  to  the 
plan;  or 

c.  to  request  an  independent  evalu- 
ation if  a parent  feels  the  assess- 
ments performed  by  the  school  do  not 
reflect  the  child's  needs.  The 
independent  evaluation  must  be 
equivalent  to  the  one  performed  by 
the  school. 

In  instances  where  the  parent  and 
the  school  are  unable  to  reach  agree- 
ment on  the  Educational  Plan,  the 
Bureau  of  Special  Education  Appeals 
of  the  Mass.  Department  of  Education 
must  be  contacted  to  initiate  the 
appeal.  Parents  and  the  school  may 
choose  the  option  of  working  with 
a Regional  Department  of  Education 
staff  member  to  resolve  the  disagree- 
ment prior  to  a formal  hearing.  If 
a parent  initiates  the  appeals 


process,  he  or  she  may  contact  the 
Western  Mass.  Regional  Office  for  lists 
of  free  or  low-cost  legal  services, 
addition,  under  new  federal  legislate 
a parent  may  be  able  to  recover  legal 
fees  under  certain  circumstances  if 
there  has  been  an  appeal. 


The  evaluation  process  associated  with 
Chapter  766  has  helped  many  children 
develop  previously  unrealized  potential. 
It  is  a team  approach  designed  to  pro- 
vide an  appropriate  educational  program 
to  children  who,  despite  the  best 
efforts  of  the  classroom  teacher,  are 
unable  to  benefit  from  an  educational 
program  without  special  educational 
services . 

There  are  costs  associated  with  these 
services.  According  to  the  Department 
of  Education,  Leverett  spent  $5,618  per 
FTE  special  education  pupil  during  FY89; 
double  what  Leverett  spent  for  each  FTE 
regular  education  child.  That  expendi- 
ture is  well  worth  its  return  - better 
opportunities  for  children  with  special 
educational  needs.  And  it  is  a rela- 
tively low  cost  - less  than  other 
schools  within  Union  //28,  less  than 
other  schools  which  feed  into  the 
Amherst -Pelham  Region  and  less  than  the 
state  average.

The  Town's  Highway  Department  is  in  need  of  a new  pick-up 
truck.  There  are  many  trucks  that  are  made  today  to  choose  from. 
The  truck  that  I feel  would  rest  serve  the  Town  for  dependability 
and  cost  effectiveness  is  a 3/4  ton,  4-wheel  drive  with  a plow. 

Why  a 4-wheel  drive  with  a plow?  The  Town  will  benefit  from 
having  a pick-up  w'ith  a plow  because  it  will  save  money.  Dvery 
year  we  spend  from  $200  up  to  have  Killer's  Road  plowed  by  a 
special  contractor  because  our  large  trucks  can't  cross  the  bridge 
with  the  plows  on  them. 

Several  years  ago  I hired  a person  with  a pick-up  to  plow 
(one  of  our  trucks  was  down) . He  plowed  a couple  of  storms.  Dur- 
ing that  time  I had  him  plow  all  the  intersections  and  side  roads, 
including  the  dirt  roads.  This  enabled  me  to  keep  the  main  roads 
safer  and  clear  of  snow.  We  also  finished  earlier  than  usual, 
saving  the  Town  money  that  would  be  spent  on  overtime  wages. 

A pick-up  with  a plow  would  be  cost  effective  for  other 
reasons.  One  is  fuel  economy.  It  would  cost  much  less  to  run  a 
pick-up  than  our  larger  dump  trucks.  It  would  also  save  time  dur- 
ing. our  "af ter-the-storm"  clean  up. 

There  is  also  a safety  factor  involved.  There  are  many  inter 
sections  that  are  built  on  corners  and  hills.  It  is  much  safer 
for  the  person  plowing  and  the  traffic  to  use  a smaller  truck  on 
some  of  our  roads.  This  is  because  of  blind  corners  and  blind 
spots  on  the  bigger  trucks. 

A pick-up  would  also  save  the  Town  on  road  damage.  be  have 
many  side  r ads  that  are  oil  and  stone.  Over  the  years,  plowing 
with  the  bi j plows,  they  have  dug  in  through  the  oil  and  stone 
causing  hum  reds  of  dollars  for  repairs  on  the  road  in  the  spring. 
This  could  . ave  been  prevented  if  we  had  a pick-up  with  a lighter, 
more  sensitive  plow. 

V.Thy  3/4  ton?  They  are  built  heavier  than  the  standard  half- 
ton. For  the  length  of  time  the  Highway  Department  keeps  a 
pick-up  truck,  it  would  cost  less  for  parts  and  repairs  and  would 
therefore  h-_.ve  less  "down  time"  because  the  3/4  ton  size  is  built 
for  durability  and  long  life.

Fewer  nuclear  tests  were  conducted  in  1989  than  any  year 
since  1954,  excluding  the  U.S./U.K./Soviet  moratorium  of 
November  1958  to  September  1961  and  the  Soviet  moratori- 
um of  July  1985  to  February  1987.  In  1989  the  French  tested 
more  times  than  the  Soviets. 

Since  1945  at  least  1,820  known  nuclear  test  explosions 
have  been  conducted,  about  87  percent  of  them  by  the  Unit- 
ed States  and  Soviet  Union.  For  the  45-year  period  the  aver- 
age has  been  one  test  every  nine  days.  Dating  from  each 
country’s  first  explosion,  the  rate  for  the  United  States  is 
one  test  every  18  days;  Soviet  Union,  one  test  every  23  days; 
France,  one  test  every  61  days;  China,  one  test  every  279 
days;  and  the  United  Kingdom,  one  test  every  330  days. 

At  least  483  explosions  have  been  conducted  in  the  atmo- 
sphere (including  one  by  India)  with  a total  yield  of  approxi- 
mately 629  megatons.  This  is  equivalent  to  about  42.000 
Hiroshima-sized  bombs.  The  yield  for  the  212  U.S.  atmospheric 
tests  between  July  1945  and  November  1962  is  estimated  at  140 
megatons  (22  percent  of  the  yield  of  all  atmospheric  tests).  The 
yield  for  the  179  known  Soviet  atmospheric  tests  between 
August  1949  and  December  1962  is  estimated  at  452  megatons 
(72  percent).  The  yield  for  the  21  U.K.  atmospheric  tests 
between  October  1952  and  September  1958  is  estimated  at  7 
megatons.  The  yield  for  the  48  French  atmospheric  tests 
between  February  1960  and  September  1974  is  estimated  at  10 
megatons.  The  yield  for  the  22  known  Chinese  atmospheric  tests 
between  October  1964  and  October  1980  is  estimated  at  20 
megatons.  The  highest  single  year  for  atmospheric  tests  was 
1962  when  almost  36  percent  of  the  total  was  exploded;  the  Sovi- 
et Union  accounted  for  201  megatons  and  the  U.S.  24  megatons. 

The  United  States  does  not  announce  all  of  its  tests.  The 
total  includes  115  unannounced  tests.  It  is  likely  that  several 
dozen  more  tests  remain  to  be  discovered.  Twenty-seven  of 
the  total  were  “peaceful  nuclear  explosions”  conducted  in 
1961-73.  Recent  annual  U.S.  budgets  for  testing  are  approxi- 
mately $700  million,  with  vertical  shaft  tests  costing  around 
$30  million  apiece  and  the  more  complicated  horizontal  tun- 
nel effects  tests  $50-60  million  each. 

The  total  number  of  Soviet  tests  is  unknown.  According  to 
the  Swedish  National  Defense  Research  Institute  an  addi- 
tional 18  tests  took  place  between  1949  and  1958  for  which  a 
breakdown  by  year  is  not  available.  These  are  included  in  the 
total.  The  French  Ministry  of  Defense  has  revealed  addition- 
al Soviet  tests  for  the  period  1963-77,  but  since  dates  are  not 
specified  they  have  not  been  included.  A significant  number 
of  additional  tests  is  likely  to  have  been  either  undetected  or 
unreported.  More  than  100  of  the  Soviet  tests  are  “peaceful 
nuclear  explosions.” 

Since  1962  the  United  Kingdom  has  conducted  21  of  its  42 
tests  jointly  with  the  United  States  at  the  Nevada  Test  Site. 

A French  Ministry  of  Defense  document  revealed  five  addi- 
tional French  tests  between  1975  and  1984,  not  included  in 
any  other  listing  (two  in  1980,  one  in  1981,  and  two  between 
1975  and  1977,  which  have  been  included  in  the  total).  The 
precise  dates  of  all  34  Chinese  tests  are  now  known  (See 
“Nuclear  Notebook,”  October  and  November  1989).  The 
overall  total  includes  one  Indian  atmospheric  test  on  May  17, 
1974.  (See  April  1989  “Nuclear  Notebook”  for  graph  of  test- 
ing patterns.)

I am  sure  you  are  avare  of  the  fiscal  problems  facing  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  this  year  and  their  impact  on  local  communities.  The  Amherst 
Regional  School  Committee  asked  me  to  convey  to  you  a list  that  summarized  the 
budget  reductions  that  they  have  made  over  the  past  year  as  a result  of 
reduction  in  State  support  for  local  education  through  Chapter  70  and  Chapter 
71  appropriations. 

At  a time  when  secondary  school  enrollments  are  beginning  to  climb  again, 
we  can  no  longer  provide  the  same  level  of  support  that  helped  our  school 
system  develop  a reputation  as  one  of  the  finest  in  Western  Massachusetts . 
While  some  other  communities  face  even  more  difficult  financial  problems,  it 
would  be  unfortunate  if  in  this  State  we  lose  our  best  models  of  excellence  in 
education.  The  past  year's  reductions  represent  approximately  8Z  of 
our  Regional  School  budget.  Further  reductions,  which  appear  to  lie  on  the 
horizon,  will  seriously  erode  educational  quality  in  Amherst  and  throughout 
the  State. 

We  would  appreciate  any  assistance  you  can  provide  in  the  State  budget 
debate  to  insure  that  current  and  future  generations  of  children  receive  the 
best  of  educational  services  in  Massachusetts .

Ambassador  Pickering  has  asked  me  to  thank  you  for  your  letter  transmitting 
the  town  of  Leverett' s resolution  concerning  a ban  on  nuclear  testing. 

The  U.S.  has  a step-by-step  approach  to  further  limits  on  nuclear  testing. 

The  Threshold  Test  Ban  and  the  Peaceful  Nuclear  Explosions  Treaties  which  were 
signed  at  the  Washington  Summit  were  the  first  steps  in  this  process.  After 
ratification,  the  U.S.  believes  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  assure  their  full 
implementation  since  these  two  agreements  involve  new  and  complex  techniques 
of  direct  on-site  measurement  of  explosive  yield.  This  period  of 
implementation  will  give  both  sides  valuable  additional  experience  with  these 
new  verification  methods  before  moving  on  to  further  steps. 

The  United  States  Government  views  a comprehensive  test  ban  as  a long  term 
goal  and  believes  that  in  effect  a CTB  should  be  viewed  in  the  context  of  a 
time  when  we  do  not  need  to  depend  on  nuclear  deterrence  to  ensure 
international  security  and  stability  and  will  be  appropriate  when  we  have 
achieved  broad,  deep,  and  effectively  verifiable  arms  reductions, 
substantially  improved  verification  capabilities,  expanded  confidence-building 
measures,  and  greater  balance  in  conventional  forces. 

The  June  meetings  of  the  Limited  Test  Ban  Treaty  Amendment  Conference  were 
devoted  to  organizational  matters.  In  January  1991  the  Conference  will 
consider  the  amendment  which  will  attempt  to  institute  a comprehensive  test 
ban  proposed  by  Indonesia,  Mexico,  Peru,  Sri  Lanka,  Venezuela  and  Yugoslavia. 
The  United  States  Government  does  not  support  the  proposed  amendment  to  the 
LTBT  for  the  reasons  noted  above  and  regrets  that  the  proponents  of  a 
comprehensive  test  ban  have  chosen  an  amendment  to  a very  important,  soundly 
operating  treaty  as  a mechanism  to  express  their  views.  The  U.S.  believes  it 
is  important  to  maintain  the  validity  and  viability  of  the  LTBT,  the  only 
agreement  in  force  providing  for  constraints  on  nuclear  testing. 

The  Ambassador  appreciates  your  taking  the  time  to  express  the  views  of  the 
citizens  of  Leverett  on  this  important  issue  and  has  taken  note  of  your 
resolution.

MINUTES 


SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING  FEBRUARY  10,  1990 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:00  am  by  Moderator 
Edwin  Gere.  A word  of  thanks  was  given  to  Helen  Kroner  for 
bringing  the  bicentennial  quilt  to  display. 

There  was  a motion  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the 
warrant.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 


The  following  motion  was  made:  I move  that  the  town  fix  the 

method  of  voting  on  the  article  (regarding  the  school 
addition)  in  the  form  of  a secret  ballot,  the  polls  to 
be  open  from  the  time  of  commencement  of  voting  on  the 
article  for  a minimum  of  four  full  hours  exclusive  of 
any  time  during  which  the  meeting  is  in  recess. 

The  motion  was  seconded. 

Moderator  Gere  declared  the  motion  out  of  order.  He 
explained  that  procedures  for  extending  the  voting  hours  had 
been  researched  through  town  counsel  with  bond  counsel.  It 
was  stated  that  a move  to  extend  the  voting  is  out  of  order. 
If  this  vote  is  favorable,  this  procedure  would  be 
considered  by  bond  counsel  to  be  illegal. 


The  following  motion  was  made:  I move  the  town  votes  to 

appropriate  $1,900,000  for  constructing,  originally 
equipping  and  furnishing  an  addition  to  and  remodeling 
and  reconstructing  the  Leverett  Elementary  School;  that 
to  meet  this  appropriation  the  Treasurer  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen  is  authorized  to  borrow 
$1,900,000  under  G.L.c.  44  para  7 or  Chapter  645  of  the 
Acts  of  1948  as  amended;  and  that  the  Leverett  School 
Building  Committee  is  authorized  to  take  all  action 
necessary  to  carry  out  this  project;  provided,  however 
that  no  debt,  except  for  planning  and  preliminary 
expenses,  shall  be  incurred  under  this  vote  until  the 
State  Board  of  Education  approves  a construction  grant 
not  less  than  67%  of  the  eligible  construction  cost 
under  said  Chapter  645  and  no  debt,  except  for  planning 
and  preliminary  expense,  shall  be  incurred  under  this 
vote  unless  the  State  Board  of  Education  approves  the 
aforementioned  grant  no  later  that  June  30,  1993.

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These  are  comments  on  the  "information"  circulated  by  some  who 
oppose  the  school  addition  project: 

1.  "Can’t  we  fix  up  the  school?" 

There  is  more  to  the  problem  than  just  "fixing  up"  the  school.  The  layout 
of  the  present  building  is  such  that  a person  must  pass  through  classrooms  to 
get  from  one  area  to  another.  Simply  making  repairs  or  tacking  on  space  will 
not  solve  this  problem. 

2.  "Will  the  state  reimburse  the  town  for  anything  less  than  the  full  addition?" 

It  is  curious  the  way  in  which  opponents  to  the  school  project  use  facts 
about  the  current  budget  discussions  in  some  cases  and  ignore  them  in 
others.  The  15%  reimbursement  money,  though  technically  available, 
currently  has  a minimum  6 year  delay  even  for  approval.  This  delay  is 
acknowledged  by  all  sides  in  the  Leverett  debate.  If  the  major  construction 
project  funds  are  delayed  or  reduced,  the  renovation  project  funds  are  likely 
to  be  delayed  or  reduced  even  more.  These  renovation  or  repair  projects  will 
thus  end  up  on  our  tax  rate  if  we  do  them  in  the  next  year  or  two.  The 
reimbursement  will  be  nice  when  it  appears,  but  we  will  have  to  fund  the  entire 
costs  "up  front".  Furthermore,  among  all  the  uncertainties,  the  future  status  of 
this  15%  is  the  most  uncertain;  there  have  been  proposals  that  it  be 
eliminated  entirely. 

3.  "...  it  will  ...  cost  the  town  at  least  $126,825  in  architectural  fees  just  to 
submit  the  project  to  the  state  ..." 

This  is  true  as  far  as  it  goes.  There  are  likely  to  be  some  architectural 
costs  associated  with  any  extensive  work  done  in  the  school  or  with  portable 
classrooms.  None  of  the  costs  associated  with  portable  classrooms 
would  be  reimbursable. 

4.  "Why  not  use  the  $126,825  to  start  fixing  the  present  school?" 

This  would  be  o.k.  if  repairs  were  the  only  problems  with  the  school. 
There  are  more  extensive  problems,  however,  which  would  not  be  addressed 
by  this  "fix  up  the  present  school"  approach. 

5.  "What  is  happening  in  the  state?" 

The  School  Building  Assistance  Act  funding  expires  June  30,  1990.  The 
terms  of  reimbursement  (67%,  including  interest)  apply  only  to  projects  funded 
before  that  date.  In  the  past,  the  terms  have  always  been  extended  when  the 
act  was  reauthorized  to  apply  to  all  projects  accepted  by  the  cutoff  date.  This 
"grandfathering"  of  projects  is  less  certain  this  time  due  to  the  state’s 
situation.  (Note,  however,  that  many  members  of  the  legislature  will  have  one 
or  more  such  project  in  their  district).  The  rules  of  reimbursement  for  projects 
submitted  after  June  30,  1990  are  even  less  certain.  It  is  expected  that  they 
will  be  far  less  favorable  (lower  percentage,  possibly  excluding  interest).  The 
future  of  the  funding  for  minor  renovation  or  repair  projects  (the  15%)  appears 
to  be  even  more  uncertain  than  the  funding  of  building  or  addition  projects. 
There  have  been  proposals  to  entirely  eliminate  this  funding. 
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6.  "How  long  will  we  have  to  wait  for  state  funding?" 

All  estimates  of  the  probable  funding  date  put  likely  construction 
something  like  3 to  4 years  away.  If  projects  submitted  prior  to  June  30,  1990 
are  funded  at  all,  this  is  still  a likely  target. 

7.  "What  will  the  school  addition  cost?" 

A more  accurate  portrayal  of  the  situation  is  that  the  total  cost  of  the 
school  addition  project  will  be  under  $1620  per  $150,000  home  (based  on  8% 
borrowing  for  20  years  with  equal  principal  payments),  with  an  average  cost  of 
about  $81  per  year  per  $150,000  home.  For  an  equal  payment  method  of 
financing,  the  yearly  payments  would  be  about  $100  per  $150,000  home. 

The  statement  that  "Funds  to  cover  these  known  and  expected  costs  ... 
will  not  be  reimbursable..."  is  simply  untrue.  All  design,  development  and 
construction  costs  which  are  for  work  specified  in  the  architectural 
specifications  of  the  project  are  reimbursable,  regardless  of  the  funding 
source  and  regardless  of  the  amount  of  the  original  bond. 

8.  "Isn’t  the  school  overcrowded?" 

Yes.  Also,  the  “middle  school"  plan  referred  to  in  the  “information" 
simply  does  not  exist.  What  was  reviewed  by  a former  committee  was  a plan 
to  modify  7th  and  8th  grade  programs  along  a middle  school  model.  5th  grade 
was  never  even  a part  of  that  discussion. 

9.  "How  about  the  immediate  need  for  space?  Portable  classrooms?" 

Note  that  portable  classrooms  are  exactly  a temporary  solution.  They 
are  sufficiently  temporary  that  the  state  will  reimburse  no  portion  of  their  cost. 
Although  $78,000  was  quoted  in  1988,  Amherst  did  not  receive  bids  anywhere 
near  this  range  - even  on  a package  purchase  of  4 units. 

Also,  in  the  long  run,  something  more  comprehensive  needs  to  be  done. 
At  such  time,  maybe  we  could  sell  as  used  any  portable  classrooms  we 
purchased  now  and  maybe  not,  but  in  any  case  all  interest  on  such  a 
purchase  will  never  be  recovered.  This  approach  invests  money  in  something 
which  will  have  to  be  scrapped  when  a more  permanent  solution  is  developed 
"later". 

10.  "What  will  renovations  and  repairs  actually  cost  the  town?" 

The  reimbursements  assumed  in  the  "information"  are  highly 
speculative  and  mostly  are  subject  to  far  longer  delays  than  the  funding  for 
the  addition  project.  Only  the  radon/asbestos  removal  might  be  reimbursable 
within  a period  of  time  which  would  be  useful  to  us.  Remember  that  if  the 
state  allocations  for  school  building  projects  is  reduced,  then  the  money 
represented  by  the  15%  for  renovations  will  be  also  - if  it  is  continued  at  all. 
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11.  "Isn’t  it  a shame  not  to  approve  the  present  plan  and  so  lose  the  present 
high  reimbursement  rate?" 

In  the  future  it  is  almost  a certainty  that  the  percentage  reimbursement 
available  to  projects  will  be  much  lower,  and  possibly  will  not  include  interest. 
If  we  submit  a project  in  the  1990  funding  cycle,  it  is  likely  that  it  will  be 
funded  under  the  present  rules  (67%,  including  interest).  If  we  submit  a 
project  later  it  will  almost  certainly  be  reimbursed  under  much  less  favorable 
rules  (if  the  program  is  continued  at  all). 

12.  "Doesn’t  the  state  prefer  to  fund  a few  big  projects  instead  of  more  smaller 
ones?" 

It  is  clear  from  reading  the  School  Building  Assistance  Act  regulations, 
630  CMR,  that  the  state  prefers  to  fund  projects  which  address  total  program 
needs  rather  than  funding  short  term  fixes  which  do  not  address  more 
extensive  problems  in  an  educational  facility.  If  the  elementary  school  school 
were  a facility  in  which  the  physical  layout  provided  for  good  circulation  and 
accessibility,  and  if  it  provided  adequate  space  for  current  programs  and 
expected  student  population,  then  it  would  make  sense  to  seek  funding  for 
major  repairs,  only.  The  school  has  a poor  layout  and  inadequate  space. 
Tacking  on  portable  classrooms  will  only  serve  to  increase  the  circulation 
problems,  rather  than  reduce  them.  A comprehensive  fix  to  the  physical 
problems  in  the  school  is  needed.  Such  a fix  is  provided  by  the  school 
addition  project. 

The  tax  information  provided  in  the  "information"  is,  in  part,  correct. 
Most  of  it,  however,  discusses  changes  which  have  nothing  to  do  with  the 
school  addition  project.  The  effect  of  the  project,  if  passed,  is  best  described 
by  the  information  provided  by  the  Selectmen  in  the  Newsletter.  The  average 
cost  per  $150,000  home  will  be  about  $81  with  equal  principal  payment 
financing  or  about  $100  per  year  with  equal  payment  financing,  assuming  8% 
interest  and  a 20  year  term.  Of  more  concern  is  the  effect  of  "quick  fixes" 
such  as  portable  classrooms  and  major  repairs  done  outside  a 
comprehensive  project.  Those  (even  the  reimbursable  repairs)  will  show  up 
on  the  tax  rate  immediately  as  substantial  increases.  Any  reimbursements 
for  repairs  done  outside  of  the  school  addition  project  will  come  in  years 
far  in  the  future,  if  they  come  at  all.

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INFORMATION  SHEET  ON  THE  $1.9  MILLION  LEVERETT  SCHOOL 

ADDITION/RENOVATION  PROJECT

The  information  below  was  obtained  from  the  School  Building 
Committee,  from  Paul  Burnim  of  the  Department  of  Education,  or  from 
the  School  Superintendant . As  of  January  30,  1990  we  believe  it  is 
accurate . 

SPACE  NEEDS 

Leverett  is  growing  and  it  is  not  surprising  that  we  face 
crowding  in  the  school.  According  to  Dept.  of  Education 
specifications  we  presently  have  usable  space  for  146  students 
while  the  enrollment  is  152.  (The  total  square  footage  is  not 
reliable  since  much  of  the  square  footage  of  the  school  is 
hallways.)  Small  classes  of  13  (present  6th  grade)  and  15  (present 
5th  grade)  are  giving  way  to  larger  classes  of  30  (present  4th 
grade)  and  25  (present  K) . Census  figures  predict  at  least  25 
students  in  the  next  two  Kindergarten  classes.  Department  of 
Education  projects  at  least  200  students  by  the  late  1990's  as  do 
projections  by  a local  expert.  This  project  is  planned  for  200 

Presently  every  available  space. is  being  used  for  instruction 
- hallways,  the  teachers'  room,  the  cafeteria,  converted  storage 
areas.  The  addition  would  add  four  classrooms  with  flexible  walls 
to  accomodate  fluctuations  in  class  size.  Only  two  new  regular 
classrooms  will  be  added,  however,  since  one  of  the  rooms  will  be 
for  special  education  and  one  will  make  room  elsewhere  in  the 
building  for  the  Early  Childhood  program. 

SPECIAL  EDUCATION 

The  1976  addition  was  planned  before  the  implementation  of 
Chapter  766  (the  state  law  mandating  special  services  to  children 
who  need -them.)  Therefore  no  space  was  designated  for  special 
services  . The  addition  will  provide  the  needed  facilities.  The 
school  now  employs  mostly  part-time  personnel  to  provide  the 
services  that  the  school  is  legally  obligated  to  provide,  such  as 
a psychologist,  a speech  therapist,  an  occupational  therapist,  and 
a special-education  teacher.  The  lack  of  adequate  space  makes  it 
difficult  to  do  their  jobs  effectively. 

If  a child  must  be  transported  elsewhere  to  recieve  services 
that  the  school  can't  provide,  the  town  must  foot  the  bill.  This 
can  get  very  expensive.  It  is  most  cost-effective  to  provide 
services  in  the  neighborhood  school  as  well  as  being  better  for  the 
child . 

EARLY  CHILDHOOD  PROGRAM 

The  school  is  also  mandated  to  provide  services  to  special- 
needs  three-  and  four-year-olds  in  a program  with  regular  education 
children.  The  program  is  now  in  rented  space  in  the  Friends  Meeting 
House  - a temporary  arrangement.  Every  new  elementary  school  being 


built  includes  space  for  an  early  childhood  program.  It  makes  sense 
to  include  space  for  a program  in  the  addition  because  there  is  no 
other  space  in  the  town  suitable  for  such  a program  and,  again,  the 
cost  of  transporting  children  is  not  only  excessive,  but  it  would 
be  much  better  for  small  children  to  be  near  home,  at  school  with 
siblings,  than  to  be  traveling  long  distances  in  a van. 

OTHER  BUILDING  CHANGES 

The  addition  will  also  expand  the  library  space.  The 
principal's  office  will  be  near  the  new  library,  close  to  the 
entrance  to  the  building  and  accessible  to  all  the  classrooms  and 
the  cafeteria.  New  hallways  will  improve  circulation  and 
communication  in  the  building.  It  will  be  a lot  easier  to  get 
around  and  for  children  to  exit  the  building.  New  furniture  will 
also  be  included  in  the  project  as  well  as  new  lighting  and  ceiling 
repairs.  The  art  room  will  double  in  size  as  will  the  teacher's 
room . 

HANDICAPPED  ACCESSIBILITY 

If  Leverett  builds  a school  addition,  we  are  required  to  bring 
it  up  to  code  for  handicapped  accessibility,  according  to  federal 
legislation.  It  is  not  clear  if  we  also  must  bring  it  up  to  code 
if  we  install  portable  classrooms.  But,  again,  if  a wheelchair- 
bound  child  in  our  town  can't  attnn^J  school,  the  town  will  have  to 
either  pay  to  have  the  child  transported  elsewhere  or  for  a full- 
time aide  for  that  child.  Both  costly  and  not  in  the  child/'s  best 
interest.  Installing  an  elevator  and  ramps  would  also  make  the 
school  accessible  at  all  levels  to  anyone  who  cannot  negotiate  the 
stairs  - parents  and  grandparents  as  well. 

THERE  ARE  A NUMBER  OF  REPAIRS  RELATED  TO  HEALTH  AND  SAFETY  INCLUDED 
IN  THIS  PROJECT.  THEY  WILL  ALL  HAVE  TO  BE  DONE  WITHIN  THE  NEXT  FEW 
YEARS  WHETHER  OR  NOT  THE  ADDITION  IS  APPROVED.  IT  MAKES  SENSE  TO 
PAY  33%  OF  THE  COST  OF  THIS  WORK  , TO  DO  IT  ALL  AT  ONCE,  AND  TO  PAY 
FOR  IT  OVER  20  YEARS  WITH  THE  COST  OF  THE  ADDITION. 

RADON 

The  radon  levels  in  the  school,  as  tested  this  December, 
exceed  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  limits.  EPA  recommends 
action  if  the  level  measures  over  4 picocuries.  Spots  in  the  school 
measure  17  and  47.  In  the  dirt-floor  crawl-space  under  the  1954 
addition  the  levels  are  over  100.  The  asbestos  must  be  removed  from 
this  crawlspace  to  be  able  to  pour  a cement  floor  to  take  care  of 
the  radon  problem. 

ASBESTOS 

Asbestos  has  either  been  removed  from  the  building  or  is 
contained.  Aside  from  the  crawlspace,  the  other  area  which  may 
require  asbestos  removal  is  the  heating  system.  Asbestos  is  now 
insulating  heating  pipes. 

THE  HEATING  SYSTEM 

The  school  presently  has  an  oil-fired  steam  heating  system 
except  for  the  1976  addition  which  is  heated  electrically.  The  main 
problem  seems  to  be  with  the  return  pipes  that  are  deteriorating 


and  regularly  spring  leaks.  The  supply  pipes  also  are  failing.  The 
univentilators  that  bring  in  and  circulate  fresh  air  are  not 
working  nor  is  the  exhaust  system.  These  may  have  been  dismantled 
during  the  energy  crisis  to  conserve  fuel.  The  present  system  is 
relatively  inefficient  and  it  is  difficult  to  maintain  a uniform 
temperature  throughout  the  school.  The  addition/renovation  project 
would  replace  this  system  with  an  oil-fired  hot-water  system  that 
would  be  more  efficient. 

FIRE  SAFETY 

The  building  presently  relies  on  hand-pulled  alarms  in  case 
of  fire.  Both  the  Fire  Chief,  John  Moruzzi,  and  the  company  that 
insures  the  school  recommend  that  there  be  automatic  heat  and  smoke 
detectors  installed  that  are  connected  to  fire  dispatch.  Then  if 
there  were  a fire  at  night,  for  example,  firefighters  would  be  able 
to  get  there  as  quickly  as  possible.  There  will  also  be  emergency 
lighting  installed,  a flame-retardant  curtain  on  the  stage,  and 
more  pull-alarms. 

FUEL  TANK  PROBLEM 

The  school's  fuel  tank  is  located  almost  on  top  of  the  well. 
Since  the  fuel  tank  is  40  years  old  there  is  a good  chance  it  could 
leak  fuel  into  the  water  supply.  This  would  not  only  pose  a health 
threat  but  it  would  also  involve  an  expensive  clean-up  effort,  and 
the  drilling  of  a new  well  and  water  testing.  (Shutesbury 's  recent 
estimate  for  a new  well  and  testing  was  $55,000.)  The  DEP 
(Department  of  Environmental  Protection)  requires  us  to  move  the 
fuel  tank  should  we  build  or  install  portable  classrooms.  A new 
tank,  one  that  can  be  monitored  for  leaks,  in  a new  location  is 
part  of  the  addition  project. 

FOOD  SERVICES 

Paul  Burnim  cites  our  Food  Service  program  as  of  special 
concern  to  the  Dept,  of  Education  . The  stove  is  only  working  on 
two  burners  and  the  dishwasher  needs  to  be  replaced.  The  addition 
would  include  new  equipment,  a walk-in  regrigerator/f reezer  and 
more  food  storage  space.  The  present  storage  space  is  considered 
too  close  to  the  heating  & ventilation  system. 

ELECTRICAL  WORK 

The  two  main  electrical  projects  are  grounding  ungrounded 
electrical  outlets  and  consolidating  the  two  electrical  services 
that  come  into  the  building  into  one  service.  Both  are  safety 
issues . 

THE  FOLLOWING  IS  RELATED  TO  THE  FINANCES  OF  THE  PROJECT. 
REIMBURSEMENT  BY  THE  STATE 

Of  the  money  budgeted  by  the  state  for  School  Building 
Assistance  (Chapter  645)  85%  is  for  buildings  or  additions  and  15% 
is  for  small  repair  projects.  Although  some  of  the  Leverett 
School's  repair  needs  are  eligible  for  reimbursement,  there  is  a 
question  if  there  is  money  in  the  various  accounts.  For  example  the 
account  for  asbestos  is  frozen  this  year.  There  is  also  a backlog 


of  some  300-400  repair  projects.  Paul  Burnim  says  that  the  wait 
for  approval  is  at  least  five  to  six  years  and  reimbursement  could 
take  all  of  10  years.  Burnim  said."  Leverett  stands  a better 
chance  being  in  line  for  a construction  project  than  it  does  with 
Chapter  515  (repairs.)" 

Doing  the  repairs  alone,  with  or  without  reimbursement,  does 
not  solve  the  space  problem.  Portable  classrooms  are  NOT  state- 
reimbursable.  If  we  build  an  addition  EVERYTHING  is  reimbursable, 
including  architect's  fees  and  furniture.  The  present  rate  is  67% 
of  principle  and  interest.  The  rate  is  up  for  review  and  could  well 
be  changed  after  June  30,  1990. 

Once  the  project  is  approved  by  the  town,  any  work  done  on  an 
emergency  basis,  before  the  construction  begins,  is  still 
reimbursable  at  67%  as  long  as  it  was  part  of  the  original  plan. 
We  will  not  go  out  for  bids  or  begin  construction  until  the  State 
Board  of  Education  approves  our  construction  grant  at  67% 
reimbursement . 

DOING  IT  OURSELVES 

The  State  Division  of  Capital  Planning  requires  that  school 
building  projects  use  an  architect  and  a contractor  licensed  to  do 
public  projects  . We  do  not  hove  either  of  these  in  Leverett. 

COST 

For  a $150,000  valuation,  over  20  years,  the  payments 
gradually  decrease  from  a high  of  $204.62  in  the  first  year  to 
$144.79  in  the  fifth  year  to  $81.05  in  year  10.  By  the  18th  year 
the  payment  is  0.  Since  the  project  is  unlikely  to  be  funded  for 
a couple  of  years,  the  first  payment  is  likely  to  be  due  in  FY  94  - 
at  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  construction. 


THIS  $1.9  MILLION  ADDITION/RENOVATION  PLAN  IS  ENDORSED 
BY  THE  SELECTBOARD , THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE,  AND  WAS 
UNANIMOUSLY  SUPPORTED  BY  BOTH  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  AND 
THE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE  AT  THEIR  JOINT  MEETING 
ON  DECEMBER  20,  1989.  BOTH  DON  ROBINSON  AND  S0NDRA 
CORCORAN  OF  THE  BUILDING  COMMITTEE  AGREED  TO  SUPPORT 
THIS  PLAN  AND  SIGNED  A STATEMENT  OF  SUPPORT.

To  all  town  residents, 

We  are  writing  on  behalf  of  a large  number  of  citizens  who  have  petitioned  for  a second  vote  on  the  $1.9 
million  school  addition/renovation  project  for  the  following  reasons: 


1.  THE  LEVERETT  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  IS  IN  NEED  OF  ADDITIONAL  SPACE,  RENOVATION,  AND 
NEW  EQUIPMENT. 

In  order  to  meet  state  and  federal  health  and  safety  codes,  as  well  as  building  codes  and  regulations, 
improvements  are  needed  at  the  school.  Some  examples  are:  installing  an  automatic  fire  detection  and  alarm 
system,  replacing  and  moving  the  fuel  tank  (which  now  sits  above  the  well),  removing  asbestos  and  taking  care 
of  high  radon  levels.  In  addition,  the  40-year-old  heating  system  is  deteriorating  and  will  need  to  be  replaced. 

Increased  enrollment  in  the  next  few  years  will  demand  more  space.  Additional  space  is  already 
necessary  to  replace  the  inadequate  facilities  for  the  special  education  staff  now  working  with  many  of  the  town’s 
children.  Special  education  is  mandated  by  the  Commonwealth,  and  if  students  cannot  be  provided  services  at 
the  school,  the  town  is  required  to  pay  for  transportation  to  suitable  schools  in  other  towns. 

Various  school  building  committees  have  been  working  since  1986  to  come  up  with  a plan  for  an  addition 
that  solves  the  many  problems  with  the  current  building  at  a reasonable  cost.  We  believe  this  is  the  plan. 


2.  THE  ADDITION  IS  A BETTER  DEAL  FOR  TAXPAYERS  THAN  DOING  IT  PIECEMEAL 

If  the  town  pays  for  repairs,  equipment,  and  portable  classrooms,  we  pay  100%  of  much  of  it.  If  we  do  a 
state-reimbursed  addition/renovation  project,  we  pay  33%  of  the  total  cost  (including  furniture)  and  FOR  THE 
SAME  OR  LESS  MONEY  WE  GET  A LOT  MORE  (see  attached  chart). 

3.  WE  SAVE  MONEY  BY  APPROVING  AN  ADDITION  THIS  YEAR 

The  town  must  vote  by  February  15th  to  qualify  for  this  fiscal  year’s  reimbursement  rate  of  67%  of  principle 
plus  interest.  The  reimbursement  rate  will  probably  be  lower  next  year  and  it  may  not  include  interest.  Also, 
any  work  included  in  the  plan  that  is  initiated  after  a positive  vole  will  be  reimbursed  as  if  it  were  done  with  the 
project.  (For  example,  the  radon  and  asbestos  removal  planned  for  this  Spring.) 


We  are  having  an  ice  cream  social  on  Wednesday,  February  7,  at  the  school  from  6:30  to  7:30.  There,  School 
Building  Committee  members  and  interested  citizens  will  be  available  to  discuss  the  addition/renovation  project. 
The  plans  for  the  addition  can  also  be  seen  during  the  day  at  the  Leverett  Elementary  School  Principal’s  office.

* There  is  a chance  of  some  reimbursement  for  these  through  Chapter  645  of  the  School  Building 
Assistance  Act,  but  perhaps  not  at  67%  if  the  work  is  done  after  June  1990.  Of  the  Chapter  645  funds, 
85%  arc  earmarked  for  renovation/addition  projects,  only  15%  for  renovations  alone  (such  as  moving 
the  fuel  tank  or  repairing  the  heating  system).  The  waiting  list  for  the  15%  of  funds  for  renovations  is 
at  least  five  years,  and  some  of  these  funds  are  simply  nonexistent  (such  as  funds  for  handicapped 
accessibility)  or  currently  frozen  (such  as  funds  for  asbestos  removal). 

**  Amherst’s  lowest  bid  in  1989  for  8 portable,  unfurnished  classrooms  was  $1  million  (equivalent  to

ARCHITECTS’  FEES 

The  town  has  already  spent  $1 10,000  in  architect  fees.  Without  an  addition,  we  will  never  get  reimbursed 
for  that.  If  the  addition  does  pass,  the  fees  are  higher  (an  additional  $170,000  to  $200,000),  but  since  all 
architects  fees  are  reimbursable  at  67%,  we  will  end  up  paying  only  a third  of  all  lees,  a total  less  than  $1 10.000.

What  if  the  school  addition  passes? 

Depending  on  the  form  of  financing  and  when 
repayments  begin  the  tax  cost  on  $150,000  will  be  between 
$100  and  $200  per  year. 


What  if  State  aid  to  cities  and  towns  is  cut  again? 

Last  year,  State  aid  to  Leverett  went  down  by 
$45,294.  The  December  ’89  check  from  the  State  was 
also  $5,000  short  of  promised  levels.  Cuts  of  as  much 
as  40%  are  being  openly  discussed  in  Boston  as  the 
State  desperately  seeks  a means  of  balancing  its  budget. 


A worst  case  cut  of  40%  would  cost  Leverett  $73,620 
and  would  cost  $115.96  on  $150,000  home  if  services 
are  maintained  at  present  levels. 


The  conclusion  is  that  our  tax  bills  will  rise 
at  least  10.94%  or  $198.44  on  $150,000  and 
could  rise  by  $514.40  on  $150,000  or  28.37% 
depending  on  votes  in  Leverett  and  Boston.

purchase"  2 portable  classroom  units.  School  Superintendent  Lubinsky’s  12/27/88  memo  to  the 
School  Building  Committee  quotes  the  cost  of  a two  room  portable  unit  at  $78,000  including 
installation.  While  others  are  raising  fears  of  costs  more  than  3 times  higher  for  portables,  such 
claims  can  not  be  substantiated.  Portable  classrooms  are  just  one  fast  and  inexpensive  way  to 
get  the  space  which  some  feel  is  needed,  and  there  are  many  other  options  waiting  to  be 
discovered  and  examined. 

10.  What  will  the  renovations  and  repairs  actually  cost  the  town? 

The  State  has  programs  which  reimburse  towns  for  school  repair  and  renovation.

We  are  free  under  this  plan  to  raise  funds  to  address  any  problem  we  choose.  We  can  have 
a safe  school  now  and  wait  for  reimbursement  later. 

11.  Isn’t  it  a shame  not  to  approve  the  present  plan  and  so  lose  the  present  high  reimbursement 
rate? 

The  lesson  of  the  recent  state  cuts  to  cites  and  towns  is  that  when  dealing  with  Boston,  there 
are  no  guarantees.  According  to  State  Senator  Peter  Webber  (Greenfield  Recorder  2/1/90  p.4) 
the  state  can  reduce  the  portion  it  will  pay  for  school  projects  approved  before  July,  1990  to 
help  ease  its  budgetary  woes.  We  could  get  caught  in  a choice  between  having  to  raise  more 
money  locally  because  of  reduced  reimbursement,  or  writing  off  all  we  have  invested  as  a total 
loss. 


12.  Doesn’t  the  state  prefer  to  fund  a few  big  projects  instead  of  more  smaller  ones? 

Under  the  rules  which  expire  in  June,  most  of  the  money  was  set  aside  for  complete  school 
projects.  Each  of  these  costs  a lot,  so  naturally,  not  many  individual  projects  get  funded.  But, 
15%  of  the  total  money  is  set  aside  just  for  repair  and  renovation  projects.  Priorities  set  for 
whole  school  projects  strongly  favor  those  addressing  racial  imbalances  and  demonstrated  present 
overcrowding.  Projected  enrollment  increases  and  expected  space  crises  are  the  lowest  priority 
(Category  III).  On  the  other  hand,  race  and  crowding  priorities  don’t  apply  to  repair  and 
renovation  money.  Our  safety  and  handicap  access  needs  are  among  the  highest  priorities  for 
these  funds.  We  can  fix  things  and  wait  for  reimbursement;  the  total  cost  won’t  break  local 
taxpayers  during  the  time  we  are  carrying  the  cost  ourselves  waiting  for  reimbursement.

6.  How  long  will  we  have  to  wait  for  state  funding? 

Massachusetts  presently  has  the  lowest  credit  rating  of  all  states  in  the  U.S.  Read  the 
newspapers  and  judge  for  yourself  how  long  it  will  take  after  the  upcoming  gubernatorial  election 
before  a new  consensus  on  taxes  and  service  levels  is  reached.  At  present  funding  levels, 
projects  already  approved  this  year  will  wait  at  least  three  years,  and  it  could  take  six  to 
seven  years  to  work  through  the  waiting  list  to  Leverett  based  on  $100  million  needed  and  $15 
million  available  for  the  First  Annual  Payment  program.  In  Northampton,  the  School 
Committee  has  redirected  its  Building  Committee  efforts  to  repairs  and  renovation  instead  of  new 
construction  because  of  these  intolerable  delays  just  to  schedule  construction. 

7.  What  will  the  school  addition  cost? 

Based  on  a home  valued  at  $150,000,  with  the  standard  20  year  bond  it  will  cost  this  average 
homeowner  an  additional  $201  in  the  first  year  plus  whatever  it  costs  to  operate  and  staff  the 
additional  space.  If  your  home  is  valued  more  or  less  your  cost  will  vary  accordingly.  Other 
financing  options  such  as  a 15  year  fixed  payment  schedule  may  be  available  that  would  level  the 
payments  over  fewer  years  at  the  cost  of  lower  effective  reimbursement  rates  from  the  state. 

If  and  when  funding  comes  through,  the  cost  of  the  project  could  well  be  much  greater  than 
the  $1.9  million  estimate  due  to  inflation  alone.  If  that  likely  scenario  happened,  the  scope  of 
the  project  would  need  to  be  cut  back  or  the  Town  would  have  to  appropriate  more  money. 
Keep  in  mind  also  that  the  $1.9  million  proposal  does  not  cover  the  $110,00  in  earlier  design  fees, 
assumes  the  architect  will  willingly  agree  to  reduce  fees  by  over  $50,000,  provides  for  only 
$100,000  in  contingencies,  and  includes  many  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  work  to  be  carried 
out  by  the  Town  Highway  Department.  Funds  to  cover  these  known  and  expected  costs  will 
have  to  come  from  additional  taxes,  and  wiii  not  be  reimbursable  unless  we  vote  again  to 
increase  the  $1.9  million  appropriation.  If  cost  increases  or  other  factors  lead  the  town  to 
abandon  the  project,  we  will  have  to  write  off  $281,000  in  design  work  as  a total  loss. 

8.  Isn’t  the  School  overcrowded? 

This  is  a subjective  question  and  the  answer  depends  on  whom  you  ask.  Presently  there  are 
153  students  in  K-6.  In  1977  there  were  158  students  in  the  school.  The  average  class  size  is  22. 
The  average  classroom  space  per  student  is  more  than  twice  as  much  as  is  required  by  the 
building  code.  If  a brand  new  school  the  size  of  the  present  one  were  built  today  according  to 
School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  regulations,  its  rated  capacity  would  be  185  students. 

Additional  space  for  specialized  and  pre-school  programs  seems  to  be  the  most  pressing  issue. 
The  present  plan  of  choice  in  Amherst  is  to  build  a new  middle  school  which  will  in  the 
long-term  free  up  Leverett’s  6th  and  possibly  also  5th  grade  classrooms  for  other  uses.  If  that 
project  goes  ahead,  as  it  seems  destined  to,  taxpayers  in  Leverett  will  be  paying  twice  over. 

9.  How  about  the  immediate  need  for  space?  Portable  classrooms? 

This  issue  needs  to  be  carefully  considered.  It  seems  as  though  we  can  get  along  with  what 
we  have  now,  and  when  the  State  situation  becomes  more  stable  we  can  re-examine  the  need  for 
more  space.  In  the  meantime  perhaps,  as  they  are  doing  in  Amherst,  the  classrooms  could  be 
partitioned,  so  the  existing  space  could  accommodate  more  programs  and  free  other  space. 
These  and  other  space  use  options  need  to  be  closely  examined  before  suggesting  the  use  of 
portable  classrooms. 

A modest  proposal,  should  a consensus  on  more  space  be  reached,  would  be  "leasing  to 


The  6th  LEVERETT  SCHOOL  VOTE  - SOME  PERSPECTIVES 


"Leverett  Group  Won’t  Take  No  for  Answer  on  School".  This  was  the  headline  in  the  Jan  16, 
1990  Gazette  newspaper.  The  article  went  on  to  describe  the  petition  drive  which  has  led  to 
yet  another  vote  on  the  school  addition  proposal.  As  you  consider  how  you  will  vote  on  Saturday 
February  10,  1990  at  8:00  AM  let  us  share  some  of  the  questions  that  we  are  frequently  asked 
and  our  responses. 

1.  Can’t  We  Fix  Up  the  School? 

Yes!  There  seems  to  be  widespread  community  support  for  fixing  up  the  existing  school. 
Residents  want  to  get  behind  a program  for  improving  the  existing  building  but  may  not  be 
supportive,  at  this  time,  of  an  expansion  project.  There  are  many  residents  with  very  strong 
affections  for  the  school  who  would  like  to  see  certain  issues  addressed  such  as 
making  the  building  handicapped  accessible 

improving  the  heating  system  including  a new  underground  storage  tank 
removing  the  asbestos  and  dealing  with  any  other  identifiable  safety  and  health  issue. 

2.  Will  the  State  Reimburse  the  town  for  anything  less  than  the  full  addition? 

Yes!  Unfortunately  the  community  has  been  told  that  it  will  cost  as  much  to  fix  up  the 
existing  school  as  it  will  cost  for  the  entire  $1.9  million  project.  By  law  15%  of  the  monies  that 
the  State  uses  for  school  projects  are  available  for  single  projects  (handicapped  accessibility, 
heating  systems,  etc.)  and  the  same  reimbursement  rate  applies  as  for  new  construction  (67% 
for  Leverett  for  fiscal  year  90).  There  are  other  State  initiatives  for  specialized  programs  such 
as  asbestos  abatement. 

3.  What  is  the  situation  with  the  Architect? 

If  the  vote  passes,  it  will  immediately  cost  the  Town  at  least  $126,825  in  architectural  fees  just 
to  submit  the  project  to  the  State  even  though  the  State  does  not  have  any  funds  available  for 
any  projects.  This  is  over  and  above  the  $110,000  already  paid  to  the  architect  for  work  on  the 
previous  plan.  The  town  borrowed  that  money  and  has  yet  to  pay  it  back.  The  plan  now  before 
the  town  was  done  on  speculation.  If  the  plan  is  rejected,  the  town  will  not  have  to  pay  the 
additional  architectural  fees. 

4.  Whv  not  use  this  $126.825  to  start  fixing  the  present  school? 

Good  question.  Rather  than  spending  more  money  on  architectural  fees,  perhaps  it  would  be 
better  to  directly  apply  this  money  to  problems  that  exist  in  the  school.  The  State  can 
retroactively  reimburse  cities  and  towns  for  individual  projects.  We  can  fix  our  school  now  and 
wait  to  be  paid  back  later  instead  of  having  to  put  all  work  on  hold,  possibly  for  years,  while  we 
wait  for  state  funding. 

5.  What  is  happening  in  the  State? 

The  State  originally  had  $31  million  available  for  first  year  bond  payments  on  school  building 
projects.  Because  of  the  State  fiscal  crisis  this  amount  was  reduced  to  $15  million.  According 
to  a 12/11/89  memo  distributed  by  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau,  it  would  take  $54 
million  to  clear  the  backlog  of  approved  and  expected  FY  ’90  projects,  and  $100  million  to  fund 
all  the  projects  in  the  planning  stage.  Such  levels  of  funding  increase  are  clearly  out  of  the 
question  for  the  foreseeable  future.  If  the  Town  vote  passes,  Leverett  would  join  a growing  list 
of  unfunded  and  stalemated  school  projects.

Dear  Paul: 

This  is  to  confirm  our  recent  discussions  regarding  the  options  available  to  Leverett  in  the  event 
that  the  school  addition  proposal  is  once  again  defeated.  Unfortunately  it  seems  that  the 
community  has  been  misinformed  because  many  residents  have  been  told  that  unless  the  proposed 
addition  is  passed  the  town  would  have  to  bear  the  total  cost  of  any  work  that  is  done  to  the  existing 
facility.  The  sentiments  were  expressed  in  a local  newspaper  article  in  which  a resident  is  quoted 
as  saying  " there  can  be  no  State  reimbursement  for  the  improvements  if  they  are  not  attached  to  a 
town-approved  school  addition  proposal." 

My  reason  for  contacting  you  was  to  confirm  my  understanding  that  there  are  State 
reimbursement  options  available  for  projects  which  involve  renovations  or  improvement  to  the 
existing  school  building  including  reimbursement  for  projects  dealing  with  resolving  health  and 
safety  concerns.  The  reimbursement  rate  is  the  same  [67%  until  June  30, 1990]  as  it  is  for  a new 
addition.  My  initial  source  of  information  was  the  603  CMR  document  that  I obtained  as  a 
member  of  the  building  committee.  This  document  lists  the  following  as  typical  examples  of 
approved  school  projects:  A ROOF  REPLACEMENT;  A PROJECT  TO  MAKE  A BUILDING 
ACCESSIBLE  TO  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED;  A PROJECT  TO  MAKE  A BUILDING 
MORE  ENERGY  EFFICIENT;  and  A PROJECT  TO  ELIMINATE  A STRUCTURAL  SAFETY 
HAZARD.  You  confirmed  that  my  information  was  correct  and  that  under  Chapter  515 
approximately  15%  of  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  [SBAB]  funds  are  earmarked  for 
these  types  of  projects.  As  I understand  it  these  funds  were  originally  intended  for  projects  that  cost 
over  $100,000  but  for  communities  with  a population  of  less  than  5000  it  can  be  used  for  less  costly 
projects.  I also  was  told  by  Julie  Jones  at  the  State  Division  of  Occupational  Hygiene  that  under 
Chapter  614  entitled  "Asbestos  Abatement  Reimbursement  Program"  they  are  still  accepting 
applications  from  schools.  The  money  is  presently  frozen  but  the  original  allocation  was  for  $25 
million  and  there  is  still  about  $6  million  that  is  not  presently  encumbered. 

With  regard  to  Leverett  it  would  seem  reasonable  that  the  major  costs  associated  with  renovating 
the  existing  school  such  as:  a new  heating  plant  including  relocating  the  underground  storage 
tank;  making  the  building  handicapped  accessible;  removing  the  asbestos;  and  perhaps  even  the 
radon  abatement  work  would  be  legitimate  projects  for  which  application  for  reimbursement  could 
be  made.  As  we  discussed,  all  of  this  is  contingent  upon  future  State  appropriations  which  is  no 
different  whether  we  go  ahead  with  these  individual  projects  for  fixing  the  existing  school  or  if  we 
go  ahead  with  the  full  $1.9  million  plan. 

I will  be  passing  this  information  on  and  I expect  that  you  will  be  receiving  calls  to  confirm.

THE  TAX  IMPACT 


The  proposed  school  addition  will  be  paid  lor  by  borrowing 
money  and  the  repaying  it  over  a period  of  time.  There  are  two 
possible  payment  schedules  that  are  being  considered.  The  first 
is  the  standard  20  year  bond  which  has  been  commonly  used  for 
school  building  in  the  state. This  type  of  loan  has  a decreasing 
payment  over  20  years  meaning  that  we  would  pay  more  of  the  total 
in  the  early  years  and  less  in  the  final  years.  The  breakdown  of 
this  type  of  loan  package  is  estimated  to  be  as  shown  in  Table  1. 

The  impact  of  this  loan  to  the  typical  homeowner  is  shown  in  Table  2

The  second  possible  payment  schedule  is  a 15  year  amortized 
loan,  which  is  a possibility  because  of  a recent  change  in  state 
laws.  This  type  of  loan  has  a fixed  payment  each  year  similar  to 
a home  mortgage.  The  breakdown  of  this  loan  is  estimated  to  be  as 
shown  in  Table  3.  The  impact  of  this  loan  is  shown  in  Table  4.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  SELECTBOARD 


The  Selectboard  strongly  supports  the  proposed  school 
addition.  The  school  is  in  need  of  many  repairs  and 
upgrades  that  would  not  receive  state  aid  unless  they  are 
part  of  this  project.  As  such,  it  would  be  fiscally 
irresponsible  not  to  support  this  current  plan.  If  the 
school  addition  is  passed  at  this  Special  Town  Meeting,  it 
will  not  affect  the  FY91  budget. 

For  FY91  we  are  anticipating  $61,000  in  increased  levy 
capacity  and  new  growth.  However,  we  have  to  pay  $31,000 
toward  the  school  building  debt  to  date,  and  approximately 
$30,000  will  be  budgeted  for  dump  expenses  (in  the  past  we 
paid  for  the  dump  from  free  cash) . Additionally  we  are 
expecting  a 20%  increase  in  our  health  insurance  costs. 

Also  other  fixed  expenses  such  as  insurance  are  expected  to 
increase.  Salary  increases  will  be  held  to  the  rate  of 
inflation.  On  top  of  this,  the  amount  of  state  aid  we  will 
receive  is  in  limbo.  As  such,  we  expect  to  request  a 
general  override  to  Proposition  2 1/2.  The  alternative  is  a 
cut  in  essential  services. 

To  put  this  in  a proper  perspective,  a comparison  of 
figures  from  1983  to  the  present  is  helpful.  The  actual  per 
capita  operating  expenditures  for  the  town  have  increased 
from  $632  to  $684.  In  constant  dollars  (adjusted  for 
inflation) , the  amount  spent  has  actually  decreased  from 
$684  to  $569.  For  towns  of  our  size  (population  of  less 
than  2000)  the  average  per  capita  spending  in  constant 
dollars  is  $933;  Leverett's  is  at  $569. 

On  the  revenue  side,  per  capita  revenues  from  property 
tax  increased  from  $432  to  $542  while  in  constant  dollars 
there  has  been  a decline  in  per  capita  revenue  from  $458  to 
$420.  During  the  same  period,  state  aid  in  actual  dollars 
decreased  from  $151  to  $120  and  in  constant  dollars 
decreased  from  $160  to  $93. 

Overall,  we  believe  Leverett  is  still  on  solid 
financial  footing,  when  compared  to  other  towns.  However, 
this  April  we  will  face  some  hard  choices.  Once  the  budget 
picture  is  complete  and  we  have  further  knowledge  about 
state  aid,  we  will  provide  you  with  all  the  details.

ARTICLE  II:  This  Article  is  a citizen's  petition  to  extend  the 

existing  general  business  zone  in  Leverett  to  include  Lot  #18, 
Assessor's  Map  #4,  Block  0 and  Lot  #11B,  Assessor's  Map  4, 

Block  0 in  Moore's  Corner.  The  Planning  Board  feels  that 
passage  of  this  Article  would  constitute  "spot  zoning"  and  would 
likely  be  rejected  upon  review  by  the  Attorney  General.  In 
addition,  if  the  proposed  zoning  change  were  passed,  the  town 
would  lose  control  over  what  kinds  of  businesses  could  be 
established  on  the  parcels  in  question,  now  and  in  the  future. 
The  Planning  Board  strongly  urges  the  town  to  reject  this 
Article .

Dear  Citizens, 

Currently,  we  have  two  police  cruisers,  a 1984  Ford  with 
109,985  miles  and  a 1981  Ford  with  121,787  miles.  These  are 
actual  road  miles  many  of  an  emergency  nature  where  response  time 
was  critical  and  does  not  reflect  the  hundreds  of  hours  these 
vehicles  sat,  idling  at  an  accident. 

There  have  been  many  instances  when  an  officer  responding  co 
an  emergency  has  found  his  car  inoperable  and  has  been  delayed  by 
having  to  travel  to  the  location  of  the  second  cruiser.  We  have 
even  experienced  times  when  both  cruisers  would  not  operate  in 
responding  to  an  accident.  It  is  not  a comforting  feeling  when  an 
officer  is  forced  to  respond  to  an  emergency  at  2:00  am.  in  his 
own  vehicle  because  the  cruisers  are  inoperable.  Without  the 
cruiser  the  officer  has  no  radio  contact  to  call  for  an 
ambulance,  fire  truck,  or  necessary  assistance.  This  lack  of 
communication  could  result  in  a serious  injury  turning  into  a 
fatal  injury,  therefore,  response  time  is  critical.  So  far,  we 
have  been  very  fortunate.  Not  only  have  we  experienced  situations 
where  the  cruisers  have  failed  in  going  to  an  emergency  but  have 
also  had  our  cruisers  need  repairs  at  accident  scenes.  We  have 
even  had  to  request  a tow  truck  return  for  our  cruisers  on 
several  occasions. 


I had  hoped  to  delay  the  request  for  a new  cruiser  until 
spring.  However,  a recent  electrical  fire  and  the  discovery  of 
rust  rot  on  the  floor  of  the  '81  Ford  has  prompted  me  to  make 
this  request  now.  It  is  possible  that  the  cruiser  may  not  pass 
inspection  with  the  rusted  floor.  Both  the  age  and  excessive 
milage  of  these  vehicles  are  the  reasons  for  the  never  ending 
problems  we  are  experiencing.  Below  are  some  of  the  problems  we 
have  experienced  with  the  cruisers. 


1)  Floor  rusting  out 

2)  Recent  electrical  fire 

3)  Catalytic  converter  fire  - melted  through  cables 

4)  Lack  of  power  (despite  regular  tune  ups) 

5)  Exhaust  leaks 

6)  Sloppy  handling  - excessive  play  in  steering 

7)  Ceiling  liner  collapsing  - held  up  by  staples 

8)  Cold  weather  problems  with  door  lock  mechanisms 

9)  Extensive  electrical  problems 

10)  Water  leakage  into  trunk  ruining  first  aid  equipment, 
flares,  and  safety  clothing 

11)  Front  seat  replaced  (seat  was  so  bad  we  replaced  it  with 
one  from  a iunkvard )

SOME  SPECIAL  QUESTIONS  ABOUT  FINANCE  FOR  THE  SCHOOL  ADDITION 


IF  ALL  GOES  WELL  WITH  THE  PROPOSED  SCHOOL  ADDITION,  WHEN  WILL  WE  BEGIN  TO  PAY 

FOR  THE  PROJECT? 

Town  residents  would  see  the  first  payments  associated  with  the  major 
borrowing  in  their  bills  two  years  from  now  during  the  fall  payment  of 
FY  92  tax  bills.  In  June,  1990,  the  Department  of  Education  will  rank 
proposed  projects  based  on  their  formula  for  approval  of  projects  and 
indicate  which  will  be  funded  based  on  the  total  of  funds  available. 

At  that  rate,  bids  would  be  opened  in  October  of  1990,  construction 
would  begin  at  that  time,  but  the  major  construction  work  would  occur 
in  the  spring  and  summer  of  1991.  The  addition  would  be  complete  for 
the  start  of  school  in  the  fall  of  1991.  The  long  term  bond  might  be 
borrowed  in  March  of  1991;  making  the  first  semi-annual  payment  to  occur 
in  November  of  1991;  just  at  the  time  when  FY  92  taxes  are  being 
collected . 

WILL  ALL  THINGS  GO  WELL? 

Probably  not.  Because  the  state  has  twenty-three  projects  already  approved 
for  FY  89  construction  which  they  have  not  been  able  to  permit  bids  being 
awarded  for,  those  projects  will  be  in  line  ahead  of  those  which  will  be 
ranked  in  June,  1990.  As  a consequence,  the  probability  is  for  a year's 
delay  for  projects  to  be  considered  by  the  Department  of  Education  this 
June.  If  there  were  a year's  delay,  construction  would  begin  in  the  fall 
of  1991,  the  school  would  be  ready  in  the  fall  of  1992,  and  the  tax  impact 
would  begin  to  occur  in  FY  93. 

COULD  THERE  BE  FURTHER  DELAYS? 

Yes,  there  could.  While  it  is  unlikely  that  state  funds  would  be  so 
limited  that  there  would  be  a further  delay;  there  is  that  possibility. 

In  addition,  the  ranking  formula  places  Leverett  in  a relatively  low  rank 
(largely  because  we  have  a lot  of  space  which  is  counted  in  the  formula 
even  though  it  is  not  usable  space).  Our  low  ranking  could  cause  some 
delay  if  insufficient  funds  are  appropriated  by  the  legislature. 

COULD  WE  NEVER  GET  FUNDED? 

It  is  highly  unlikely.  No  one,  to  date,  who  has  followed  the  rules  in 
Massachusetts  has  failed  to  receive  funding  (except  the  people  still 
waiting  this  year),  however,  if  the  state  appropriates  too  little  for 
the  next  few  years  and  the  competition  is  universally  needier  than 
Leverett  is,  then  a funding  problem  is  conceivable. 

CAN  WE  ENSURE  THAT  WE  GET  FUNDED? 

The  Building  Committee,  the  School  Committee,  the  Selectboard,  and  the 
Superintendent  will  take  every  step  possible  to  ensure  funding.  Repre- 
sentative Buell,  who  told  Townspeople  that  school  building  assistance 
funding  is  grim  for  this  year,  has  also  written  to  encourage  us  to 
continue  taking  every  step  we  can  to  be  able  to  build  an  addition  while 
she  and  other  legislators  work  to  ensure  that  there  are  funds  for  the 
projects 


IF  ALL  GOES  WELL  WITH  THE  PROPOSED  SCHOOL  ADDITION,  WHAT  WILL  IT  COST? 


If  we  were  to  borrow,  in  an  amortized  fashion,  for  fifteen  years,  and  be 
reimbursed  over  that  fifteen  year  period  for  67%  of  all  principal  and 
interest  costs,  our  calculations  indicate  that  the  cost  would  be  slightly 
more  than  $1  per  thousand  of  assessed  property  value.  An  effort  to  begin 
Town  payments  earlier  and  to  develop  a payments  account  could  even  reduce 
that  cost. 

WILL  ALL  THINGS  GO  WELL? 

We  do  not  know  that  yet.  We  do  not  have  a written  commitment  from  state 
officials  to  indicate  that  we  can  do  exactly  what  we  want  to  do.  However, 
we  can  be  confident  that  the  worst  case  we  face  is  a twenty  year  fixed 
principal  approach  which  would  yield  a first  year  cost  of  $1.80  per 
thousand  and  an  average  annual  cost  for  a house  valued  at  $100,000  of 
slightly  more  than  $70. 

WHAT  ABOUT  THE  COST  TO  THE  TOWN  FOR  THE  WORK  DONE  ON  THE  PLAN  WHICH  WAS  REJECTED 

LAST  YEAR? 

Although  the  Architect  has  already  been  paid  the  Town  has  paid  with 
borrowed  money.  In  FY  91,  the  Town  will  begin  repayments  at  the  rate  of 
$25,000  per  year  plus  interest.  If  the  Town  proceeds  to  construct  an 
addition,  it  will  be  reimbursed  at  67%  of  that  expenditure.  If  the  Town 
does  not  proceed  toward  construction  of  an  addition,  it  abandons  all 
possibility  of  the  state  reimbursing  it  for  that  expenditure. 

WHAT  ABOUT  THE  COST  OF  ADDITIONAL  ARCHITECT'S  FEES? 

Department  of  Education  requirements  demand  that  we  have  complete  plans 
(construction  drawings  and  specifications)  in  order  to  "be  in  the  pipe- 
line" for  consideration  for  approval.  Preparation  of  those  complete 
plans  represents  a substantial  portion  of  the  architect's  work  and  will 
require  payment  to  the  architect  of  approximately  $167,000.  This  cost, 
like  the  previous  costs,  will  require  short  term  borrowing.  If 
Department  of  Education  approval  is  delayed  beyond  two  years,  by  FY  93, 
the  Town  will  begin  repayments  of  $42,000  of  principal  plus  interest. 

In  any  case,  so  long  as  we  proceed  to  construction,  the  Town  will  be 
eligible  for  67%  reimbursement  for  those  expenditures.

RE:  TOWN  MEETING  PROCEDURES 

Dear  Selectmen: 

I am  writing  to  offer  an  opinion  as  to  the  correct  legal 
procedures  for  conduct  of  the  continuation  of  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  of  November  4,  1989.  As  you  know,  the  moderator  declared 
the  results  of  the  ballot  invalid,  because  of  the  discrepancy 
between  the  number  of  ballots  cast  and  the  number  of  voters  who 
were  qualified.  A motion  was  then  passed  to  recess  the  Meeting 
until  November  13,  1989  at  7:30  p.m. 

After  discussion  with  the  Attorney  General's  Office,  I am 
now  of  the  opinion  that  the  vote  was  not  in  fact  technically 
invalid,  because  the  presence  of  the  extra  ballots  did  not 
materially  change  the  outcome  of  the  vote.  Since  331  voters  were 
qualified,  221  affirmative  votes  were  needed  in  order  to  carry 
the  motion  with  a 2/3  majority.  Despite  the  irregularity  of  the 
additional  ballots,  there  were  only  220  affirmative  votes  cast. 

For  this  reason,  when  the  meeting  reconvenes  on  November  13, 
1989,  the  town  cannot  simply  vote  again  on  the  original  motion. 
Rather,  I believe  that  there  are  two  options  available,  as 
follows : 

1.  The  town  meeting  can  be  dissolved  by  majority  vote, 
with  the  result  that  the  warrant  article  has  failed;  or 

2.  The  town  meeting  can  entertain  a motion  to  rescind  and 
reconsider  the  vote  taken  on  November  4,  1989.  A simple  majority 
is  required  to  pass  a motion  to  rescind  and  reconsider. 

If  the  town  meeting  votes  to  dissolve,  a new  vote  can  be 
scheduled  only  by  convening  another  special  town  meeting, 
pursuant  to  another  warrant.  As  always,  this  meeting  can  be 
scheduled  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  or  upon  petition  of  200 
registered  voters  in  accordance  with  the  town  bylaws. 

Regardless  of  which  course  the  town  meeting  chooses,  it 
appears  a certainty  that  the  town  will  again  be  voting  on  this 
issue.  While  fortunately  the  irregularities  did  not  affect  the 
outcome  in  this  instance,  it  is  crucial  for  the  town  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  reexamine  and  tighten  town  meeting  voting

procedures.  In  controversial  situations,  it  is  of  particular 
importance  to  assure  that  members  of  the  public  have  confidence 
in  the  integrity  of  the  process,  whether  or  not  they  are  in 
agreement  with  the  final  outcome.

NEW  STATUTE  MAY  HELP 
LEVERETT 


Just  passed,  the  Massachusetts  legislature  has  voted  to  permit 
towns  to  bond  for  school  construction  in  an  amortized  (home 
mortgage-like)  fashion  which  avoids  the  balloon  payments  usually 
required  in  the  first  years  of  borrowing.  The  only  limitation  to 
this  new  law  is  that  there  are  penalties  if  the  total  interest  were 
to  be  more  than  interest  would  be  with  a conventional  fixed 
principal  bond. 

A fifteen  year  borrowing  for  Leverett  in  an  amortized  fashion 
could  bring  payment  down  to  $100  or  less  each  year  for  property 
valued  at  $100,000,  while  ensuring  that  the  town  paid  less  in  total 
interest  than  it  would  with  a conventional  fixed  principal  twenty 
year  bond. 

Compare  the  cost  in  this  new  schedule  with  what  the  costs  would 
otherwise  be  This  new  schedule  is  only  one  way  of  reducing  costs 
to  the  Leverett  taxpayer.  There  are  other  methods  which  can  be 
examined  by  the  treasurer  and  the  selectmen  to  achieve  even 
greater  savings.

The  townspeople  were  surveyed  as 
to  their  perceptions  and  opinions  of  the 
issues.  Enrollment  projections  were  re- 
viewed and  changed.  We  realized  that  our 
job  required  rethinking  the  entire  project. 
Reconstitute^  ^nmittee  - Three  mem- 
bers of  the  original  committee  remain:  Joan 
Godsey,  Klau^Lfoner  and  John  Foster. 

Edie  Field  . came  onto  the  commit- 
tee at  the  end  ol  the  design  phase  the  last 
time  around. 

Since  last  fall  Sandy  Corcoran,  Don 
Gibavic,  Dick  Howland,  Sheila  Hunter  and 
Don  Robinson  were  added. 

Brian  Emond  has  just  signed  on,  replac- 
ing Michele  Leaf  as  the  School  Committee 
representative  to  the  Building  Committee. 
Cliff  Blinn  left  the  committee  in  name,  but 
has  stayed  with  us  all  the  way. 

We  have  all  worked  hard  to  put  together 
what  we  think  is  a sound,  fiscally  respon- 
sible project  that  addresses  the  need  for 
more  school  space  at  a cost  that  can  be 
reasonably  shouldered  by  the  town.  While 
we  are  not  unanimous,  80%  of  the  commit- 
tee endorses  this  proposal. 

Need  for  an  addition  - Our  job  is  to  design 
an  addition  that  conforms  to  the  Educa- 
tional Specifications  established  by  the 
School  Committee.  Our  mandate  is  to  in- 
corporate those  “ed  specs”  into  the  new 
structure.  We  negotiated  with  the  School 
Committee  to  ensure  that  the  “cd  specs” 
were  attainable  goals  consistent  with  our 
job  as  the  representatives  of  the  town. 

Many  townspeople,  including  several 
committee  members,  have  pointed  out  that 
the  school  currently  services  a lower  enroll- 
ment than  10  or  15  years  ago.  I’m  part  of  the 
baby  boom  generation  (I  went  through  ele- 
mentary school  in  the  1950’s).  My  home 
town  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  state  was 
undergoing  tremendous  growth  at  that  time. 
We  had  around  thirty  children  per  class,  one 
teacher  - no  aides,  and  double  sessions,  yet 
I feel  that  I had  an  adequate  education.  We 
did  not  have  state  mandated  Special  Educa- 
tion, which  requires  additional  staff  and 
considerably  more  space.  I know  that  the 
best  and  the  worst  students  received  the 
majority  of  our  teacher’s  time  and  everyone 
else  was  more  or  less  on  their  own.  Today’s 
educational  program  requires  more  space 
and  more  staff.  No  children  can  be  over- 
looked and  that’s  better.  Our  plan  is  a good 
balance  between  the  childrens’  needs  and 
the  town’s  resources. 


The  major  change  in  our  scope  that  has 
allowed  for  2.3  million  dollar  cost  reduction 
is  a more  conservative  enrollment  projec- 
tion. We  are  using  a 10  year  planning 
horizon  - the  minimum  we  could  use  in 
order  to  qualify  for  slate  reimbursement. 
We  project  servicing  200  pupils  in  the  year 
2000.  This  is  the  minimum  enrollment 
number  that  will  qualify  us  for  state  reim- 
bursement. We  have  received  some  criti- 
cism that  we  are  not  prudently  planning  - 
that  we  might  have  to  add  onto  our  school 
again  in  ten  years.  The  town  obviously 
wants  the  most  reasonably  priced  addition 
possible  to  service  the  immediate  need  and 
nothing  more. 

The  process  since  last  fall  - First  we  sur- 
veyed the  town.  Though  a student  of  socio- 
logical research  might  be  critical  of  our 
adherence  to  the  scientific  method,  we  es- 
tablished that  $4.8  mil  lion  dollars  was  more 
than  the  vast  majority  of  the  town  wanted  to 
pay  and  that  65%  of  our  respondents  didn’t 
want  to  spend  more  than  $2.5  million.  So 
that  was  our  goal. 

We  had  to  re-examine  our  relationship 
with  the  architect  and  whether  or  not  to 
continue  with  him.  An  Architectural  Selec- 
tion Sub-Committceof  Don  Robinson,  Dick 
Howland,  Sandy  Corcoran  and  myself  went 
into  those  issues  in  depth.  We  negotiated 
with  theoriginal  architecta  reduced  fee,  and 
payment  for  the  design  phase  ONLY  if  the 
new  proposal  was  accented  bv  the  town. 
We  thought  we  had  swung  quite  the  deal  for 
the  town.  We  unanimously  recommended 
to  the  whole  committee  that  we  stick  with 
the  original  architect  on  the  basis  of  those 
revised  terms. 

We  have  worked  closely  with  the  archi- 
tect in  every  particular,  from  roof  to  sky- 
light, every  inch  of  space,  each  nook  and 
comer.  The  site  plan,  alone,  took  three 
meetings.  The  vast  majority  of  the  commit- 
tee endorses  this  proposal.  We  hope  you 
will  share  our  feelings  that  this  is  the  build- 
ing that  you  asked  us  to  plan.  We  feel  that 
we  have  met  our  mandate.  We  have:  -cut  the 
budget  by  48%  - from  $4.8  to  $2.5  million; 

• expended,  and  committed  to  expend, 
very  little  of  the  town’s  money  - as  the 
architect  has  borne  the  risk  for  this  phase  of 
the  process. 

• designed  an  addition  that  the  School 
Committee  can  live  with; 

• we  have  opened  up  the  process  and 
listened  to  all  who  wished  to  express  their 
opinions. 

We  strongly  support  our  own  consider- 
able efforts  of  the  past  year.  We  hope  you 
will  too  when  you  vote  on  November  4th.

Finance  Committee  estimates 
effect  on  town

The  new  school  addition  will  be  paid  for 
by  borrowing  money  and  then  repaying  it 
over  20  years.  The  terms  considered  most 
likely  by  the  Finance  Committee  appear  in 
table  I above.  The  money  will  be  raised  by 
floating  tax  exempt  municipal  bonds  through 
a Massachusetts  bank. 

These  bonds  require  a fixed  principal 
payment  in  each  of  the  20  years  ($125,000 
in  table  I).  In  addition  an  interest  payment 
is  required  on  the  outstanding  principal  each 
year.  Because  the  outstanding  principal 
shrinks  with  each  year,  the  interest  payment 
due,  and  hence  the  total  payment  due,  also 
shrinks  in  each  successive  year.  The  effect 
of  this  method  of  repayment  is  to  have 
larger  payments  due  in  the  early  years 
($325,000  in  year  1 compared  to  $135,000 
in  year  20  in  table  I above)  which  gradually 
shrink  as  the  loan  ages. 

The  state  of  Massachusetts  currently 
reimburses  approved  school  construction  at 
the  rate  of  67%  of  the  total  cost  of  principal 
and  interest.  The  state  pays  this  reimburse- 
ment in  fixed  segments  over  the  life  of  the 
loan.  Because  the  state  reimbursement  stays 
fixed,  and  the  payments,  shrink,  the  net  total 
payment  (the  amount  needed  to  be  raised  by 
taxation)  shrinks  each  year  even  faster  than 
the  total  payment  due  on  the  loan.  Indeed, 
in  year  19  (in  table  I)  the  state's  reimburse- 
ment exceeds  the  net  total  payment  and  no 
money  needs  to  be  raised  by  taxation  in  that 
or  succeeding  years. 

The  additional  burden  on  the  tax  rate 
(cost  per  $1,000  of  assessed  value)  due  to 
the  cost  of  repaying  the  loan  depends  upon 
the  total  assessed  valuation  of  the  Town. 
This  is  currently  approximately  $95  mil- 
lion. New  construction  in  Town  will  in- 
crease the  value  of  real  estate  (independent 
of  inflation).  Thus  the  total  assessed  valu- 


ation grows  in  the  20  year  term  of  the  loan. 
This  decreases  the  tax  rate  in  succeeding 
years.  Table  I shows  an  increase  in  assessed 
valuation  by  new  growth  of  2%  per  year. 
The  Finance  Committee  considers  this  a 
conservative  estimate  as  new  growth  in  the 
past  10  years  in  Leverctt  has  exceeded  4.5 
percent. 

For  comparison  of  costs  consider  the 
impact  per  $100,000  valuation  column  in 
table  I.  If  the  Town  borrows  $2.5  million 
dollars  at  8%  for  20  years,  and  the  Town 
grows  by  2%  a year,  and  the  state  reim- 
burses school  construction  at  67%,  then  the 
first  year  payment  for  the  school  for  an 
owner  of  a $ 1 00,000  home  is  $ 1 79.  At  year 
1 0 the  cost  is  $7 1 , and  by  year  1 8 the  cost  per 
$100,000  home  is  less  than  a dollar.  The 
average  cost  per  year  over  the  life  of  the  loan 
is  only  $72  a year.

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Table  II  below  varies  the  above  parame- 
ters (interest  rate,  total  borrowed,  reim- 
bursement rate,  and  method  of  payment)  to 
show  the  cost  per  $100,000  home  over  the 
20  year  term. 


rcnily  makes  strict  amortized  loans  of  up  to 
$1  million  to  municipalities  at  the  rate  of 
7.125%.  Because  the  school  addition  is 
budgeted  at  S2.5  million,  an  additional  $1.5 
million  would  have  to  be  raised  by  floating 
tax  exempt  municipal  bonds.  The  FHA 
loan  would  push  some  of  the  expense  into 
the  later  years  and  hence  lower  the  cost  per 


of  the  loan,  it  might  be  desirable  to  attempt 
to  somehow  even  out  the  payments,  lower- 
ing the  comparatively  high  costs  in  the  early 
years  of  the  loan,  and  raising  them  in  later 
years  of  the  loan.  Since  inflation  tends  to 
make  money  less  valuable  in  the  future  this 
strategy  may  be  doubly  advantageous. 

One  way  to  do  this  would  be  to  borrow 
money  with  a strict  amortization  loan.  In 
this  method  the  payment  due  in  each  of  the 
20  years  is  fixed  (like  most  homeowners 
fixed  rate  mortgages).  The  effect  of  this  is 
that  in  the  early  years  the  borrower  pays 
mostly  interest,  and  mostly  principal  in  the 
late  years.  Unfortunately  such  loans  are  not 
generally  available  to  municipalities. 

The  Farmers  Home  Administration  cur- 


The  effects  of  state  reimbursement,  the  $1 .5 
million  municipal  bond  component,  and 
new  growth  still  force  the  payment  sched- 
ule to  be  strictly  decreasing,  but  at  a smaller 
rate.  The  lastcolumn  in  Table  II  illustrates 
this.  Costs  per  $100,000  home  are  initially 
lower  but  do  not  decrease  as  fast.  The 
average  yearly  cost  remains  almost  the  same. 

To  be  on  the  conservative  side,  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  recommends  budgeting 
at  8%  even  though  recent  bonds  have  been 

renovation  projects  in  Greenfield  all  re- 
cently were  bid  below  projected  costs.  This

The  impact  of  state  and  federal 
regi  ations

Our  school  building  is  governed  by  codes 
regulating  plumbing,  wiring,  and  other 
aspects  of  construction  in  order  to  ensure 
the  safety  of  buildings  and  their  occupants. 
Recent  state  and  federal  regulations  have 
been  developed  to  govern  some  specialized 
areas  of  health  and  safety  for  the  construc- 
tion of  buildings.  They  arc  more  restrictive 
than  in  the  past. 

Some  of  the  areas  these  regulations  cover 
are:  asbestos,  physical  handicaps,  water 
supply,  fuel  supplies,  and  sprinkHer  system 
requirements  for  fire  safely.  Partly  because 
these  codes  are  new,  there  is  some  uncer- 
tainty about  exactly  what  is  required.  Costs 
for  meeting  new  requirements  can  be  ex- 
tremely high.  The  combination  of  high 
costs  and  uncertainties  about  requirements 
make  the  process  of  planning  slow  and 
deliberate. 

The  Building  Committee  and  its  archi- 
tect are  continually  examining  what  must 
be  done  in  each  of  these  areas  in  order  to 
ensure  that  the  building  has  the  appropriate 
elements  of  health  and  safety,  while  keep- 
ing costs  under  light  control 
Asbestos  - Even  though  all  of  the  asbestos 
has  been  removed  from  the  boiler  room  and 
much  of  the  rest  of  the  asbestos  has  been 
removed  from  the  school,  the  school  build- 
ing still  contains  asbestos  in  three  areas 
which  are  affected  by  the  construction  plans: 
the  crawl  space  under  the  1954  addition,  the 
remaining  thermal  pipe  insulation,  and  floor 
tiles.  The  Building  Committee  has  retained 
an  allowance  of  $100,000  in  its  budget  for 
the  removal  of  asbestos. 

The  crawl  space  under  the  1 954  addition 
contains  major  parts  of  the  existing  steam 
heating  system,  insulated  by  asbestos-con- 
taining material.  This  area,  which  is  already 
under  severely  restricted  access  requiring  a 
respirator,  must  either  be  made  asbestos 
free  or  sealed  off  and  made  completely 


inaccessible.  Sealing  off  can  be  done  if  the 
water  supplies  and  power  conduits  in  the 
tunnel  are  rerouted.  This  is  a particularly 
appealing  approach  in  combination  with  a 
new  healing  system  which  would  not  re- 
quire the  steam  pipes  currently  in  the  tunnel. 
Sealing  off  the  tunnel  complies  with  federal 
regulations  and  would  be  carried  out  as  a 
specially  designed  asbestos  abatementproj- 
ecl  The  implementation  could  cost  one 
tenth  of  the  cost  of  complete  removal  of  the 
asbestos. 

The  second  type  of  asbestos  remaining 
in  the  school  is  the  thermal  pipe  insulation 
which  is  encased  in  the  walls.  Left  like  that, 
it  is  not  hazardous  and  federal  regulations 
do  not  call  for  its  removal.  But  once  the 
walls  are  disturbed,  asbestos-insulated  pipes 
must  be  removed  by  regulation  methods 
under  the  highest  standards  of  safely. 

The  final  area  of  asbestos  in  the  building 
covers  all  floor  tiles.  Wherever  possible, 
the  Building  Committee  is  planning  to 
encapsulate  tiles  by  installing  asbestos-free 
tiles  on  top  of  the  existing  ones.  However, 
where  removal  is  required,  those  tiles  must 
be  removed  as  a special  asbestos  project 
under  regulated  standards  of  safety. 

In  dealing  with  asbestos,  safety  is  a para- 
mount concern.  Even  though  some  of  the 
school  construction  will  occur  when  chil- 
dren are  in  the  building,  asbestos  removal 
will  occur  only  when  they  are  not  present. 
Handicapped  accessibility  - State  law 
requires  a school  building  to  be  fully  acces- 
sible to  physically  handicapped  children 
and  adults  from  anywhere  outside  the  build- 
ing and  within  the  building.  To  achieve  that 
full  accessibility,  the  school  may  require 
two  elevators. 

Currently,  the  plans  show  complete 
accessibility  from  all  outside  entrances  to 
the  inside  of  the  building.  The  plans  also 
show  one  elevator  located  at  the  north  end

School  committee 
supports  project

The  School  Committee  supports  and  con- 
gratulates the  School  Building  Committee 
for  working  so  hard  with  the  architect  to 
both  meet  our  Educational  Specifications 
and  keep  the  cost  down.  The  Building 
Committee’s  hard  work  over  the  summer 
with  the  Office  of  Michael  Rosenfeld  has 
resulted  in  a plan  which  successfully  meets 
the  challenge  of  encouraging  learning  by 
providing  useful  and  usable  space  for  the 
School  Community. 

When  the  Committee  went  back  to  work, 
they  chose  to  plan  for  a smaller  school 
enrollment  of  200  students.  We  supported 
this  reduced  projection  and  hope  that  this 
number  will  meet  the  ever  increasing  en- 
rollment. Last  year  our  enrollment  in  grades 
K-6  was  145,  and  it  has  risen  this  year  to 
154.  (In  addition,  we  have  32  students 
enrolled  in  pre-Kindergarten  programs  at 
the  Friends  Meeting  House). 

Of  most  concern  to  the  School  Commit- 
tee this  fall  is  the  fourth  grade  class  of  3 1 
students.  It  is  very  difficult  to  accomodate 
a class  of  this  size  in  our  current  building 
because  of  the  lack  of  ancillary  spaces.  The 
new  plans  provide  extra  classrooms  and  de- 
mountable walls  which  allow  us  the  flexi- 
bility to  accomodate  variations  in  class  size 
which  have  often  occurred  in  the  past. 
Leverett  has  grown  to  the  noint  where  in- 


coming classes  of  less  than  20  students  are 
unlikely  to  recur.  Each  year  a smaller  sixth 
grade  class  graduates  to  be  followed  ihe 
next  year  by  a larger  kindergarten  group. 
Currently,  only  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades 
have  fewer  than  20  students. 

The  Educational  Specifications  that  the 
School  Committee  finalized  in  March,  1989 
were  in  good  part  followed  by  the  School 
Building  Committee.  We  appreciate  the 
rigorous  input  and  ongoing  dialogue  which 
made  this  possible.  The  plan  does  not 
provide  a designated  music  room  nor  was  it 
able  to  support  the  amount  of  space  that  we 
recommended  foradministration,  health  and 
planning.  Nevertheless,  the  layout  of  space 
and  the  careful  use  of  space  allows  more 
flexibility  that  will  hopefully  alleviate  the 
smaller  area  in  the  spaces  cited  above.  The 
architect  was  able  to  overcome  many  of  the 
current  design  deficiencies  in  the  school  by 
reducing  the  perimeter  space  and  centraliz- 
ing the  administrative  offices  and  the  li- 
brary. The  decision  to  reduce  the  perimeter 
space  is  not  only  energy  efficient  and  cost 
effective,  but  it  results  in  a building  where 
the  circulation  and,  in  turn,  communication 
is  vastly  improved.  It  will  be  much  easier  to 
implement  our  educational  program  in  a 
building  which  promotes  and  enhances  the 
sense  of  community  which  has  always  been 
a hallmark  of  die  Leverett  School. 


The  project  budget 

The  architect’s  estimate  for  the  cost  of  our  project  is  $2,500,000.  The  deliberately 
conservative  estimate  is  calculated  at  a level  where  we  are  confident  that  we  can  obtain 
bids  within  the  limits  of  the  budget. 

The  project  submitted  to  the  Town  is  at  the  “Conceptual  Design  Ase”  of  the 
architect’s  work.  We  do  not  have  precise  calculations  for  each  componentof  the  work. 
Although  the  architect  is  in  the  process  of  making  more  precise  cost  e “nates,  there 
are  uncertainties  about  elements  in  the  project  which  may  require  furl  .djustmenL

These  figures  are  within  range  of  the.  most  recent  project  bids  in  our  area.  The  bids,  j 
opened  this  fall,  for  the  entirely  new  Orange  Elementary  School,  were  at  $100  per 
square  foot  for  construction  costs. 

Based  upon  the  recent  bids,  present  market  and  our  plan,  both  the  Building 
Committee  and  the  architectdo  not  expect  that  bids  would  be  higher  than  the  estimates. 
We  caution  that  there  are  a number  of  uncertainties  which  will  be  addressed  during  the 
more  precise  design  phase  of  the  project  which  will  affect  the  price  and  could  reduce 
it.  Those  include  the  extent  of  asbestos  removal,  a need  to  drill  a new  well  and  to  test 
it,  the  need  to  install  a sprinkler  system  in  sections  of  the  building,  and  the  need  to 
install  more  than  one  elevator  in  ihe  school  as  part  of  our  obligations  regarding  j 
handicapped  access.  All  of  these  issues  require  review  by  one  or  more  state  or  federal  | 
agencies  or  officials.  We  will  be  able  to  get  specific  direction  from  some  of  those  t 
agencies  only  as  we  are  in  the  process  of  designing  the  building.  We  reasonably  expect 
that  we  will  be  able  to  minimize  costs  in  some  or  all  of  these  areas.  j

of  the  new  library.  This  gives  accessibility 
from  within  the  building  to  nearly  the  entire 
building,  including  8 of  the  proposed  12 
classrooms.  The  rooms  at  the  southwest 
comer  of  the  upper  floor  are  not  directly 
accessible  from  the  interior,  though  they  do 
have  full  handicapped  access  from  the  out- 
side - and  have  an  easy  exterior  link  with  the 
rest  of  the  building. 

The  Building  Committee  plans  to  seek  a 
waiver  to  avoid  the  costly  construction  of  a 
second  elevator.  The  Committee  has  con- 
sulted with  an  advocate  for  the  physically 
handicapped  who  is  particularly  knowledge- 
able about  construction  issues.  As  a result 
of  that  consultation,  it  believes  that  current 
design  comes  very  close  to  the  ideal  of  full 
handicapped  accessibility. 

Well  and  fuel  tank  - The  location  of  the 
fuel  tank  close  to  the  well  poses  a serious 
environmental  hazard.  This  will  require  the 
removal  and  relocation  of  the  fuel  tank. 

The  present  tank  is  old  and  its  vent  pipe 
is  located  directly  above  the  well.  The  cost 
of  removing  the  tank,  installing  a new  one 
and  paying  for  new  fuel  lines  and  necessary 
testing  are  included  in  the  budget. 

Once  this  is  done,  the  Committee  plans 
to  continue  to  use  the  existing  well,  pro- 
vided that  it  meets  all  flow  requirements, 
passes  all  tests  and  supplies  the  needs  of  an 
increased  school  population. 

Sprinkler  system  - If  we  are  required  to 
provide  a sprinkler  system,  it  will  be  an 
expense  which  the  Committee  is  prepared 
to  meet.  A clear  interpretation  of  the  regu- 
lations is  expected  from  the  Commonwealth 
in  the  near  future.

Ever  held  a ^ority  opinion  on  a com- 
mittee? Well  Sandy  Corcoran  and  I find 
ourselves  in  disposition  in  that  both  of  us 
voted  against . orting  the  school  build- 
ing plan  that  is  being  presented  to  the  Town. 
Certainly  it  would  have  been  easier  for  us  to 
join  the  majority  of  the  Committee  particu- 
larly because  we  have  labored  along  side 
the  other  members  since  December  1988.  I 
offered  to  author  a minority  report  and  try  to 
explain  some  of  the  reasons  for  my  agoniz- 
ing decision  to  vote  against  the  project. 
This  article  is  unique  in  that  all  of  the  other 
articles  written  for  this  publication  are  de- 
signed to  convince  the  voters  that  this  proj- 
ect should  be  supported.  There  is  an  honest 
difference  of  opinion  and  my  position  on 
this  issue  is  admittedly  influenced  by  the 
fact  that  in  my  role  as  assessor  I am  also 
aware  of  other  issues  and  needs  facing  the 
Town.  Frankly  I believe  that  it  is  absolutely 
crucial  that  each  of  us  try  to  look  beyond  our 
individual  biases  and  lake  this  longer  view 
before  deciding  what  is  best  for  the  commu- 
nity. Some  of  the  reasons  for  my  opposition 
to  the  plan  include: 

The  plan  and  the  cost  - The  project  is 
slated  to  cost  $2.5  million.  Can  we  afford  to 
commit  ourselves  as  a Community  to  a 
project  of  this  magnitude  given  the  current 
financial  situation  of  the  Town  and  the 
state?  The  various  components  of  the  plan 
have  not  been  costed  out  and  acted  upon 
separately.  I seriously  question  any  money 
spent  for  non-instructional  space.  Do  we 
really  need  to  tear  out  the  present  stage  only 
to  build  another  one  at  the  other  end  of  the 
gym?  Do  we  really  need  to  build  a new 
Principal’s  office  and  reception  area?  What 
would  we  save  by  using  permanent  walls  in- 
stead of  moveable  walls?  It  is  difficult  to 
make  informed  judgements  about  these  and 
other  issues  without  knowing  the  associ- 
ated costs.  We  also  do  not  know  what  it  will 
cost  on  an  ongoing  basis  to  operate  and 
maintain  the  new  facility.  Without  this 
information  and  without  considering  other 
potential  savings  I am  not  prepared  to  sup- 
port the  proposed  plan. 

The  fiat  roof  - The  proposed  classroom 


facility  will  have  a flat  roof.  Does  this  make 
sense  to  you?  Y ou  will  hear  assurances  that 
this  will  work  but  I remain  skeptical.  I have 
seen  too  many  flat  roofs  that  leak  and  invari- 
ably no  one  will  assume  responsibility. 
According  to  knowledgeable  sources  the 
company  slated  to  supply  this  rubber  roof  is 
extremely  reputable  and  stands  behind  their 
product.  The  main  concern  is  penetration  of 
the  membrane.  Any  penetration  will  result 
in  water  damage.  In  our  climate  I believe 
that  a flat  roof  will  be  a constant  headache. 

The  state  - Obviously  we  have  assumed 
that  the  state  will  pay  for  67%  of  the  project. 
The  state-wide  School  Building  Assistance 
Bureau  apparently  does  not  have  enough 
money  to  cover  all  of  the  requests  and  we  do 
not  have  any  idea  if  and  when  this  project 
will  be  accepted  by  the  state  for  reimburse- 
ment We  have  been  told  that  this  project, 
compared  to  others  in  the  state,  will  proba- 
bly not  be  given  a very  high  priority.  We 
have  all  read  of  the  severe  overcrowding 
problems  in  other  communities.  Those  are 
the  ones  that  we  are  competing  with  for  the 
limited  available  funds.  Any  significant 
delays  in  the  approval  process  will  drive  the 
cost  of  the  project  up.  I therefore  question 
the  wisdom  of  voting  for  a specific  plan 
when  we  really  do  not  know  the  specific 
associated  costs.  The  interest  rate  and 
method  of  repayment  are  also  unknown  at 
this  time.  The  slate’s  reimbursement  rate 
could  also  change.  We  have  paid  the  archi- 
tect $ 100,000  to  date  for  his  previous  work. 
If  the  Town  votes  in  this  project  the  archi- 
tect will  submit  another  bill  which  we  will 
then  be  responsible  for  even  if  the  state 
never  approves  the  project.  There  are  a lot 
of  unknowns! 

School  committee  education  specifica- 
tions and  early  childhood  education  - The 
School  Committee  put  together  a document 
that  set  forth  what  they  would  like  to  have  in 
the  facility.  I felt  that  the  requirements  were 
loo  restrictive  particularly  in  regards  to  class 
size  and  non-teaching  space.  I felt  that 
additional  instructional,  special  educational 
and  handicapped  accessibility  issues  should 
be  foremost  with  the  oilier  requests  being 
secondary  in  nature.  There  are  some  very 
convincing  arguments  for  having  the  early 


chi Idhood  special  education  program  housed 
't  the  school  but  perhaps  other  alternatives 
mould  also  be  fully  explored  before  a final 
decision  is  made  on  how  to  best  provide  this 
service.  For  example,  apparently  a regional 
arly  childhood  special  education  program 
has  not  been  explored.  It  seems  to  me  that 
these  and  other  alternatives  need  to  be  care- 
fully considered. 

Enrollment  and  state  directive  - The  state 
DepartmentofEducationrepresentative  told 
the  Building  Committee  that  if  we  reduce 
enrollment  projection  figures  below  200 
students  (K-6)  that  the  Town  would  lose 
priority  status.  I still  felt  troubled  using  an 
enrollment  figure  that  seemed  high  but  went 
along  with  this  knowing  that  otherwise  no 
possible  changes  to  the  school  would  occur. 
We  have  153  children  in  K-6  this  year  and 
we  had  158  in  1977. 1 am  not  convinced  that 
we  will  not  experience  the  same  enrollment 
fluctuations  over  the  next  12  years.  Our  K 
class  this  year  is  23  which  is  smaller  in  size 
than  our  2nd,  3rd,  and  4th  grade  classes. 
The  present  classrooms  are  not  over- 
crowded and,  based  on  past  and  present 
enrollment  patterns,  I am  not  convinced  that 
they  will  be  in  the  future. 

The  town  - There  are  other  competing  le- 
gitimate needs  facing  the  Town  such  as  the 
landfill,  fire  truck  payments  and  other  oper- 
ating expenses.  The  extra  income  in  real 
estate  taxes  due  to  new  construction  amounts 
to  about  $53,000  this  year.  The  cut  in  state 
aid  was  $45,202.  We  are  just  about  break- 
ing even  in  balancing  income  from  growth 
against  the  loss  in  state  aid  and  in  fact  we  are 
now  balancing  the  budget  with  the  Town 
savings.  We  are  spending  beyond  our  means 
and  perhaps  we  need  to  examine  ways  to 
down-size  our  expectations  and  learn  to  ask 
only  for  the  essentials. 

Well,  the  rest  is  up  to  the  voters.  I am 
convinced  that  we  do  need  to  provide  addi- 
tional space  in  the  school  for  programs  that 
are  of  direct  benefit  to  the  children.  I 
believe  what  is  being  presented  can  and 
should  be  scaled  down,  setting  certain  pri- 
orities. There  should  be  at  least  two  real 
alternatives  presented.  Both  Sandy  and  I 
are  willing  to  continue  to  work  toward  this 
end. 


Site  plan

The  Building  Committee  has  reviewed  a 
host  of  different  site  planr  d numerous 

alternatives.  We  emphasL  preservation 

of  the  front  lawn,  more  parking  and  easier 
access  to  the  building,  separate  preschool 
play  area,  a safer  bus  appr  \ separating 
the  delivery  trucks  and  ti~iic  from  the 
hardtop  play  area  during  school  hours.  This 
latest  refinement  on  the  site  plan  has  been 
unanimously  approved  by  the  committee. 

This  site  plan  provides  more  parking  (38 
spaces  in  all)  with  the  development  of  a 
parking  lot  on  the  north  sideof  the  building. 
Ih  order  to  accommodate  this  increase,  some 
tree  clearing  will  be  necessary,  although  a 
stand  of  trees,  and  a particularly  large  oak, 
will  be  saved.  Walkways  from  the  parking 
area  provide  access  to  the  building  on  the 
north  side  where  the  preschool  will  be 
housed.  The  north  end  of  the  lawn,  outside 
the  1954  addition,  will  become  a separate 
play  area  for  the  preschool.  There  will  also 
be  two  handicapped  parking  spaces  adja- 
cent to  the  building  on  the  north  side. 

The  front  lawn  will  remain  much  the 
same  as  it  is  today  except  for  the  addition  of 
some  walkways.  The  places  along  the  front 
where  parents  pull  off  the  road  will  be  paved 
to  make  that  access  safer  and  easier.  Walk- 
ways will  connect  these  stopping  spots  to 
the  building. 

At  the  south  end  of  the  front  lawn,  a bus 
pull-in  will  be  paved.  This  tum-around  will 
give  Primary  Center  children  direct  access 
to  their  classrooms  from  the  buses.  It  will 
also  keep  bus  traffic  off  the  hardtop  play 
area  in  the  mornings  when  children  are 
using  it. 

Near  the  flagpole,  12  additional  parking 
spaces  will  be  created.  Parents  picking  up 
children  may  park  there  whiie  the  buses  are 
loading.  A source  of  conflict  in  use  of  the 
hardtop  has  been  that  of  delivery  trucks 
which  often  deliver  during  recess  times. 
The  new  site  plan  creates  a service  lane 
which  is  separated  from  the  hardtop  play 
area  by  planted  barriers  and  a length  of 
chain,  which  can  be  lowered  for  overflow 
parking  for  Town  meetings.  The  commu- 
nity-built play  structure  will  remain  in  its 
present  location.

There  arc  two  roofs  planned  for  the  two 
parts  of  the  school  addition.  The  roof  for  the 
small  gymnasium  extension  will  be  steeply 
pitched  and  metal.  The  roof  for  the  class- 
room and  library  addition  is  designed  to  be 
a low-pitch,  shed-type  roof.  The  pitch  is  to 
be  1/4  inch  per  foot,  enough  to  carry  off  rain 
water  and  snow  melt.  No  internal  drains  are 
required.  The  roof  is  to  be  sealed  with  a 
thick  sheet  of  rubber  with  a minimum 
number  of  “welded”  joints,  covered  with 
stone  the  size  of  golf  balls  and,  where  snow 
and  ice  would  be  dumped  from  the  existing 
roof  above,  concrete  squares  would  elimi- 
nate any  possible  damage  to  the  rubber 
membrane. 

The  Build'-'*  Committee’s  discussion 
about  wheth  not  there  would  be  a low- 
pilch  roof  above  the  library  and  classroom 
addition  was  highly  charged.  Alternatives 
providing  fr  steeply  pitched  roof  were 
considered  a.  ejected. 

A steeply  pitched  roof  would  eliminate 
all  windows  from  the  classrooms  which 


now  house  the  school  library,  creating  a 
building  code  violation  because  of  inade- 
quate natural  light  and  ventilation. 

Even  if  some  method  could  be  devised  to 
avoid  the  building  code  violation,  a steeply 
pitched  roof  would  require  several  “valley” 
intersections  of  pitched  roof  and  wall  or 
other  roofs,  which  are  expensive  to  build 
and  expensive  to  maintain. 

A steeply  pitched  roof  could  be  built  by 
moving  the  addition  away  from  the  build- 
ing, creating  an  interior  courtyard  and  elimi- 
nating any  building  code  violations  regard- 
ing light  and  ventilation. 

However: 

Snow  removal,  drainage,  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  courtyard  would  be  difficult. 

Creation  of  this  courtyard  would  double 
the  amount  of  exterior  wall  being  con- 
structed, making  the  building  less  energy 
efficient  and  more  costly  to  build. 

Creation  of  the  interior  courtyard  would 
result  in  a less  efficient  interior  floor  plan 
and  new  circulation  problems  in  place  of  the 


ones  being  eliminated. 

Therefore,  after  being  assured  that  the 
shed  type  roof  would  be  built  according  to 
codes  that  would  ensure  safety  and  without 
interior  drains  that  could  clog  to  create  ac- 
cumulations of  ice,  the  Committee  was  con- 
vinced that  the  architect’s  advice  was  right. 
The  Committee  spent  one  entire  meeting 
and  parts  of  several  others  discussing  the 
merits  and  demerits  of  such  a roof  with  the 
architect  and  representatives  of  the  Carlisle 
Company,  the  expected  supplier  of  the 
rubber  membrane  roof.  Committee  mem- 
bers, aware  of  horror  stories  about  flat  roofs, 
needed  to  be  convinced.  Most  Committee 
members  were  convinced  that  even  in  more 
strictly  “flat"  roof  designs  than  what  we  had 
in  mind,  that  these  roofs  work. 

The  Carlisle  Company  is  so  confident  of 
the  success  of  its  roofs  that  it  sells  insurance 
for  an  additional  5 years  above  their  ten  year 
guarantee  for  a one  time  fee  of  $400  and  is 
making  money  on  the  insurance. 

They  have  installed  millions  of  square 
feet  of  their  roof  system  in  New  England. 


We  were  given  the  names  and  addresses  of 
294  public  and  private  installations  here  in 
the  valley,  (31  in  Amherst,  alone).  The 
opinions  of  owners  we  called  ranged  from 
strong  enthusiasm  to  “No  Problem”.  George 
Wingblade,  head  of  Physical  Plant  at 
Amherst  College  said,  “Carlisle  is  a very 
good  roof,  we’ve  had  good  luck  with  them. 
It  gives  us  the  longevity  we’re  looking  for. 
They’re  low  maintenance  and  they  last  a lot 
longer  than  a conventional  flat  roof.”  Our 
architect  has  installed  this  roofing  system 
on  several  buildings  and  has  never  had  a 
problem  with  it. 


Constructing  a conventional  pitched  roof 
is  not  impossible  in  this  project.  However, 
it  would  cost  more  and  might  necessitate  a 
totally  new  design.  Inse  i the  addition 
infill  between  the  gvmna.  iand  the  1976 
addition  is  the  most  cost  effective  wav  to 
construct  our  addition  The  Building

Preschool 

special 

education

When  asked  to  write  the  rationale  for 
why  the  building  committee  voted  to  in- 
clude the  Pre-K  space,  we  must  start  by 
emphasizing  this  is  NOT  a Pre-K  space. 

It  is  an  early  childhood  special  educa- 
tion classroom.  In  planning  for  the  next 
decade  it  was  essential  to  include  a snace 
for  3 and  4 year  olds  who  have  special 
needs.  The  state  is  very  specific  about 
what  programs  must  beavailable  to  young 
children  with  special  needs.  We  are 
obligated  to  provide  a full  program  that 
incorporates  all  the  particular  services 
an  individual  child  may  need  in  our 
community.  No  school  district  can  ig- 
nore this  legal  requirement. 

During  the  past  ten  years  while  this 
law  has  been  in  place  many  variables 
have  changed  and  developed.  Parents 
have  become  aware  of  their  rights  and  of 
what  programs  to  expect  for  their  young 
children.  Federally  supported  programs 
from  birth  to  age  three  are  instrumental 
in  forcing  local  school  boards  to  provide 
programs  so  that  a child  may  enter  on  his 
or  her  third  birthday.  School  personnel 
are  responsible  for  developing  an  indi- 
vidual plan  for  each  child  and  to  provide 
for  implementation  in  the  “least  restric- 
tive” environment.  For  young  children, 


the  court  interpretation  of  “least  restric- 
tive” is  a class  with  a proportion  of  non- 
special needs  peers  in  the  child’s  com- 
munity. The  court  has  supported  parents 
and  children’s  rights  to  this  style  of 
education  over  any  hardship  it  may  cause 
local  towns.  We  have  been  fortunate  to 
receive  “Chapter  188”  entillemen  tgrants 
from  the  state  to  provide  preschool  edu- 
cation under  the  auspices  of  our  school 
board. 

Under  the  “Chapter  188”  grants,  the 
state  has  given  us  the  money  to  have  a 
preschool  program  in  Leverett  and  we 
have  included  the  children  with  special 
needs  in  that  program.  It  is  currently 
housed  in  rented  space  at  the  Friends 
Meeting  House.  If  the  state  removes 
support  we  are  still  obligated  to  provide 
a program  that  includes  all  special  edu- 
cation pre-schoolers  and  some  regular 
education  students  ages  3 & 4.  It  is  hard 
to  write  about  all  these  obligations  with- 
out sounding  like  a bureaucrat,  adding 
toomuch  information, orforgetting  some 
details.  The  simple  fact  is  that  we  must 
supply  a program  somewhere. 

The  school  building  committee  and 
the  school  committee  have  made  our 
respective  decisions  knowing  all  the 
constraints  and  obligations  of  the  law. 
The  school  building  committee  felt  re- 
sponsible to  include  a place  in  the  re- 
structured school  building  for  the  pre- 
schoolers the  school  board  is  obligated 
to  educate. 


School  addition  viewed  from 
a senior  perspective

Being  the  sole  retired  person  on  the 
School  Building  Committee  one  could  ask: 
Why  is  he  there?  His  children  went  through 
the  grades  a long  time  ago,  so  what  is  his 
interest  in  seeing  that  an  addition  is  built? 

One  reason  is  simply  a desire  to  volun- 
teer for  a Town  cause,  like  so  many  others 
do  in  our  community.  But  more  impor- 
tantly, there  is  a sense  of  gratitude  and  the 
need  to  repay  a debt  to  the  generation  of 
Leverett  citizens  who  went  before  us,  who 
planned  and  helped  to  pay  for  the  existing 
school  over  thirty  years  ago.  And  a fine 
building  it  has  been,  and  still  is,  made  inade- 
quate only  by  new  needs  of  basic  education 
and  a greater  awareness  and  response  to  a 
variety  of  learning  difficulties  which  many 
children  experience.  Some  of  the  changes 
are  mandated  by  government;  others  we,  as 
responsible  citizens,  feel  are  necessary.  In 
addition  to  a predicted  gradual  increase  in 
enrollment,  many  of  the  new  programs 
require  more  space  than  the  present  struc- 
ture can  provide. 

In  the  short  run,  the  least  expensive  way 
would  be  to  lease  a couple  of  temporary 
classrooms  and  drop  them  next  to  the  school. 
But  this  would  only  prolong  the  inevitable 
and  would  certainly  not  enhance  the  present 
building.  The  Building  Committee,  in  close 
cooperation  with  the  School  Committee  and 
an  excellent  architect,  has  come  up  with  a 
solution  which  addresses  the  current  and 
future  needs  adequately  and  yet  hardly 
changes  the  unique  exterior  appearance  of 
the  school  building. 


The  cost  of  this  proposed  addition  and 
improvements  to  the  present  building  are 
shocking  to  many  of  us,  especially  those 
like  myself  living  on  pensions.  The  bond 
repayment  schedules  (explained  elsewhere) 
require  a considerable  additional  tax  burden 
in  the  early  years  which  will  gradually 
decrease  over  the  20-year  life  of  the  loans. 

One  can  be  sure  that  the  burden  on  the 
senior  citizens  were  no  less  thirty  years  ago 
than  they  will  be  now.  There  will  be  hard- 
ships for  some  as  there  were  then.  Our 
generation  has  benefitted  from  the  will  of 
the  people  to  provide  our  children  with  a 
good  educational  facility.  The  next  genera- 
tion should  expect  no  less  from  us.

Building  plans  consistent  with  survey 


Last  January,  the  Building  Commit- 
tee surveyed  the  community  concerning 
school  construction  to  obtain  informa- 
tion to  guide  which  new  plans  were 
developed  for  adding  to  the  school. 

Approximately  80%  of  the  respon- 
dents agreed  that  building  an  addition  to 
the  school  was  important,  and  nearly 
70%  of  the  respondents  thought  that  the 
existing  classrooms  should  be  retained 
as  classrooms.  The  design  we  present 
uses  every  existing  classroom  as  a class- 
room and  uses  the  current  library  as  a 
classroom.  The  proposal  creates  a new 
library  and  four  new  classrooms. 

Mostof  the  respondents  felt  that  space 
should  not  be  set  aside  exclusively  for 
community  use.  Over  50%  thought  it 
relatively  unimportant  to  have  space  set 
aside  for  adult  evening  classes  or  adult 
exercise.  The  Building  Committee  did 
not  provide  any  exclusive  space  for 
community  use  and  the  design  does  not 
take  pains  to  provide  for  adult  evening 
activities. 

The  community  was  evenly  divided 
about  the  importance  of  creating  a sepa- 
rate space  for  art  and  music.  The  Build- 
ing Committee’s  design  calls  for  a sepa- 
rate space  which  can  be  used  for  both  art 
and  music. 

A majority  of  respondents  did  not 
support  a new  and  larger  gymnasium. 
The  Building  Committee’s  design  will 
not  enlarge  the  gymnasium  area.  Theex- 
tension  planned  for  the  gymnasium  al- 


lowsreplacementof  theexisting  stage,  which 
will  be  remodeled  to  become  a new 
principal’s  office,  located  forbetter  circula- 
tion in  the  school.  The  old  stage  would  have 
required  extensive  work  to  be  brought  up  to 
code  requirements. 

Although  60%  of  the  respondents  did  not 
regard  provision  of  space  for  early  child- 
hood education  as  important,  directions  from 
the  School  Committee  and  financial  con- 
cerns led  the  Committee  to  include  an  early 
childhood  classroom  in  the  design.  School 
Committee  members  were  convinced  that  it 
was  in  the  community’s  financial  and  edu- 
cational interest  to  be  able  to  operate  an 
early  childhood  program  for  regular  and 
special  education  young  children.  This 
arises  from  state  and  federal  requirements 
for  education  of  young  children  with  spe- 
cial needs. 

Although  the  community  was  evenly  di- 
vided about  whether  or  not  all  children 
should  be  in  classes  with  a single  grade, 
more  than  40%  of  the  respondents  thought 
that  the  optimum  size  for  an  elementary 
school  class  would  be  approximately  21 
children  (respondents  were  evenly  divided 
concerning  numbers  above  and  below  21 
children).  The  design  provides  for  twelve 
classrooms,  one  of  which  is  set  aside  for 
preschool  children  and  one  of  which  is  set 
aside  for  special  education.  If  we  achieve 
our  projected  200  children  in  the  school,  we 
would  anticipate  an  average  class  size  of  20 
children.  With  ten  classrooms  for  seven 
grades;  there  is  apossibility  that  some  classes 
will  have  ch  ildren  from  more  than  one  grade. 


Aboul40%  of  the  respondents  thought 
the  Building  Committee  should  plan  for 
a building  of  200  pupils  or  more.  The 
design  provides  the  appropriate  space  for 
200  pupils  in  grades  K-6  plus  one  class- 
room which  could  be  available  for  pre- 
school children  (which  can  serve  only 
fifteen  children  at  a time). 

Over  65%  of  the  respondents  agreed 
that  an  acceptable  appropriation  would 
be  between  S3  million  and  $2  million. 
The  Building  Committee  is  asking  the 
community  to  appropriate  S2.5  million 
for  the  project. 

Respondents  were  almost  evenly  di- 
vided about  the  highest  acceptable  an- 
nual tax  payment  for  a house  valued  at 
$100,000.  Fifty-three  percent  thought 
that  $100  or  $150  was  the  maximum 
amount.  Forty-seven  percent  thought  a 
figure  between  $200  and  $350  was  the 
maximum  amount  acceptable.  A 
Shawmut  Bank  analysis  anticipates  that 
borrowing  $2.5  million  would  require  a 
first  year  tax  impact  (declining  every 
year  after  that  for  twenty  years)  of  $ 1 7 1 . 
If  a part  of  the  loan  were  completed 
through  the  Farmers  Home  Administra- 
tion on  an  amortized  basis,  the  first  year’s 
tax  impact  would  drop  below  $140. 

Although  the  survey  did  not  serve  as  a 
point  by  point  guide  for  the  Building 
Committee,  it  does  appear  that  the  Build- 
ing Committee  has  been  responsive  to 
what  the  community  said  and  felt  about 
the  new  school  addition. 


Heating  system  to  be  updated 

-As  Vvcll  As  Other  Mechanical  Systems

Our  heating  system  is  in  urgent  need  of 
rehabilitation.  The  existing  system  is  40 
years  old  and  has  not  worked  properly  for 
many  years. 

Two  alternatives  were  looked  at  by  the 
architect’s  heating  consultants.  (1)  Repair 
of  the  existing  system  in  the  main  building 
with  a new  system  for  the  addition  - leaving 
the  electric  heat  in  the  1976  addition.  And 
(2)  installation  of  a new  hot  water  system 
for  the  entire  school,  old  and  new.  The 
second  alternative  was  chosen  by  the  Build- 
ing Committee. 

We  had  several  reasons  for  this  decision, 
including: 

• fixing  the  existing  system  will  not  ensure 
that  there  will  be  no  future  problems, 

• a totally  new  system  will  allow  all  heating 
equipment  to  be  placed  in  the  existing  boiler 
room.  Additional  new  space  will  not  have 
to  be  constructed, 

• we  will  be  eliminating  the  expensive  elec- 
tric heat  in  the  1976  addition, 

• a totally  new  system  will  be  more  energy 
efficient  (cheaper)  and  easier  to  operate 


than  a mix  of  systems, 

• a hot  water  (hydronic)  system  requires  less 
maintenance  than  a steam  system  and  should 
provide  the  school  with  many  years  of  serv- 
ice. 

The  Building  Committee  feels  that  in- 
cluding a new  heating  system  is  a very  high 
priori  tv.  The  new  system  will  allow  all 
classrooms  to  operate  at  a comfortable 
temperature  and  eliminate  the  fluctuations 
that  exist  now.  Replacing  the  electric  heat 
will  pay  for  itself  in  fuel  savings  in  a rela- 
tively short  time. 

The  cost  for  the  entire  new  system  is 
estimated  at  about  $320,000.  Fixing  the 
existing  system  and  adding  a new  system 
for  the  addition  would  cost  slightly  less, 
about  $260,000.  However,  when  the  costs 
of  constructing  a new  boiler  room,  continu- 
ing with  electric  heat  and  dealing  with  the 
maintenance  problems  of  an  ailing  40  year 
old  system  are  considered,  to  do  anything 
less  than  a totally  new  system  would  be 
penny  wise  and  pound  foolish. 

The  electrical  systems  in  the  existing 


building  are  in  good  shape.  Only  minor 
upgrades  are  planned.  Some  additional 
grounding  is  required.  We  are  investigating 
replacing  some  of  the  classroom  lighting 
fixtures  - providing  better  light  more  effi- 
ciently. These  new  fixtures  may  actually 
pay  for  themselves  because  of  the  energy 
saved.  A major  expense  will  be  upgrading 
the  existing  alarm  system.  Outside  detec- 
tion provisions  are  required.  This  lack  of 
protection  has  been  pointed  out  to  the  Town 
several  times  by  the  insurance  company  - 
not  only  will  we  be  getting  better  protec- 
tion, but  hlower  insurance  premiums. 

Great  care  has  gone  into  planning  and 
limiting  the  new  plumbing  work.  The  exist- 
ing bathrooms  in  the  present  classrooms 
will  remain  unaffected.  New  boys  and  girls 
bathrooms  and  handicap  accessible  bath- 
rooms will  be  constructed.  The  new  work 
has  been  designed  to  minimize  underground 
work  as  much  as  possible.  Existing  drain 
lines  will  be  saved  and  extended.  The  septic 
system,  although  adequate  at  this  time,  may 
need  enlarging  some  time  in  the  future.  The 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection 
may  require  us  to  drill  a new  well.

Impact 
on  school 
operating  costs 

The  School  Committee  reviewed  the  pos- 
sible impact  of  construction  on  the  cost  of 
operating  the  school  last  spring  and  found 
that,  if  it  had  a new  building  at  that  time,  the 
additional  cost  of  that  building  would  be 
less  than  $2,000. 

The  Committee  did  not  add  any  instruc- 
tional staff  into  its  calculations  because  the 
addition  of  space  alone  will  neither  require 
nor  invite  additional  staff.  The  Committee 
did  anticipate  the  following  additions  to  its 
expenses: 

$500  for  custodial  supplies 
$6,200  for  additional  custodial  sala- 
ries to  create  a full-time  assis- 
tant 

$1,000  for  additional  costs  in  fuel  and 
power  (actually  aconservative 
estimate.  It  is  possible  that 
fuel  and  power  costs  will  be 
reduced  as  a result  of  the  con- 
struction of  more  efficient  sys- 
tems). 

And  they  saw  one  savings: 

$5,981  in  furniture  because  that  would 
be  bought  as  part  of  the  con- 
struction by  the  Building  Com- 
mittee. 

School  reputation 
and  real  estate  values 

By  JOHN  FOSTER 

It  is  a common  belief  that  a town  where  the 
school  has  a poor  reputation  has  lower  house 
values  than  neighboring  towns  with  good 
schools.  Currently,  Leverett  is  a town  with 
a good  school  and  our  house  values  reflect 
this.  What  will  happen  our  school’s 
reputation  and  our  real  es  values  if  we 
fail  to  support  the  proposed  school  addi- 
tion? 


Architect  working  at  no  cost 

The  architectural  firm,  TheOffice  of  Mi- 
chael Rosenfeld,  has  as  much  at  stake  in  the 
proposal  being  placed  before  the  Town  as 
any  architectural  firm  can  possibly  have. 
They  will  be  paid  for  the  work  they  have 
done  only  if  there  is  a project  appropriation. 

'After  the  Town  rejected  the  previous 
proposal,  several  people  raised  questions 
about  whether  or  not  to  continue  with  the 
same  firm.  The  members  of  the  Building 
Committee  decided  to  continue  with  The 
Office  of  Michael  Rosenfeld.  They  made 
that  decision  for  two  reasons.  The  Building 
Committee  retained  confidencein  the  archi- 
tect, who  had  worked  diligently  to  design  a 
building  addition  consistent  with  the  direc- 
tions given  by  the  previous  Building  Com- 
mittee and,  in  the  opinion  of  Building  Com- 
mittee members,  the  work  was  done  well. 

Second,  The  Office  of  Michael  Rosen- 
feld expressed  a willingness  to  continue  on 
for  a reduced  fee.  Furthermore,  they  would 
receive  a fee  only  if  the  Town  appropriated 
funds  for  the  project.  The  firm  had  devel- 
oped an  appreciation  for  working  with  the 
people  of  Leverett,  and  understanding  of 
the  problems  associated  with  the  project, 
and  a belief  that  they  could  achieve  what  the 
Building  Committee  and  the  community 
wanted. 

The  members  of  the  Building  Commit- 
tee are  pleased  with  their  decision.  When 
architect  Cindy  Obier  completed  her  final 
presentation  of  the  conceptual  design  of  the 
project,  the  Building  Committee  broke  into 
applause.  Committee  members  expressed 
appreciation  for  the  time  and  commitment 
and  responsive  work  of  all  of  the  architects 
in  the  firm  they  had  worked  with  - Michael 
Rosenfeld,  Cindy  Obier,  Chuck  Koehler, 
and  Javier  Ramirez.  These  people  have  put 
in  a lot  of  time  and  effort  on  what  has 
become,  for  them,  a project  based  upon 
speculation  about  whether  or  not  the  Town 
will  vote  to  approve  an  appropriation  for  the 
project. 
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Officials  promise 
no  state  aid,  no  building 

But  don’t  stop  now 

At  its  meetingof  September  20,  the  Build- 
ing Committee  voted  unanimously  that  it 
would  not  award  a contract  for  construction 
without  assurance  of  state  aid  in  support  of 
the  construction  project,  unless  a vote  of  the 
Town  were  to  explicitly  release  the  Com- 
mittee from  that  commitment.  The  Build- 
ing Committee  does  not  intend  to  ask  the 
Town  to  release  it  from  that  commitment 

That  the  slate  aid  picture  is  extraordinar- 
ily murky  is  a sad  fact  for  everyone.  It  is 
possible  that  the  Town  of  Leverett  would 
get  approval  for  reimbursement  for  con- 
struction at  just  the  time  it  requires  that 
approval.  Or  it  is  possible  that  the  state’s 
financial  condition  could  require  a delay  of 
a year  or  two,  or  even  more. 

If  the  Town  votes  on  November  4 to 
appropriate  and  borrow  the  S2.5  million 
dollars  requested  by  the  Building  Commit- 
tee, the  Building  Committee  will  have  some 
financial  commitments.  It  has  agreed  to  pay 
the  architect  for  preparing  a schematic  de- 
sign if  there  is  a positive  Town  vote  the 
amount  of  S45,000. 

Additional  costs  beyond  that  $45,000 
commitment  are  dependent  on  Department 
of  Education  rules  for  being  “in  the  pipe- 
line.” For  the  past  year,  the  Department  of 
Education  has  required  that  school  districts 
which  wanted  to  be  “in  the  pipeline”  com- 
plete the  following:  appropriate  funds  and 
authorize  borrowing  for  the  project,  pass  a 
debt  exclusion  vote  if  required  by  the  town 
and  complete  construction  drawings  with 
written  detailed  spec  ifications,  (these  would 
represent  75%  of  the  architect’s  work  and 
would  require  an  additional  payment  by  the 
Town  of  more  than  $120,000).

It  is  a sincere  effort  to  maintain  a budget  which 
will  not  unduly  strain  the  ability  of  Leverett  citizens  to  meet 
its  demands.  At  the  same  time,  we  have  managed  to  craft  a plan 
which  will  provide  a school  in  which  many  Leverett  boys  and 
girls  can  learn  so  that  they  can  stay  in  step  with  a proud  and 
progressive  nation.

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rently  scheduled  to  consider  a revision  of  its 
rules  around  the  time  of  our  Town  meeting. 
It  would  eliminate  construction  drawings 
and  specifications  as  a requirement  for  a 
place  "in  the  pipeline.”

It  would  be  unfortunate  if  architectural 
expenditures  from  the  $2.5  million  appro- 
priation and  borrowing  were  wasted  be- 
cause the  state  was  unable  to  fund  the  proj- 
ect. The  Building  Committee  and  Town 
officials  are  doing  everything  possible  to 
avoid  that  circumstance:  working  closely 
with  Department  of  Education  officials  to 
ensure  that  it  meets  all  state  requirements 
and  to  ensure  that  any  expenditures  for 
architectural  fees  can  be  done  with  a mini- 
mum impact  on  the  tax  rate.  If  the  Town  is 
to  be  eligible  for  state  approval  and  state 
funding  for  its  construction  project,  it  is 
necessary  to  proceed  as  the  Department  of 
Education  rules  require.

ARTICLE  7 : The  purpose  of  this  Article  is  to  bring  the  Leverett 

Zoning  By-Laws'  definition  of  frontage  into  conformity  with 
existing  statutory  and  case  law.  The  additional  language  which 
is  proposed  in  this  Amendment  is  language  that  was  inadvertently 
omitted  at  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  when  the  frontage 
definition  was  amended.  The  language  proposed  is  identical  to 
language  which  previously  appeared  in  the  frontage  definition. 
The  Planning  Board  recommends  this  Article. 


ARTICLE  8 : The  purpose  of  this  Article  is  to  reduce  the 

maximum  size  of  a permitted  sign  in  a residence  district, 
restrict  the  hours  any  sign  in  a residence  district  may  be 
illuminated,  and  restrict  the  number,  size,  location  and  hours 
of  illumination  for  signs  within  a general  business  or 
commercial  district.  It  is  felt  by  the  Board  that  the  proposed 
Amendment  will  be  beneficial  to  the  public  at  large  by 
restricting  the  hours  signs  may  be  illuminated  and  by 
restricting  the  size  and  locations  of  signs  in  keeping  with  the 
rural  quality  of  the  Town.  The  Planning  Board  recommends  this 
Article. 

ARTICLE  11:  This  Article  is  a Citizen's  Petition  to  extend  the 

existing  general  business  zone  along  Long  Plain  Road  to  include 
Parcel  #006, Map  7 of  the  Leverett  Assessor's  Map.  There  is  very 
little  general  business  or  commercial  zoned  land  available  in 
Leverett  which  is  not  already  developed.

SUBJECT:  BUDGET  REDUCTIONS 


I understand  that  tonight's  meeting  is  an  opportunity  to  hear  comments  from 
parents  to  inform  you  about  where  they  believe  reductions  should  be  made  in  the 
school  budget  to  achieve  a $45,000  reduction.  Therefore,  I submit  these 
suggestions  tentatively. 

Eliminate  second  kindergarten  teacher:  $23,000 

This  position  can  be  eliminated  because  our  projected  kindergarten 
enrollment  has  now  dropped  to  twenty-three  students. 

Consolidate  the  third  second  and  third  grade  teaching  position 

with  the  existing  half-time  special  needs  position:  $14,000 

This  will  require  us  to  reorganize  how  we  approach  the  second  and  third 
grade.  Our  plan  would  be  to  operate  with  a separate  second  grade  and  a 
separte  third  grade.  The  special  education  teacher  would  be  housed  in 
or  near  the  second  and  third  grade,  but  would  work  primarily  with  children 
in  grades  1-4  - children  with  behavior  difficulties,  with  attention  deficit 
disorders,  and  with  particularly  difficult  learning  disabilities. 

Delete  the  funds  for  the  purchase  of  a new  stove:  $ 3,000 

We  have  had  several  suggestions  for  how  to  deal  with  the  problems  of 
the  stove  requiring  replacement. 

Reduce  the  food  service  subsidy:  $ 2,000 

This  will  require  increasing  the  price  of  school  lunches  to  $1.00. 

Reduce  instrumental  music:  $ 1,500 

The  balance  would  be  paid  by  the  instrumental  music  fee  revolving  fund. 

Reduce  one  teacher  aide  to  7 hrs:  $ 1,500 

$45,000 

Other  items  we  had  examined  for  possible  reduction  include: 

Reduction  of  specialist  time:  $11,000 

2/5  day  per  week  of  physical  education,  3/5  day  per  week  of  music, 

2/5  day  per  week  of  art,  one  day  per  week  of  librarian. 


Deletion  of  teacher  aides: 


$33,000 


We  are  budgeted  for  three  teacher  aides  which  funds  are  supplemented 
by  Chapter  1 . 

Delete  Nurse's  Aide:  $ 4,500 

This  would  eliminate  a position  which  is  important  for  safety  purposes 
and  to  permit  the  school  office  to  continue  with  its  own  work. 

Delete  additional  funds  from  food  service;  $ 2,500 

This  would  force  an  even  greater  rise  in  school  lunch  prices,  probably 
leading  to  a reduction  in  participation  and  staff  reductions. 

Delete  funds  set  aside  for  asbestos  removal  $ 5,000 

To  take  this  action,  aside  from  leaving  asbestos  in  the  school  in  places 
we  don't  want  it,  would  probably  remove  opportunities  for  state  reim- 
bursement for  that  work  and  would  put  us  in  jeopardy  of  being  subject 
to  federal  fines. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  the  recommended  reduced  funding  would  leave  us  with  a 
teacher  aide  in  the  kindergarten  (freeing  the  early  childhood  program  to  have 
funds  to  deal  with  reductions  in  their  grant),  a teacher  aide  in  the  fourth 
grade,  and  either  a teacher  aide  or  alternative  supplemental  staffing  for  the 
second  and  third  grade.

SOME  INFORMATION  FOR  THE  TOWN 


1.  QUESTION  Last  fall,  the  Town  voted  overwhelmingly  at  Town  Meeting  to 
reject  proposals  to  renovate  and  add  to  the  Elementary  School.  What  have 
you  done  to  respond  to  that  vote? 

ANSWER  This  is  a reconstituted  Building  Committee,  recreated  as  some 
of  the  members  of  the  original  Building  Committee  resigned,  some  remained 
on  the  Committee,  and  other  Townspeople  were  appointed  by  the  Selectboard 
to  take  the  place  of  those  who  resigned.  We  are  a new  group  looking 
freshly  at  the  problem  and  attempting  to  develop  new  solutions.  The 
membership  now  includes:  Sondra  Corcoran,  Edith  Field,  John  Foster, 

Don  Gibavic,  Joan  Godsey,  Richard  Howland,  Klaus  Kroner,  Michele  Leaf, 
Donald  Robinson,  and  Bruce  Taylor. 

A crucial  component  of  the  new  solution  has  been  new  enrollment 
projections.  We  are  projecting  (and  therefore  planning  to  build  for)  200 
pupils  in  grades  K-6  and  15  preschool  children  rather  than  260  pupils  in 
grades  K-6  and  37  preschool  children  as  the  previous  Building  Committee 
proposed.  Lower  enrollment  projections  will  lead  us  to  build  a smaller, 
and  therefore,  less  expensive  building.  In  part,  those  lower  enrollment 
projections  are  possible  because  we  are  looking  to  community  needs  for 
ten  years  from  now  instead  of  twenty  years  from  now. 

2.  QUESTION  But  are  those  enrollment  projections  accurate? 

ANSWER  Enrollment  projections  are  notoriously  inaccurate.  We  do  know 
that  the  previous  Committee  attempted  to  project  twenty  years  in  the 
future  and  than  shaded  its  projections  upwards  out  of  fear  that  the  school 
would  open  and  be  overcrowded,  as  has  happened  in  many  other  schools. 

We  have  operated  differently.  We  have  sought  projections  ten 
years  in  the  future  and  believe  that  we  are  operating  properly  in 
projecting  200  students  for  grades  K-6.  Department  of  Education  projec- 
tions for  the  1992-1993  school  year  are  for  a range  between  189  and  205 
students.  As  a consequence,  the  Department  has  made  it  clear  that  it 
would  view  construction  for  enrollment  of  fewer  than  200  pupils  for  grades 
K-6  for  the  Leverett  Elementary  School  as  not  responsive  to  enrollment 
growth  and,  therefore,  would  place  our  project  in  a lower  priority  rating 
for  funding.  In  the  light  of  the  Commonwealth's  financial  difficulties, 
the  obstacles  to  obtaining  funding  for  even  high  priority  projects  such 
as  those  in  response  to  enrollment  growth,  make  it  unlikely  that  we  would 
be  eligible  for  state  aid  should  we  project  fewer  than  200  pupils. 

Therefore,  we  are  projecting  200  pupils  in  grades  K-6  and, 
because  the  School  Committee's  education  specifications  call  for  space  for 
early  childhood  education,  an  additional  15  pupils  (the  number  of  children 
permitted  in  a single  early  childhood  classroom)  of  prekindergarten  age. 

3.  QUESTION  That  last  answer  raises  more  questions:  Will  we  get  state  aid? 

Why  should  the  School  Committee  be  seeking  space  for  a pre-school?  Isn't 
the  school  already  big  enough  for  200  pupils? 

ANSWER  Why  are  we  including  a preschool  space  in  the  school  program? 

The  School  Committee  must  answer  that  question  and  does  so  in  its  explan- 
ation of  the  educational  specifications. 


4.  QUESTION  If  a preschool  space  is  not  required,  will  the  Town  be  able 
to  voted  on  that  separately? 

ANSWER  We  don't  know  yet.  That  possibility  will  depend,  at  least  in 
part,  on  the  nature  of  the  design  which  is  developed.  We  will  examine 
the  possibility  of  a design  which  will  permit  such  a vote,  a design  which 
would  have  a sufficiently  separate  space  so  that  such  a vote  could  make 
sense . 

5.  QUESTION  Well,  what  about  state  aide?  Will  we  get  it? 

ANSWER  We  think  so.  But  there  is  a long  road  from  here  to  there. 

The  Department  of  Education  has  indicated  that,  if  a Town  is  to  be  considered 
for  state  aid  for  construction  during  FY  90,  it  will  have  to  submit  by  June 
30,  1989,  completed  construction  documents.  We  cannot  meet  that  deadline. 
Therefore,  the  best  we  can  hope  for  is  state  aid  during  FY  91. 

6.  QUESTION  What  are  the  complications? 

ANSWER  The  existing  law  about  school  construction  expires  on  June  30, 

1990  - the  end  of  FY  90.  There  is  a possibility  that  a new  law  which 
would  go  into  effect  beginning  FY  91  would  reduce  our  current  reimbursement 
percentage  of  67%  or,  worse,  eliminate  reimbursement  for  interest  (which 
can  equal  or  more  than  equal  the  actual  capital  cost). 

We  will  proceed  at  what  we  hope  will  be  a reasonable  pace  and 
complete  construction  documents  well  before  June  30,  1990.  Our  hope  is 
that  by  having  our  work  logged  in  as  approvable  by  the  Department  of 
Education  under  the  existing  law  we  will  ensure  that  we  will  be  funded 
under  the  rules  of  the  existing  law  when  funds  are  eventually  made  avail- 
able to  us. 

7.  QUESTION  What  if  we  don't  make  a deadline  or  if  we  do  not  get  state  aid? 

ANSWER  If  a new  law  applies  to  us  and  we  are  not  "grandfathered"  under 

the  old  law,  we  will  simply  have  to  live  with  the  state  aid  for  which  we 
are  eligible.  It  is  even  possible,  through  the  creation  of  a state  bond 
bank  or  some  other  new  procedure,  that  a new  law  would  be  more  favorable 
to  the  Town  of  Leverett  for  state  aid.  Those  are  possibilities  beyond 
our  control. 


However,  if  we  were  unable  to  obtain  state  reimbursements  for 
our  project  because  there  were  insufficient  state  funds  available;  we 
would  wait.  The  Building  Committee  will  not  precede  to  construction 
without  the  state  participating  in  the  project. 

8.  QUESTION  Why  isn't  the  existing  school  large  enough  for  200  pupils? 

ANSWER  Our  elementary  school  has  seven  classrooms  (eight,  if  we  wanted 

to  use  the  library  as  a classroom).  If  we  thought  in  terms  of  thirty 
children  per  class,  we  would  have  enough  classrooms.  The  School  Committee 
believes  that  thirty  children  per  classroom  is  unacceptable.  Nor  are  we 
thinking  in  terms  of  doing  without  a library.  Nor  do  we  have  adequate 
space  for  special  education  services,  for  art  or  music  instruction,  for 
providing  health  and  other  student  services. 


Construction  will  allow  us  to  retain  our  commitment  to 
relatively  small  classes  (the  School  Committee  urges  an  average  of  twenty 
children  per  class)  and  to  adequately  provide  those  other  services  a 
school  should  provide  or  must  provide. 

9.  QUESTION  But  I have  heard  that  the  school  is  so  large  that  it  ought  to 
be  able  to  accommodate  200  pupils  now. 

ANSWER  How  many  children  a school  building  can  hold  depends  in  part 
on  how  the  building  is  used.  Therefore,  there  is  no  simple  answer  to  the 
question  of  how  many  children  the  existing  building  can  serve. 

However,  the  entire  School  Committee  and  Building  Committee 
agree  that  additional  classrooms  are  needed  in  anticipation  of  200  pupils, 
grades  K-6,  and  that  ancillary  spaces  for  art  and  music  instruction  and 
special  education  purposes  are  inadequate  for  our  current  enrollment  and 
would  be  more  inadequate  for  a larger  enrollment. 

One  of  the  issues  we  have  to  wrestle  with  as  we  plan  to  remodel 
the  school  and  add  to  it  is  that  the  existing  building  has  a much  higher 
percentage  of  its  space  used  for  circulation  and  other  non-instructional 
purposes  than  a more  recently  constructed  building  would  have.  To  the 
extent  that  we  can  remodel  efficiently  and  recapture  some  of  that  space 
for  useful  purposes,  we  will  be  able  to  keep  total  construction  and  total 
construction  costs  down. 

10.  QUESTION  What  is  your  timetable? 

ANSWER  We  are  going  to  work  on  the  schematic  design  during  the  spring 
and  summer  and  plan  to  submit  a request  to  the  Town  as  early  in  the  fall 
as  we  are  ready. 

11.  QUESTION  How  are  you  proceeding? 

ANSWER  We  have  invited  community  suggestions  about  the  schematic 
design;  largely  because  we  do  know  that  neither  the  Building  Committee 
nor  our  architect  is  the  depository  of  all  wisdom  in  this  matter.  We 
welcome  suggestions;  will  come  up  with  some  suggestions  of  our  own;  will 
review  these  suggestions  with  the  architect;  and  will  do  the  best  we  can 
to  find  a design  which  will  be  moderate  in  cost  and  will  help  the  school 
be  as  effective  a place  for  educating  children  as  is  possible. 

12.  QUESTION  Are  you  using  the  same  architect? 

ANSWER  Yes,  we  are. 

13.  QUESTION  But  didn't  he  develop  a plan  which  was  much  too  big  and  much 
too  expensive? 

ANSWER  The  plan  he  developed  was  at  the  direction  of  the  Building 

Committee.  If  there  is  fault  to  be  found,  it  is  with  the  directions  the 
architect  was  given  by  the  Building  Committee  - that  is,  to  build  for 
260  pupils  in  grades  K-6,  37  pre-school  children,  and  core  space  for 
350  pupils. 

14.  QUESTION  Do  you  really  have  confidence  in  him  this  time  around? 


ANSWER  Committee  members  raised  every  question  they  might  have 
regarding  the  architect;  asked  him  to  respond  to  those  questions  in 
writing;  and  were  satisfied  with  those  responses. 

Because  the  reconstituted  Building  Committee  is  a genuinely 
new  group,  it  is  possible  that  if  it  began  from  scratch,  it  would  select 
a different  architect.  However,  after  being  satisfied  with  the  architect's 
responses  to  our  questions,  and  with  the  knowledge  that  we  are  working 
with  a capable  architect,  the  single  architect  who  knows  our  building  and 
our  problems  best,  we  feel  confident  that  it  is  in  the  Town's  best  interest 
to  proceed  with  our  architect. 

15.  QUESTION  What  about  the  money  already  paid  to  the  architect?  Will  the 
state  reimburse  us  for  those  expenditures? 

ANSWER  So  long  as  we  appropriate  money  for  a project,  receive  Board 
of  Education  approval  for  it,  and  do  the  work;  we  will  be  reimbursed  for 
all  money  spent  as  part  of  the  project  including  the  money  already  spent 
for  architect's  fees. 

QUESTION  What  about  the  money  already  paid  to  the  architect?  Will  we 
be  able  to  pay  the  architect  less  because  of  the  work  he  has  already  done? 

ANSWER  We  will  be  able  to  pay  the  architect  less  because  of  the  work 

he  has  already  done.  We  have  agreed  on  a basis  for  deciding  on  the 
architect's  fee,  although  we  cannot  yet  set  the  fee  exactly.  The  architect's 
fee  will  be  less  than  what  it  would  be  if  he  were  starting  out  from  scratch; 
but  not  less  by  the  full  amount  he  has  already  been  paid  because  much  work 
will  have  to  be  done  again.  However,  we  have  agreed  that  the  architect 
will  receive  compensation  for  the  schematic  work  done  in  preparation  for 
the  request  to  the  Town  for  an  appropriation  for  the  revised  project  only 
if  the  Town  actually  appropriates  funds  for  the  project. 

16.  QUESTION  When  we  are  done,  how  much  will  this  whole  project  cost? 

ANSWER  It  is  hard  to  know  for  sure.  But  there  are  some  guidelines  we 

can  consider.  The  draft  educational  specifications  call  for  new  construction 
of  approximately  7,475  square  feet  to  add  to  our  existing  20,900  square 
feet.  We  can  consider  the  following  costs  for  construction  only: 

$110  per  square  foot  x 7,475  square  feet  = $ 822,250 

$ 55  per  square  foot  x 20,900  square  feet  = $1 , 149 , 500 

SubTotal  $1,971,750 

If  we  factor  in  additional  costs  associated  with  architect's  fees,  furniture 
and  equipment,  contingencies,  testing  costs,  costs  associated  with  borrowing, 
etc.,  we  believe  we  should  add  another  33%: 

$1,971,750  x 133%  = $2,622,428 

We  still  have  a way  to  go,  of  course.  We  would  be  pleased  to  do  this  at 
a lower  cost  and  there  have  been  recent  projects  in  western  Massachusetts 
which  have  cost  less  per  square  foot.  Pressures  which  would  lead  to 
increasing  costs  include  inflation,  for  we  would  be  able  to  begin 
construction,  at  the  earliest,  in  the  spring  or  summer  of  1990. 

17.  QUESTION  What  will  this  cost  the  taxpayer? 


ANSWER 


Cliff  Blinn  now  calculates  that  a project  which  cost  $2.5  million 


dollars  would  cost  a homeowner  with  a house  valued  at  $100,000  slightly 
more  than  $185  in  taxes  the  first  year  and  less  each  succeeding  year. 
Proportionately,  a homeowner  with  a house  valued  at  $150,000  would  have  to 
pay  slightly  more  than  $280  the  first  year.  If  we  were  to  be  able  to 
borrow  with  a fixed  dollar  amount  for  every  year  for  twenty  years,  total 
spending  unadjusted  for  inflation  would  be  more,  but  the  annual  payments 
would  be  substantially  lower  than  the  figures  cited  above. 

18.  QUESTION  If  we  have  something  to  say  to  the  Building  Committee,  how  can 
we  do  it? 

ANSWER  We  have  invited  everyone  in  Town  to  make  suggestions  regarding 
the  schematic  design.  Please  do  so  if  you  want  to.  If  you  have  comments 
or  suggestions  you  want  to  make  about  our  progress  and  direction,  please 
come  to  a Building  Committee  meeting  and  tell  us.  Our  next  meeting  is 
Wednesday,  May  3 at  the  Elementary  School.  If  you  just  want  to  pass  on 
some  comments,  please  feel  free  to  use  the  tear  off  sheet  below.

SOME  INFORMATION  FOR  THE  TOWN 

The  educational  specifications  make  up  a document  which  is  direction  from 
the  School  Committee  to  the  Building  Committee  and,  ultimately,  to  the  architect 
concerning  what  should  be  built.  At  its  barest  bones,  the  educational 
specifications  include  a total  amount  of  usable  space  the  School  Committee  is 
seeking  after  construction  is  completed  - both  from  the  renovated  existing 
school  and  the  addition. 

The  following  is  a brief  description  and  explanation  of  the  spaces  included. 


10  Classrooms 

These  are  enough  classrooms  to  permit  an  average 
class  size  of  20  children.  Two  classrooms  would 
be  1200  square  feet,  the  minimum  size  required  for 
a kindergarten.*  Eight  classrooms  would  be  900 
square  feet,  the  minimum  size  required  for  a 
general  classroom. 

1 Prekindergarten  Classroom 

The  minimum  size  required  for  a prekindergarten 
classroom  would  be  1200  square  feet.  It  is 
included  coincident  with  the  recommendation  of  a 
special  Task  Force  which  has  recommended  that  there 
be  at  least  one  early  childhood  classroom  in  the 
school.  Provision  of  such  a space  permits  us  to 
meet  our  special  education  obligation  to  young 
children  with  special  needs  here  in  Leverett  with- 
out incurring  additional  transportation  and  tuition 
costs;  permits  us  to  operate  a program  for  these 
special  needs  children  and  others  with  state  funds 
at  present;  and  would  permit  us  to  operate  a fee 
based  program  for  the  non-special  needs  children  in 
the  future  should  that  be  how  we  would  solve  the 
problem  of  reduced  state  support  for  our  existing 
program. 

Special  Education  Space** 

We  are  seeking  1,600  square  feet,  the  amount 
recommended  by  Department  of  Education  staff  as 
the  minimum  necessary  for  a school  our  size. 

Art/Music  Space 

This  would  be  a single  room  of  1,000  square  feet, 
would  serve  the  purpose  of  providing  both  art  and 
music  instruction,  and  is  the  minimum  size  for 
such  a room  if  one  is  to  be  provided. 

Library 

This  would  be  1,800  square  feet  and  is  the  minimum 
size  for  a school  library  for  a school  our  size. 

Physical  Education 

We  contemplete  retaining  the  existing  gymnasium. 

Health  Suite 

We  anticipate  having  750  square  feet,  the 
recommended  size  by  the  Department  of  Education. 

Administration 

We  anticipate  having  800  square  feet,  200  square 
feet  more  than  we  currently  have. 

Staff  Room 

We  anticipate  having  a room  the  size  of  a classroom. 

Cafeteria 


We  contemplate  retaining  the  existing  cafeteria. 


Kitchen  Department  of  Education  recommendations  provide 

for  1000  square  feet;  a total  amount  of  space 
which  will  be  difficult  to  meet  if  we  retain  our 
current  cafeteria  and  kitchen  spaces.  We  may  be 
able  to  persuade  the  Department  of  Education  to 
permit  us  to  work  within  our  current  spaces. 

“Minimum  sizes  for  kindergartens,  classrooms,  and  other  rooms  are  set  by  School 
Building  Assistance  regulations.  There  are  not  requirements  for  the  general 
operations  of  schools;  only  for  Department  of  Education  participation  (reimburse- 
ment) in  construction  projects. 

'“‘“Within  the  Department  of  Education,  construction  plans  must  be  approved  by 
two  specific  bureaus  - the  Bureau  of  Special  Education  with  regard  to  planned 
special  education  spaces  and  the  Bureau  of  Nutrition  with  regard  to  plans  for 
the  kitchen.

However,  transportation  is  not  included 
in  the  calculation  of  costs  for  any  of  the  districts  above.  It  is  worth  noting 
that  Shutesbury  undertook  a major  effort  for  increased  school  spending  for  FY  89, 
an  effort  which  focused  primarily  on  increased  teacher  salaries.

For  FY  90,  Leverett 's  salary  range  will  be  between  $20,000  for  the  most 
inexperienced  teacher  and  $30,870  for  the  most  experienced  teacher.  That  will 
leave  Leverett  in  roughly  the  same  place  it  has  been  compared  to  other 
communities.  Teachers  have  received  a 5%  cost  of  living  increase  in  salary 
from  FY  89  to  FY  90.  Some  are  also  eligible  for  step  increases,  which  almost 
all  salary  schedules  for  teachers  in  the  United  States  have  --  as  a method  of 
obtaining  the  salary  increases  people  would  obtain  for  promotions  in  a field 
which  really  does  not  provide  for  promotions.

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From  George  Danziger: 

The  Battle  of  the  Budget  - Proposition  2 1/2  Revisited 

Federal  aid  to  the  states  and  state  aid  to  cities  and  towns  has  been  cut 
dramatically.  Many  towns  are  scaling  back  programs  to  match  revenues.  But.  in 
Leverett  the  budget  calls  for  increased  salaries,  staff,  and  programs  which  means 
a 22%  increase  in  property  taxes  and  a $140,000+  override  to  Proposition  2 1/2. 
The  average  tax  increase  will  be  nearly  $250.  If  the  budget  passes  as  is,  then 
next  year  we  will  need  another  override  and  another  big  increase.  And  that’s 
without  paying  for  school  construction  or  the  cost  of  closing  and  replacing  the 
dump.  These  wili  add  at  least  another  $500  per  household  Der  year  to  the  cost  of 
living  in  Leverett  for  a total  increase  of  $1,000  or  more  over  two  years. 

If  you  are  in  the  majority  in  town  and  have  only  a modest  income,  this  $1000 
could  just  be  the  end  of  living  in  Leverett  for  you.  Your  personal  income  has 
barely  kept  up  with  inflation.  All  things  considered,  you  probably  feel  like  you 
are  on  a treadmill,  and  someone  just  turned  up  the  speed.  The  majority  of 
Leverett  residents  couldn’t  afford  to  buy  their  own  homes  today.  And  it  is 
getting  to  be  that  the  majority  can’t  even  afford  to  live  in  their  own  homes.  ! 
urge  all  of  you  to  reject  the  Town  Budget,  vote  it  down  flat,  because  of  what  it 
will  mean  in  real  pain  to  those  tor  whom  another  $1000  a year  is  Just  too  much. 

The  concern  that  taxes  be  kept  as  low  as  possible  has  been  branded  mean-spirited 
and  we  .are  accused  of  voting  with  our  pocketbooks.  The  facts  are  that  the  school 
budget  includes  $2,000  raises  for  the  teachers  following  a $4,000  raise  just  last 
year.  The  Principal  is  to  get  about  $3,000  more  on  top  of  a nearly  $4000  raise 
last  year.  The  Superintendent  is  to  receive  his  fourth  raise  of  $4-5.000  in  as 
many  years.  These  are  over  and  above  regular  step  and  merit  raises.  So  the 
question  isn’t  really  about  voting  with  one’s  pocketbook.  but  with  whose 
pocketbook?  The  gain  of  some  is  the  pain  of  others.  1 don't  know  about  you. 
but  I’m  not  seeing  anything  like  the  kind  of  raises  the  Leverett  School  Committee 
is  passing  out. 

But,  the  real  issue  is  whether  the  proposed  high  spending  makes  any  sense.  At 
Leverett  Elementary  there  are  9 regular  teachers,  a full-time  special  education 
teacher,  3 aides,  a principal,  plus  part-time  gym.  art.  and  music  teachers  for 
150  pupils.  This  means  an  average  under  10  students  per  full-time  equivalent 
staff  member.  Class  sizes  average  21.4  and  range  from  13  in  the  fifth  grade  to 
27.5  (approx)  in  the  combined  primary  center  of  K and  1st  grade  staffed  by  3 
teachers  and  2 aides.  And.  the  plan  for  next  year  is  to  hire  another  teacher  and 
perhaps  another  aide. 

A U.S.  Department  of  Education  study  concluded  that  while  there  can  be  some 
impact  on  student  achievement  by  going  to  classes  as  small  as  15  students,  it  is 
a very  expensive  and  unreliable  method  of  getting  improvement.  In  Japan,  which 
has  the  world’s  highest  math  scores,  classes  average  41  pupils.  Only  14  out  of 
152  separate  academic  studies  concluded  that  going  from  class  size  22-24  down  to 
15  helped  student  achievement  significantly. 

The  strong  research  findings  are  that  if  you  want  your  kids  to  do  well  in  school, 
then  push  the  school  for  higher  academic  standards,  and  an  early  emphasis  on  the 
basics,  but  most  of  all  spend  your  own  time  with  your  children  reading,  writing, 
and  doing  arithmetic.  No  amount  of  tax  money  can  substitute  for  parental 
i nvo 1 vement. 


A review  of  21  of  the  top  rated  public  schools  in  the  nation  reveals  that  their 
average  class  size  is  22.2  - higher  than  it  is  in  Leverett  at  present.  Spending 
per  student  in  these  top  rated  school  districts  averaged  across  all  grades  runs 
from  a low  of  $3,060  to  a high  of  $10,405.  Leverett  Elementary  cost  us  $3850  per 
pupil  this  year  and  is  proposed  to  jump  to  $4400.  Amherst  High  School  cost  us 
$4280  per  pupil  last  year  and  that  is  expected  to  rise  to  $5430. 

So.  whatever  needs  to  be  "fixed"  in  the  Leverett  Elementary,  if  indeed  anything, 
more  money  and  smaller  classes  aren’t  It.  At  present  100%  of  students  are  at  or 
above  grade  level  in  basic  skills.  What  is  the  problem?  Are  we  striving  for 
excellence?  Others  have  achieved  levels  of  nationally  recognized  excellence  with 
larger  classes  and  less  money . Surely  we  can  have  decent  education  at  a price 
all  can  afford.  Parents  who  want  more  can  provide  it  by  giving  of  themselves  and 
their  own  time  without  asking  the  rest  of  us  to  throw  our  money  at  their  problem. 

Voting  down  the  Leverett  budget  will  shock  the  Selectmen  and  School  Committee 
into  setting  spending  levels  that  we  can  all  afford.  Of  course,  changes  in  the 
educational  program  and  other  hard  choices  may  have  to  be  made.  For  example,  do 
we  really  need  1 administrator  for  every  100  students  in  Union  28?  Chicago’s 
public  schools,  facing  terrible  problems,  get  by  with  1 administrator  per  143 
pupils.  Chicago’s  parochial  schools  have  only  1 administrator  per  6250  students, 
and  everybody  agrees  they  do  a better  iob  than  the  public  schools.  When  the 
crunch  comes,  will  we  choose  classroom  teachers  at  $25,000  per  year,  or 
administrators  at  well  over  $40,000  per  year. 

The  proposed  elementary  school  budget  is  nearly  $675,000  including  retirement, 
worker’s  compensation,  and  health  insurance  line  items  which  are  school  expenses 
that  don’t  show  up  in  the  school  budget.  This  is  an  increase  of  52%  over  the 
budget  two  years  ago  while  enrollment  increased  only  19%.  The  fastest  growing 
item  is  admini  stra.ti  ve  salary  increases.  Raises  between  3%  and  5%  are  normal, 
not  the  nearly  3%  the  super i ntenden t is  to  get  after  a run  of  10%  per  year  raises 
or  the  24%  raise  proposed  for  the  assistant  superintendent.  If  these  people  have 
better  offers  from  elsewhere,  then  goodbye  and  good  luck  to  them. 


We  just  approved  a $57,000  override  last  year,  and  this  year  they  want  $140,000 
more.  The  question  is:  "What  is  the  goal?".  Is  there  a level  that  the  School 
Committee  would  be  satisfied  with?  Only  by  saying  NO!  can  we  cap  the  costs,  and 
force  the  system  to  deliver  good  education  at  reasonable  cost.

Ihe..B.udget  - an  Overriding  Question 


The  proposed  town  budget  requires  that  the  property  taxes  be  raised  beyond  the  limits  set  by 
the  state’s  property  tax  limiting  law  (Proposition  2 V2).  The  town  is  allowed  to  increase  the 
tax  levy  by  2.5  percent  per  year  and  increase  it  further  to  allow  for  new  construction. 
Because  new  construction  has  slowed,  new  tax  revenue  from  this  source  can  also  be 
expected  to  drop  off.  Add  to  this  the  fact  that,  unlike  previous  years,  we  are  going  into  town 
meeting  not  knowing  how  much  aid  we  can  expect  from  the  state.  With  the  budget  as 
presented  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  will  increase  by  22%  or  about  $224,000 . 
Proposed  town  expenditures  total  $1,765,719  and  the  shortfall  between  expenses  and  revenue 
is  about  $140,000.  If  the  budget  is  not  trimmed  at  the  April  29  town  meeting  then  we  will  be 
faced  with  an  override  vote  on  May  13. 

An  override  vote  by  it's  very  nature  divides  the  community.  Look  at  the  communities 
around  us!  What  has  the  override  vote  done  for  Hadley  and  Belchcrtown  other  than  created 
hard  feeling  and  in  the  end  force  the  selectmen  to  cut  spending.  The  Pelham  selectman 
have  taken  a different  and  I feel  more  reasonable  tact.  They  will  ask  the  townspeople  to 
accept  a tight  budget  for  next  year  but  won't  ask  for  an  override.  A member  of  the  Pelham 
Board  of  Selectmen  was  quoted  as  saying  "We  asked  for  an  override  last  year,  and  they 
gave  it  to  us...  seeking  an  override  this  year  would  have  been  politically  difficult" 
[Amherst  Bulletin  April  19,  1989].  Shutesbury  and  Amherst  have  also  decided  against 
asking  for  an  override  vote. 

Leverett  narrowly  passed  an  override  last  year  and  the  amount  requested  was  much  less 
than  this  year  ($57,000  vrs  $140,000).  Most  voters  perhaps  do  not  realize  that  the  override 
amount  is  added  to  the  base  and  carries  on  year  after  year.  The  $57,000  from  last  year  is 
added  again  to  this  years  budget  base.  Further  it  is  proposed  in  the  budget  that  we  take  about 
$148,000  from  the  town's  saving  accounts  ($109,600  from  [be  cash  and  $38,500  from 
stabilization). 

Many  of  us  feel  that  the  budget  is  excessive.  We  are  exceeding  our  means  and  will  be 
asking  townspeople  to  carry  an  excessive  tax  burden.  I am  deeply  concerned  that  we  are 
placing  an  unfair  burden  on  many  in  our  community.  Some  have  confided  in  me  that  they 
are  just  about  able  to  handle  their  property  taxes  and  major  increases  will  force  them  to 
sell.  Unfortunately  whenever  these  concerns  are  shared  one  is  accused  of  being  opposed  to 
education  and  voting  with  their  pocketbooks.  I take  exception  with  anyone  who  says  that  if 
you  are  against  the  override  you  are  against  education.  The  elementary  budget  is  up  20.7% 
representing  an  increase  of  $104,950.  This  increase  alone  is  about  three  times  the 
additional  revenue  coming  to  the  town  from  all  new  construction.  The  increase  this  year 
is  on  top  of  an  $83,283  increase  given  the  elementary  school  last  year. 

The  overriding  question  is  what  is  reasonable  for  Leverett  Citizens?  Unfortunately  the 
town  is  faced  with  the  request  for  an  override  and  decisions  need  to  be  made.  Please  plan 
on  attending  the  town  meeting  and  may  it  truly  reflect  the  will  of  the  community.

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The  Building  Committee  proposes  that  this  be  a "Fill  in  the  Blanks"  motion.  Robert's 
Rules  of  Order  describes  implementation  of  such  a motion  in  the  following  way: 


Propositions  for  filling  blanks  are  treated  somewhat  differently 
from  other  amendments,  in  that  any  number  of  members  may  propose, 
without  a second,  different  names  or  numbers  for  filling  the  blanks, 
no  one  proposing  more  than  one  name  or  number  for  each  place,  unless 
by  general  consent.  These  are  treated  not  as  amendments,  one  of 
another,  but  as  independent  propositions  to  be  voted  successively.... 

If  the  blank  is  to  be  filled  with  a number  or  a date,  then  the 
largest  sum,  or  the  longest  time,  or  the  most  distant  date,  is  put 
first,  unless  it  is  evident  to  the  chair  that  the  reverse  order 
is  necessary  to  enable  the  first  vote  to  be  taken  on  the 
proposition  that  is  least  likely  to  be  adopted.  Suppose  a committee 
is  being  instructed  to  purchase  a building  for  a blank  amount:  the 

voting  on  filling  the  blank  should  begin  with  the  largest  sum 
proposed;  if  that  is  lost,  all  who  voted  for  it,  and  some  others, 
would  favor  the  next  largest  sum,  so  that  the  vote  would  be  greater, 
and  so  on  down  to  the  largest  sum  that  is  favored  by  a majority. 

In  our  case,  of  course,  because  we  are  authorizing  borrowing,  we  must  achieve  a 
two-thirds  vote.  For  an  independent  proposition  to  pass  with  a sum  filling  in  the 
blanks,  it  must  achieve  a two-thirds  vote  or  we  will  go  on  to  the  next  lowest 
figure . 


The  Building  committee  will  be  proposing  two  figures  - $4,570,000  which  is  associated 
with  the  cost  of  Plan  A and  $4,336,000  which  is  associated  with  the  cost  of  Plan  B. 
(These  amounts  are  lower  than  the  ones  discussed  as  budgets  for  those  plans  because 
$112,000  has  already  been  appropriated  for  school  planning  and  construction).  If 
citizens  at  the  Town  Meeting  wish  to  submit  for  consideration  a sum  different  from 
either  of  these,  he  or  she  may;  but  it  should  be  submitted  at  the  start  of  the  process 
so  that  the  entire  Town  can  know  what  figures  it  is  choosing  among.

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REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  MEETING  ON  ARTICLE  6 
LEVERETT  PLANNING  BOARD 


Article  6 modernizes  the  Zoning  By-Law's  definition  of 
"frontage".  In  accordance  with  the  recent  determination  by  the 
Building  Inspector  that  common  driveways  would  no  longer  be 
permitted  without  express  provisions  in  the  by-law.  Article  6 
(and  Article  8,  as  discussed  in  that  Report)  addresses  this 
change  by  setting  standards  for  frontage.  Under  the  new 
definition,  frontage  must  (a)  contain  the  location  of  the  actual 
access  from  the  road  to  the  potential  building  site  on  the  lot, 
and  (b)  be  situated  along  a way  having  adequate  access  for  fire, 
police,  and  emergency  vehicles. 

In  short,  the  driveway  to  the  principal  building (s)  must 
pass  from  the  road  serving  the  site  through  the  frontage;  the 
frontage  cannot  be  mere  "paper"  frontage,  with  ledge  or  wetlands 
prohibiting  actual  access.  Without  such  a requirement,  the  owner 
could  locate  a driveway  anywhere  on  the  premises  (with  no  record 
of  such  driveway) , making  fire,  police,  and  emergency  access 
problematic.  The  frontage  must  also  be  laid  out  on  an  "adequate" 
street.  Unless  the  street  is  adequate  for  fire,  police,  and 
emergency  access,  the  frontage  is,  again,  only  "paper"  in 
guality.  Under  the  new  definition,  building  permits  will  not  be 
issued  unless  the  frontage  is  on  a street  that  can  safely  serve 
the  principal  structure. 


Finally,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  the 
definition  has  been  changed  to  require  that  frontage  length  be 
met  by  a continuous  measurement  along  the  linear  street  line, 
without  interruption  by  lots  carved  out  along  the  street. 


For  all  of  the  foregoing  reasons,  the  Planning  Board 
unanimously  recommends  the  enactment  of  Article  6. 
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REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  MEETING  ON  ARTICLE  7 
LEVERETT  PLANNING  BOARD 


Article  7 modernizes  the  "Rear  Lot"  provisions  of  the  zoning 
by-law.  A rear  lot,  or  "flag  lot",  is  a lot  carved  out  of  a 
large  parcel  with  reduced  frontage  (as  little  as  30  feet) , but  a 
considerable  lot  area  (at  least  double  the  area  otherwise 
required) . The  rear  lot  is  situated  behind  the  front  lot  carved 
from  the  original  parcel,  thus,  with  its  thin  access  strip,  it 
looks  like  a flag  on  a pole.  The  original  intent  of  the  existing 
by-law  was  to  allow  rear  lots,  on  a small  scale,  for  the  owners 
of  such  tracts.  The  by-law  envisioned  rear  lots  being  created 
for  the  children  of  the  owners;  the  family  could  develop  a rear 
lot  at  little  cost.  Alternatively,  the  by-law  would  allow  the 
owners,  in  their  retirement  years,  to  sell  off  a rear  lot  for 
income. 

However,  in  1986,  the  Planning  Board  recognized  the  extent 
to  which  the  rear  lot  provision  represented  a threat  to  orderly 
development.  The  rear  lot  provision  was  used,  on  some  proposals, 
to  create  double  the  otherwise  permissible  density.  Large 
parcels  proposed  for  subdivision  or  Approval  Not  Required 
development  were  showing  double-rowed  layouts;  one  string  of 
front  lots  bordered  the  existing  or  proposed  streets,  and  another 
string  of  rear  lots  were  sited  immediately  behind.  This 
distortion  of  the  rear  lot  purpose  is  the  reason  for  the  proposed 
changes  in  Article  7.  If  a developer  wishes  to  lay  out  a densely 
designed  proposal,  the  subdivision  process,  with  full  frontage 
requirements  intact,  is  the  better  route. 

Article  7 restores  the  original  intent  of  the  rear  lot 
provisions  by  adding  an  important  change.  Subsection  VII. F. 4 of 
the  proposal  would  allow  no  more  than  one  (1)  rear  lot  to  be 
created  from  a parcel  or  a set  of  contiguous  parcels  in  common 
ownership  as  of  April  30,  1988.  The  new  limitation  does  not  mean 
that  a family  cannot  create  new  lots  on  their  property.  It  does 
mean  that  where  more  than  one  rear  lot  will  be  created,  the 
applicant  must  use  the  Alternative  Procedures  Plan  or  the 
definitive  plan  process  of  the  new  subdivision  regulations.  This 
makes  good  sense.  If  more  than  one  lot  is  to  be  created,  those 
lots  will  eventually  come  onto  the  open  market;  road  repair, 
maintenance,  and  liability  should  be  strictly  controlled  to 
ensure  that  the  Town  will  not  have  to  take  on  these 
responsibilities.  The  reduced  frontage  requirements  of  a rear 
lot  are  a privilege;  the  proposed  changes  restore  the  by-law  to 
this  status,  without  removing  any  of  the  rights  of 
landowners . 

Article  7 also  proposes  other  minor  changes  to  the  rear  lot 
provision.  A building  line  must  be  shown  on  the  plan, 
demonstrating  that  the  lot  width  at  the  building  site  is  at  least 
equal  to  the  frontage  required  in  the  district.  The  Building 
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Inspector  has  been  put  on  notice  by  the  changes  that  permits 
shall  not  issue  unless  the  requirements  are  observed.  Finally, 
the  rear  lot  must  have  frontage  as  defined  by  Article  6,  above. 
However,  a rear  lot  need  not  have  actual  vehicular  access  through 
its  frontage  if  a "common  driveway"  is  developed  under  the 
provisions  of  Article  8.  Thus,  it  is  possible  that  a rear  lot 
can  share  a driveway  with  the  front  lot  (or  a neighbor)  through 
the  issuance  of  a special  permit. 

For  all  of  the  foregoing  reasons,  the  Planning  Board 
unanimously  recommends  the  enactment  of  Article  7 .

REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  MEETING  ON  ARTICLE  8 
LEVERETT  PLANNING  BOARD 


Article  8 proposes  new  "Driveway  Regulations"  for  the  Town. 
The  Article  is  in  direct  response  to  the  Building  Inspector's 
1987  memorandum  on  "common  driveways";  the  Inspector  stated 
that  he  would  not  allow  such  practices  without  express  provisions 
in  the  zoning  by-law. 

The  driveway  regulations  in  the  existing  by-laws  have  been 
modernized  in  several  respects.  First,  the  regulations  are 
linked,  for  the  first  time,  to  the  issuance  of  a building  permit. 
Unless  the  by-law's  provisions  are  met,  the  Building  Inspector 
shall  not  issue  a permit  for  the  premises.  Second,  the  driveway 
is  required  to  meet  certain  design  specifications  so  that  fire, 
police,  and  emergency  vehicles  can  reach  the  structures  on  the 
lot.  The  driveway  must  come  within  at  least  100  feet  of  the 
principal  structure.  The  driveway  cannot  exceed  500  feet, 
without  a special  permit  by  the  Board  of  Appeals.  The  grade  of 
the  driveway,  at  the  intersection  with  the  street,  cannot  exceed 
eight  percent;  this  allows  access  for  emergency  vehicles  and 
promotes  safe  residential  use,  particularly  in  bad  weather. 

Third,  the  driveway  must  be  located  so  as  not  disturb  neighbors 
on  adjacent  properties.  This  is  accomplished  by  requiring  a 
minimum  setback  of  at  least  10  feet  from  rear  or  side  lot  lines. 
Finally,  the  driveway  must  provide  actual  access  to  the  building 
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site  through  the  frontage  of  the  lot,  pursuant  to  the  new 
definition  of  "frontage"  discussed  in  Article  6. 

Article  8 also  proposes  new  regulations  for  "common 
driveways".  With  the  Building  Inspector's  memorandum  in  mind, 
the  Planning  Board  has  suggested  that  not  more  than  two  (2)  lots 
be  served  through  a common  driveway.  The  reason  is  simple. 
Typically,  a common  driveway  has  few  of  the  attributes  of  a 
full-fledged  road  (or  lane).  Subsection  VI.B.5.a  proposes  that 
common  driveways  be  allowed  with  gravel  surfaces,  a width  of  12 
feet,  and  proper  intersection  angle  with  the  street.  Obviously, 
these  requirements  are  not  sufficient  to  handle  heavier  traffic, 
such  as  that  associated  with  a 5 or  6 unit  development.  The  road 
would  be  too  narrow,  and  too  susceptible  to  damage  from  wear. 
Where  the  common  driveway  will  serve  only  two  lots  (perhaps  a 
front/rear  lot  or  adjacent  Approval  Not  Required  lots) , the  Board 
does  not  wish  to  require  the  full  subdivision  procedures. 

However,  where  the  common  driveway  is  actually  a road, 
serving  three  or  more  lots,  the  Board  will  require  that  the 
applicant  use  the  subdivision  or  Alternative  Procedures  Plan 
process.  A road  serving  more  than  two  lots  needs  to  be 
maintained,  repaired,  plowed,  accessible  for  school  buses,  and 
protected  from  liability:  all  of  these  topics  are  more 
appropriately  controlled  through  the  Subdivision  Control  Act  and 
local  regulations.  General  Laws  c.  41,  s.  81M  states  that  the 
purpose  of  subdivision  control  is  to  "regulate  the  laying  out 
and  construction  of  ways"  in  subdivisions.  Where  the  "driveway" 
serves  more  than  2 lots,  a subdivision  has  been,  in  fact, 
created. 


The  new  by-law,  however,  does  not  mean  that  the  road 
constructed  to  serve  a small  number  of  lots  (more  than  2,  but 
less  than  7)  must  comply  with  the  pavement,  right  of  way,  and 
other  requirements  of  the  subdivision  regulations.  The  Planning 
Board  has  provided  for  small  roads  serving  3 to  6 lots  through 
its  Alternative  Procedures  Plan  (APP)  process  in  the  new 
subdivision  regulations.  A developer  may  avoid  the  high  cost  of 
full-scale  road  construction  by  taking  advantage  of  the  APP 
process.  Gravel  roads,  narrower  widths,  and  lesser  requirements 
are  set  forth  for  such  small  developments.  In  effect,  the  APP 
allows  a "common  driveway"  to  be  built  for  small  developments. 
The  new  regulations  do,  however,  recognize  that  such  driveways 
are  in  fact  subdivision  roads,  and  tie  approval  to  the 
Planning  Board  regulations. 


For  all  of  the  foregoing  reasons,  the  Planning  Board 
unanimously  recommends  the  enactment  of  Article  8. 
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REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  MEETING  ON  ARTICLE  9 
LEVERETT  PLANNING  BOARD 


Article  9 adds  to  the  by-laws  a precise  statement  of  the 
requirements  for  a special  permit.  Under  the  existing  by-laws, 
no  criteria  are  set  forth  for  the  review  of  a special  permit 
application.  Neither  the  applicant  nor  the  Board  of  Appeals  have 
any  clear  indication  of  exactly  what  is  expected  of  them. 

Article  9 proposes  a set  of  criteria  for  the  Board  of 
Appeals  (and  the  Planning  Board  in  certain  cases)  to  use  in 
measuring  an  application  for  a special  permit.  These  include  the 
needs  served  by  the  proposal,  impacts  on  traffic,  utilities, 
public  services,  neighborhood  character,  and  the  environment,  and 
potential  fiscal  benefits  to  the  community.  By  setting  forth 
these  criteria,  rather  than  leaving  the  rules  of  the  process 
unstated,  both  the  applicant  and  the  Board (s)  are  better  served. 
The  applicant  can  prepare  his  proposal  to  meet  the  concerns  of 
the  Board (s) . The  Board  can  address  the  proposal  in  a legal 
framework,  with  its  responsibilities  fairly  set  forth.  The 
special  permit  process  is  greatly  improved  by  these  changes. 


For  all  of  the  foregoing  reasons,  the  Planning  Board 
unanimously  recommends  the  enactment  of  Article  9. 


REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  MEETING  ON  ARTICLE  10 
LEVERETT  PLANNING  BOARD 


Article  10  establishes  a "Site  Plan  Review"  process  in  the 
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by-laws.  Site  Plan  Review,  according  to  the  Massachusetts 
courts,  is  "regulation  of  a use,  rather  than  its  prohibition." 

The  site  plan  process  is  used  to  shape  a use,  whether  it  is 
allowed  as  of  right  or  by  special  permit,  before  the  building 
permits  for  the  premises  are  issued.  The  Planning  Board  will 
serve  as  the  Site  Plan  Review  authority. 

The  purpose  of  site  plan  approval  is  to  ensure  that  the 
proposed  development  "fits"  into  both  the  neighborhood  and  the 
community.  Some  uses  available  as  of  right,  for  example,  might 
be  sited  or  developed  in  an  inappropriate  manner:  for  example,  a 
convenience  store  or  other  business  use  (allowed  as  of  right  in  a 
general  business  district)  raises  concerns  for  parking,  access 
and  egress,  vehicular  and  pedestrian  safety,  lighting,  scale  of 
building,  and  appearance.  Site  Plan  Review  addresses  these 
concerns  by  (1)  requiring  the  applicant  to  depict  his  project  on 
a plan,  and  (2)  shaping  the  use  on  the  site  in  a manner  most 
consistent  with  the  character  of  the  area.  The  appliacnt, 
therefore,  must  show  that  parking  lots  are  screened  from  from 
adjacent  residentially-zoned  property.  The  access  and  egress 
locations  should  be  sited  so  as  not  to  complicate  the  roadway's 
exsiting  traffic  patterns,  and  create  risks  for  cars  or 
pedestrians.  Lighting  should  be  provided  without  disturbing  the 
neighbors.  The  building  should  be  tailored  to  fit  into  the 
existing  scheme  of  development;  a garish  neon  buisness  is  hardly 
in  keeping  with  Leverett's  character. 

Site  Plan  Review  does  not  apply  to  the  construction  of 
single-family  homes.  The  process  is  best  suited  for  shaping  the 
development  of  commercial,  business,  and  industrial  uses.  In 
addition,  since  Leverett  has  very  few  duplex  and  multi-family 
units,  these  residential  uses  have  been  placed  on  Site  Plan 
Review.  Thus,  only  those  developments  with  large-scale  impacts, 
compared  to  single-family  uses,  are  included  for  review. 

Finally,  it  is  important  to  note  that  Site  Plan  Review 
cannot  be  used  by  the  Planning  Board  to  reject  an  application  for 
a building  permit.  The  courts  have  stated  that  Site  Plan  Review 
is  the  regulation  of  a use,  rather  than  its  prohibition.  A Board 
is  not  free  to  turn  down  an  otherwise  permitted  use  through  the 
site  plan  process.  The  Board,  however,  may  impose  reasonable 
conditions  to  shape  that  use.  Thus,  Site  Plan  Review  is  a very 
limited  type  of  process,  designed  only  to  "fit"  larger 
developments  into  the  community. 

For  all  of  the  foregoing  reasons,  the  Planning  Board 
unanimously  recommends  the  enactment  of  Article  10.

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REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  MEETING  ON  ARTICLE  11 
LEVERETT  PLANNING  BOARD 


Article  11  is  the  first  step  in  the  Planning  Board's  efforts 
to  protect  the  Town's  "critical  resource  areas".  Much  of 
Leverett  is  very  sensitive  to  any  type  of  growth.  In  particular, 
certain  areas  have  been  identified  as  warranting  greater 
protection.  The  Planning  Board,  with  help  from  the  the 
Conservation  Commission,  has  targeted  land  with  steep  slopes  or 
poor  soils,  aquifers,  land  in  the  watershed  of  Leverett  Pond, 
Rattlesnake  Gutter,  Brushy  Mountain,  and  other  critical  areas  for 
protection. 

The  proposed  article  concerns  land  with  steep  slopes.  Most 
of  the  existing  road  frontage  in  Leverett  has  already  been 
developed.  New  residential  construction  has  now  spread  onto  the 
hillsides,  away  from  the  few  flat  areas  in  Town.  As  a result, 
subdivision  construction  of  both  roads  and  homesites  now  involves 
extensive  alterations  to  the  existing  topography.  A subdivider 
must  cut  and  fill  in  order  to  keep  road  grades  at  acceptable 
levels.  Homesites  may  also  require  changes  to  existing  grade, 
since  houses  are  being  cut  into  the  sides  of  the  steep  slopes  so 
characteristic  of  Leverett.  The  proposed  by-law  addresses  these 
problems.  Any  development  on  steep  slopes  over  a certain  size 
must  obtain  a special  permit  from  the  Planning  Board.  The  Board 
will  permit  development,  but  only  if  the  applicant  demonstrates 
that  measures  will  be  taken  to  control  erosion,  sedimentation, 
and  surface  water  runoff.  The  Board  may  require  plantings, 
seeding,  construction,  and  site  grading  to  promote  safe 
development  on  the  site.  The  Board  shall  also  require  a bond 
from  the  applicant  to  ensure  compliance  with  these  requirements. 

As  development  in  Leverett  increasingly  takes  place  on 
marginal  land,  the  risks  to  public  safety  and  Town  character  also 
increase.  Hillside  development  will  be  the  most  visible  housing 
in  Town,  with  impacts  on  views  from  both  roads  and  existing 
homes.  This  "building  on  the  margin"  ought  to  be  controlled 
before  it  becomes  a serious  problem. 

For  all  of  the  foregoing  reasons,  the  Planning  Board 
unanimously  recommends  the  enactment  of  Article  11.

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"Building  line"  shall  mean  a line  indicating  the 
approximate  centerline  of  the  proposed  principal 
structure,  as  it  shall  be  actually  laid  out, 
extended  in  a straight  line  to  the  length  of  at 
least  the  required  frontage  in  the  district. 

3.  Lot  width  is  at  no  point  less  than  30  feet, 
and  lot  frontage  is  not  less  than  30  feet. 

Frontage  shall  meet  all  of  the  requirements 
contained  in  the  definition  of  "frontage"  in 
Section  III,  herein. 

4.  Not  more  than  orte  (1)  rear  lot  shall  be 
created  from  a property,  or  a set  of  contiguous 
properties  held  in  common  ownership  as  of 
April  30,  1988.  Documentation  to  this  effect 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  along 
with  the  application  for  Approval  Not  Required 
Plans  or  Definitive  Subdivision  Plans  under  the 
Subdivision  Control  Law.  The  Building  Inspector 
shall  not  issue  a building  permit  for  any  rear  lot 
without  first  establishing  that  compliance  with 
this  provision  has  been  determined  by  the  Planning 
Board .

All  driveways  shall  be  constructed 
in  a manner  ensuring  reasonable  and  safe  access  from  the 
public  way  serving  the  premises  to  within  a distance  of  100 
feet  or  less  from  the  building  site  of  the  residential 
structure  on  the  premises,  for  all  vehicles,  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  emergency,  fire,  and  police  vehicles.  The 
Building  Inspector  shall  not  issue  a building  permit  for 
the  principal  structure  on  the  premises  unless  all  of  the 
following  conditions  have  been  met: 

1.  Except  in  access  strips  of  less  than  fifty  (50)  feet 
width  to  rear  lots,  no  driveway  shall  be  located  within  ten 
(10)  feet  of  any  side  or  rear  lot  line  without  written 
approval  by  the  appropriate  abutter  (s)  or  by  special 
exception  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

2.  The  distance  of  any  driveway  measured  from  the  street 
line  to  the  point  where  the  principal  building  is  proposed 
shall  not  exceed  a distance  of  five  hundred  (500)  feet, 
unless  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  grant  a special  exception 
to  this  requirement. 

3.  The  grade  of  each  driveway  where  it  intersects  with  the 
public  way  shall  not  exceed  eight  percent  (8%)  for  a 
distance  of  20  feet  from  the  public  way  unless  the  Board  of 
Appeals  shall  grant  a special  exception  to  this 
requirement . 

4.  Driveways  serving  the  premises  shall  provide  access 
through  the  required  frontage  of  the  serviced  lot,  except 
in  the  case  of  a "common  driveway"  under  Section  VI. B. 5, 
herein . 

5.  Common  driveways  serving  not  more  than  two  (2)  lots  may 
be  allowed  on  Special  Exception  by  the  Board  of  Appeals, 
after  consideration  of  the  criteria  set  forth  in 

Section  IX.  A common  driveway  must  satisfy  all  of  the 
conditions  in  Section  VI. B. 1-4,  as  well  as  all  of  the 
following  conditions: 

a.  the  common  driveway  shall  satisfy  all  of  the 
following  construction  standards: 
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1.  the  centerline  intersection  with  the  street 
centerline  shall  not  be  less  than  60%; 

2.  a minimum  width  of  12  feet  shall  be 
maintained  over  its  entire  length; 

3.  a roadway  surface  of  a minimum  of  4 inches  of 
graded  gravel,  placed  over  a properly 
prepared  base,  graded  and  compacted  to  drain 
from  the  crown  shall  be  installed; 

4.  be  entirely  located  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  lots  being  serviced  by  the  driveway. 

b.  proposed  documents  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Appeals  demonstrating  that,  through  easements, 
restrictive  covenants,  or  other  appropriate  legal 
devices,  the  maintenance,  repair,  snow  removal, 
and  liability  for  the  common  driveway  shall  remain 
perpetually  the  responsibility  of  the  private 
parties,  or  their  successors-in-interest .

ARTICLE  FOUR.  TO  SEE  IF  THE  TOWN  WILL  VOTE  TO  AMEND  THE 
LEVERETT  ZONING  BY-LAWS  AS  FOLLOWS,  OR  WHAT  IT  WILL  DO  IN 
RELATION  THERETO: 

Item  1.  Delete  the  first  sentence  of  Section  IX. 
paragraph  2,  and  replace  with  the  following: 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  responsible  for 
granting  Special  Exceptions  for  uses  or  construction  as 
designated  in  this  By-Law,  except  where  a specific 
provision  of  this  By-Law  indicates  that  the  Planning  Board 
shall  serve  as  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority. 

Except  as  specified  in  the  applicable  provisions  of  this 
Zoning  By-Law,  special  exceptions  shall  be  granted  by  the 
special  permit  granting  authority  only  upon  its  written 
determination  that  the  proposed  use  will  not  have  adverse 
effects  which  outweigh  its  beneficial  effects  on  either  the 
neighborhood  or  the  Town,  in  view  of  the  particular 
characteristics  of  the  site  and  of  the  proposal  in  relation 
to  that  site.  The  determination  shall  indicate 
consideration  of  each  of  the  following: 

a.  Social,  economic,  or  community  needs  which  are 
served  by  the  proposal; 

b.  traffic  flow  and  safety; 

c.  adequacy  of  utilities  and  other  public  services; 

d.  neighborhood  character  and  social  structures; 

e.  qualities  of  the  natural  environment; 

f.  potential  fiscal  impact. 


Special  exceptions  may  be  granted  with  such  reasonable 
conditions,  safeguards,  or  limitation  on  time  or  use  as  the 
special  permit  granting  authority  may  deem  necessary  to 
serve  the  purposes  of  this  By-Law. 

Item  2.  The  remainder  of  Section  IX,  paragraph  2, 
beginning  with  the  existing  second  sentence,  shall  begin  a 
new  third  paragraph,  therein. 

ARTICLE  FIVE.  TO  SEE  IF  THE  TOWN  WILL  VOTE  TO  AMEND  THE 
LEVERETT  ZONING  BY-LAWS  BY  ADDING  A NEW  SECTION  VI. M., 
ENTITLED  "SITE  PLAN  REVIEW",  AS  FOLLOWS,  OR  WHAT  IT  WILL  DO 
IN  RELATION  THERETO: 

M.  SITE  PLAN  REVIEW 

1.  Applications  for  building  permits  or  special  exceptions 
for  duplexes,  or  for  non-resident ial  and  non-agr icultural 
construction,  including  applications  for  extensions, 
alterations,  or  changes  to  duplexes,  or  to  non-conforming, 
non-residential  and  non-agr icultural  structures  or  uses, 
shall  be  accompanied  by  four  (4)  copies  of  a Site  Plan  in 
accordance  with  the  criteria  specified  below.  Site  Plans 
accompanying  applications  for  building  permits  shall  be 
referred  by  the  Building  Inspector  to  the  Planning  Board 
within  seven  days  of  filing  for  its  review  and  written 
report,  and  no  building  permit  shall  be  issued  without  the 
written  approval  of  the  Site  Plan  by  the  Planning  Board,  or 
unless  30  days  lapse  from  the  date  of  the  application 
without  action  by  the  Planning  Board.  Site  Plans 
accompanying  applications  for  Special  Exceptions,  including 
Special  Exceptions  for  extension,  alteration,  or  changes  to 
non-conforming,  non-residential  and  non-agr icultural 
structures  or  uses,  shall  be  referred  by  the  Zoning  Board 
of  Appeals,  where  applicable,  to  the  Planning  Board  within 
seven  days  of  filing  for  its  review  and  written  report  and 
no  Special  Exception  shall  be  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Appeals  without  the  written  approval  of  the  Site  Plan  by 
the  Planning  Board,  or  unless  45  days  lapse  from  the  date 
of  the  application  without  action  by  the  Planning  Board. 
Where  the  Planning  Board  approves  a Site  Plan  "with 
conditions",  and  said  Site  Plan  accompanies  a Special 
Exception  application  to  the  Board  of  Appeals,  the 
conditions  imposed  by  the  Planning  Board  shall  be 
incorporated  into  the  issuance,  if  any,  of  a Special 
Exception  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

2.  Plans  subject  to  this  section  shall  show: 

a.  existing  and  proposed  topography  at  2 foot  contour 
intervals ; 
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b.  water  provision,  including  fire  protection 
measures ; 

c.  sanitary  sewerage; 

d.  storm  drainage,  including  means  of  ultimate 
disposal  and  calculations  to  support  maintenance 
of  the  requirements  in  Sections  3000  and  4000  of 
the  Planning  Board's  Subdivision  Rules  and 
Regulations ; 

e.  parking,  access,  and  egress  provisions; 

f.  planting,  landscaping,  and  screening; 

g.  all  boundary  line  information  pertaining  to  the 
land  sufficient  to  permit  location  of  same  on 
ground ; 

h.  compliance  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  this 
Zoning  By-Law. 

3.  Site  Plans  shall  be  submitted  on  24-inch  by  36-inch 
sheets.  Plans  shall  be  prepared  by  a Registered 
Professional  Engineer  and  a Registered  Land  Surveyor. 
Dimensions  and  scales  shall  be  adequate  to  determine  that 
all  requirements  are  met  and  to  make  a complete  analysis 
and  evaluation  of  the  proposal.  All  plans  shall  have  a 
minimum  scale  of  1"  = 200'. 

4.  Site  Plan  approval  shall  be  granted  upon  determination 
by  the  Planning  Board  that  the  following  conditions  are 
complied  with.  The  Planning  Board  may  impose  reasonable 
conditions,  even  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant,  to  ensure 
that  the  following  conditions  have  been  satisfied.  Any  new 
building  construction  or  other  site  alteration  shall 
provide  adequate  access  to  each  structure  for  fire  and 
service  equipment  and  adequate  provision  for  utilities  and 
stormwater  drainage  consistent  with  the  functional 
requirements  of  the  Planning  Board's  Subdivision  Rules  and 
Regulations.  New  building  construction  or  other  site 
alteration  shall  be  designed  in  the  Site  Plan,  after 
considering  the  qualities  of  the  specific  location,  the 
proposed  land  use,  the  design  of  building  form,  grading, 
egress  points,  and  other  aspects  of  the  development,  so  as 
to : 

a.  minimize  the  volume  of  cut  and  fill,  the  number  of 
removed  trees  6"  caliper  or  larger,  the  length  of 
removed  stone  walls,  the  area  of  wetland 
vegetation  displaced,  the  extent  of  stormwater 
flow  increase  from  the  site,  soil  erosion,  and 
threat  of  air  and  water  pollution; 

b.  maximize  pedestrian  and  vehicular  safety  both  on 
the  site  and  egressing  from  it; 
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minimize  obstruction  of  scenic  views  from  publicly 
accessible  locations; 


d.  minimize  visual  intrusion  by  controlling  the 
visibility  of  parking,  storage,  or  other  outdoor 
service  areas  viewed  from  public  ways  or  premises 
resident ially  used  or  zoned; 

e.  minimize  glare  from  headlights  through  plantings 
or  other  screening; 


f.  minimize  lighting  intrusion  through  use  of  such 
devices  as  cut-off  luminaries  confining  direct 
rays  to  the  site,  with  fixture  mounting  not  higher 
than  20  feet; 


g.  minimize  unreasonable  departure  from  the  character 
and  scale  of  building  in  the  vicinity,  as  viewed 
from  public  ways. 

h.  minimize  contamination  of  groundwater  from  on-site 
waste-water  disposal  systems  or  operations  on  the 
premises  involving  the  use,  storage,  handling,  or 
containment  of  hazardous  substances. 


5.  The  Planning  Board  may  adopt  and  from  time  to  time 
amend  reasonable  regulations  for  the  administration  of 
these  Site  Plan  guidelines. 


ARTICLE  SIX.  TO  SEE  IF  THE  TOWN  WILL  VOTE  TO  AMEND  THE 
LEVERETT  ZONING  BY-LAWS  BY  ADDING  A NEW  SECTION  VI. N. , 
ENTITLED  "EROSION  CONTROL",  OR  WHAT  IT  WILL  DO  IN  RELATION 
THERETO: 


N.  EROSION  CONTROL.  Site  design,  materials,  and 
construction  processes  shall  be  designed  to  avoid  erosion 
damage,  sedimentation,  or  uncontrolled  surface  water  runoff 
by  conformance  with  the  following: 

1.  Grading  or  construction,  or  natural  site 
characteristics,  which  will  result  in  final  slopes  of 
25%  or  greater  on  50%  or  more  of  lot  area,  or  on  30,000 
square  feet  or  more  on  a single  parcel,  even  if  less 
than  half  the  lot  area,  shall  be  allowed  only  under 
Special  Exception  from  the  Planning  Board,  which  shall 
be  granted  only  upon  demonstration  that  adequate 
provisions  have  been  made  to  protect  against  erosion, 
soil  instability,  uncontrolled  surface  water  runoff,  or 
other  environmental  degradation.  Applications  and 
plans  for  such  Special  Exceptions  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Conservation  Commission  for  their  advisory  review. 
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2.  All  slopes  exceeding  15%  from  site  grading  shall 
either  be  covered  with  topsoil  to  a depth  of  4"  and 
planted  with  vegetative  cover  sufficient  to  prevent 
erosion  or  be  retained  by  a wall  constructed  of 
masonry,  reinforced  concrete  or  treated  pile  or  timber. 

3.  No  area  or  areas  totalling  2 acres  or  more  on  any 
parcel  or  contiguous  parcels  in  the  same  ownership 
shall  have  existing  vegetation  clear-stripped  or  be 
filled  6"  or  more  such  as  to  destroy  existing 
vegetation  unless  in  conjunction  with  agricultural 
activity,  or  unless  necessarily  incidental  to 
construction  on  the  premises  under  a currently  valid 
building  permit,  or  unless  within  streets  which  are 
either  public  or  designated  on  an  approved  subdivision 
plan,  or  unless  a Special  Exception  is  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board  on  condition  that  runoff  will  be 
controlled,  erosion  avoided,  and  either  a constructed 
surface  or  cover  vegetation  will  be  provided  not  later 
than  the  first  full  spring  season  immediately  following 
completion  of  the  stripping  operation.  No  stripped 
area  or  areas  which  are  allowed  by  Special  Exception 
shall  remain  through  the  winter  without  a temporary 
cover  of  winter  rye  or  similar  plant  material  being 
provided  for  soil  control,  except  in  the  case  of 
agricultural  activity  where  such  temporary  cover  would 
be  infeasible. 

4.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  require  information  of 
the  applicant,  in  addition  to  that  otherwise  specified, 
as  may  be  necessary  for  him  to  ensure  compliance  with 
these  requirements,  including,  if  necessary,  elevations 
at  key  locations,  description  of  vegetative  cover,  and 
the  nature  of  impoundment  basins  proposed,  if  any. 

5.  Where  resultant  site  grades  will  exceed  15%,  the 
town  shall  require  a performance  bond  to  ensure 
compliance  with  these  requirements. 

6.  Hillside  areas  shall  be  retained  with  vegetative 
cover  as  follows:

Thank  you  for  your  letter  concerning  the  President's  Star 
Wars  proposal  for  ballistic  missile  defense.  I oppose  efforts  to 
develop  strategic  defenses  that  would  violate  the  Anti-Ballistic 
Missile  Treaty  of  1972.  The  President's  request  for  nearly  $40 
billion  for  strategic  defense  programs  during  the  next  five  years 
is  excessive,  unnecessary,  and  dangerous. 


Virtually  every  respected  scientist  recognizes  that  a 
leak-proof  defense  against  ballistic  missiles  is  unattainable. 

At  best,  a ballistic  missile  defense  would  give  us  only  partial 
protection  against  incoming  Soviet  missiles.  Even  if  the  system 
were  90%  effective,  enough  warheads  would  get  through  to  kill 
millions  of  Americans  and  perhaps  trigger  a nuclear  winter  that 
could  threaten  all  life  on  the  planet. 

Moreover,  deployment  of  this  system  would  undermine  the  ABM 
Treaty,  one  of  our  most  successful  arms  control  agreements. 

Signed  by  President  Nixon  in  1972,  the  ABM  Treaty  sharply  limits 
the  development,  testing  and  deployment  of  land-,  sea-,  and 
space-based  defense  systems.  The  Treaty  reflects  a recognition 
that  to  deter  the  Soviets  from  launching  a nuclear  attack  we  must 
have  the  capability  to  retaliate  effectively. 


Deployment  of  strategic  defenses  would  threaten  deterrence 
by  spawning  two  new  nuclear  arms  races--one  in  defensive  systems 
and  another  in  offensive  nuclear  weapons.  The  obvious  reaction 
of  the  Soviet  Union  to  SDI  would  be  to  build  more  missiles  to 
overwhelm  our  system,  and  to  launch  new  defensive  programs 
their  own.  Our  counter-action  would  then  require  further 
build-ups.  This  would  represent  not  only  a quanitative 
escalation  of  the  arms  race,  but  a qualitative  one  as  well 


of 
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short,  the  Star  Wars  program  would  lead  to  less  security  at 
greater  cost.  Instead  of  pursuing  the  dangerous  illusion  of 
Star  Wars  defense,  a far  sounder  policy  would  be  to  reaffirm 
kBM  Treaty  and  work  toward  reduction  of  offensive  nuclear 
weapons .

Thank  you  for  letting  me  know  of  the  Resolution 
expressing  the  opposition  of  the  people  of  Leverett  to 
continued  development,  testing  and/or  deployment  of  the 
Strategic  Defense  Initiative  and  anti-satellite  weapons. 

I was  pleased  to  hear  of  the  Resolution,  and  I commend 
the  people  of  Leverett  on  their  judgement.  As  you  know,  I 
have  consistently  opposed  the  President’s  efforts  to  increase 
funding  for  SDI.  I was  among  the  first  in  Congress  to  call 
for  a ban  on  space  weaponry,  and  I have  led  the  effort  in  the 
Senate  to  halt  testing  on  anti-satellite  weapons. 

The  idea  of  SDI  as  a ’’peace  shield"  has  been  thoroughly 
discredited.  Now,  even  the  most  optimistic  Administration 
scenario  only  projects  SDI  as  able  to  intercept  20  percent  of 
the  missiles  during  a nuclear  exchange.  The  system  would  be 
like  an  umbrella  that  stops  only  20  percent  of  the  rain. 
Congress  has  not  yet  been  able  to  reverse  the  growth  of  SDI 
spending,  and  we  are  continuing  to  invest  billions  in  SDI 
development.  But  we  have  been  able  to  cut  down  on  the 
administration's  requests.  Moreover,  support  in  the  Senate 
has  been  growing  steadily  for  a ban  on  the  development  of 
anti-satellite  weapons.  With  the  arrival  of  a new 
administration  in  Washington,  next  year,  I am  confident  that 
we  will  be  able  to  reverse  the  trend  of  the  Reagan  years  of 
throwing  money  at  the  Pentagon  for  needless  weapons  systems. 

Thanks  again  for  letting  me  know  of  the  Leverett 
Resolution.  I look  forward  to  hearing  from  you  in  the

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  and  the  good 
people  of  the  town  of  Leverett,  Massachusetts  for  contacting  my 
office  with  regard  to  arms  control  legislation.  I appreciate 
being  apprised  of  your  views  on  this  matter. 

As  you  know,  last  month,  the  House  considered  H.R.  4264,  the 
fiscal  year  1989  Department  of  Defense  Authorizations  bill.  As 
I have  done  in  the  past  I voted  for  a series  of  arms  control 
amendments  aimed  at  slowing  the  Administration's  rapid  build-up 
of  strategic  nuclear  forces. 

My  votes  in  support  of  the  Dellums-Boxer  Amendment  to  reduce 
Strategic  Defense  Initiative  ( SDI ) funding  by  some  $2.8  billion, 
the  Bennett-Ridge  Amendment  to  reduce  SDI  funding  to  $3.5 
billion,  and  the  Mavroules  Amendment  to  prohibit  the  rail 
garrison  basing  mode  of  the  MX  missile,  are  just  a few  examples 
of  my  commitment  to  the  ideal  of  eliminating  nuclear  weapons. 

I trust  you  shall  find  this  information  helpful.  As  always,  if 
I can  be  of  further  assistance  to  you  or  the  town  of  Leverett, 
please  do  not  hesitate  to  call  upon  me.

"STAR  WARS"  FACT  SHEET 

WHAT  IS  "STAR  WARS"? 

"Star  Wars",  or  the  Strategic  Defense  Initiative  (SDI),  is  a proposed  shielding  system  of 
orbiting  satellites  designed  to  intercept  and  destroy  enemy  ballistic  missiles  in  flight. 

WILL  "STAR  WARS"  WORK? 

Yes,  insofar  as  it  is  possible  to  hit  a moving  bullet  with  another  bullet!  Some  ICBM's 
could  be  intercepted  and  destroyed;  estimates  range  from  30%  to  90%.  The  destructive 
power  of  nuclear  weapons  ensures  that  even  minute  leakage  would  result  in  tens  of 
millions  of  casualties  in  a full-scale  attack. 

In  addition,  manned  bombers,  submarine-launched  missiles  and  ground-hugging  cruise 
missiles  would  travel  under  the  "shield"  and  be  immune  to  "Star  Wars"  technology. 

WHAT  EFFECT  WILL  "STAR  WARS"  HAVE  ON  THE  ARMS  RACE? 

Star  Wars"  is  destabilizing  for  many  reasons: 

1 . It  can  be  viewed  as  an  offensive  system  to  enhance  first  strike  capability. 

2.  It  could  provoke  the  development  of  increasing  numbers  of  offensive  weapons. 

3.  It  may  be  a major  stumbling  block  to  landmark  U.S.-U.S.S.R.  arms  control 
agreements  now  being  negotiated,  which  for  the  first  time  since  the  start  of 
the  arms  race  seek  to  achieve  a decrease  in  existing  nuclear  weapons  stocks. 

4.  It  violates  the  1972  ABM  (Antiballistic  Missile)  Treaty,  which  states: 

"Each  part y undertakes  not  to  develop,  test,  or  deploy  ABM  systems  or 
components  which  arc  sea-based,  air-based,  space-based,  or  nxibile  land- 
based." 

WHAT  WILL  "STAR  WARS"  COST? 

Estimates  range  from  SI  trillion  to  S3  trillion.  Since  the  design  is  still  speculative  and  the 
techniques  depend  on  breakthroughs  in  technology  which  have  not  yet  occurred,  who 
knows?  $3.8  billion  were  spew  for  SDI  research  in  1987,  which  is  $15  for  each 
American  person  in  that  year  alone.  Imagine  the  cost  if  deployed. 

WHAT  CAN  WE  DO? 

Many  towns  in  Western  Massachusetts  will  be  voting  in  the  next  month  on  resolutions 
telling  Washington  to  stop  "Star  Wars"  and  get  on  with  the  task  of  reducing  nuclear 
arsenals  in  the  IJ.S.  and  the  IJ.S.§.R.  Please  support  this  warrant  article  at  Leverett 
town  meeting.

ANALYSIS  OF  BUDGET  INCREASES 


We  are  asking  the  Town  for  an  increased  appropriation  from  last  year  of 
$83,283  --  an  increase  of  19.6%.  The  major  factors  in  this  increase 
(described  in  round  numbers)  are  as  follows: 

Central  Office  Costs  $16,500  or  3.9% 

This  is  largely  due  to  the  addition  of  an  Assistant  to  the 
Superintendent,  including  some  one-time  costs  for  creation 
of  an  office. 

Additional  Staffing  $21,500  or  5.1% 

This  increase  represents  a response  to  increased  enrollment 
and  Special  Education  obligations  and  through  the  addition 
of  more  general  music  time,  more  physical  education  time,  a 
part-time  nurse's  aide,  and  a teacher  aide  (in  part  for 
Special  Education  purposes). 

Professional  Salary  Increases  $36,250  or  8.5% 

This  includes  salary  increases  for  teachers,  the  Psychologist, 
the  Nurse,  and  the  Principal.  Increases  for  teachers  were 
larger  than  usual  --  a restructed  salary  schedule  intended 
to  provide  salaries  which  were  more  appropriate  yielded 
increases  equivalent  to  an  average  13.5%  increase  for 
teachers . 

Miscellaneous  Increases  and  Decreases  2.1% 

In  addition  to  salary  increases  for  non-teachers , there 
were  a few  areas  which  required  additional  spending  just 
to  keep  pace  (a  $700  increase  in  custodial  supplies,  for 
example,  and  a $4,300  increase  in  the  purchase  of  equip- 
ment). These  increases  were  partly  offset  by  some 
spending  reductions  ($400  in  the  allocation  for  power, 
for  example)  and  an  increase  in  revenue  anticipation  as 
a result  of  revenue  from  adopting  the  $20,000  minimum 
salary  offered  by  the  State.

One  is  that  the 
Selectmen  asked  us  to  reduce  our  original 
proposed  oudget  by  $10,000.  We  agreed,  pointing 
out  that  we  could  hope  that  some  of  our 
request  would  be  funded  through  a Chapter  188 
Essential  Sk i 1 i s grant.  The  Selectman  under- 
stood that  if  our  Essential  Skills  grant  was 
not  funoea,  we  would  have  to  ask  for  those 
funos  in  tne  Fall.  Our  second  reason  is 
more  complex.  Enrollment  at  the  close  of 
tne  school  year  last  Spring  was  about  130 
pupils  in  grades  K-6.  We  opened  this  Fali 
with  150  pupils.  That  much  growth  was 
unanticipated.  In  addition,  our  plans  for 
how  best  to  reorganize  our  program  for 
second  and  third  graders  was  not  yet 
complete  at  the  time  that  we  were  completing 
our  budget.  The  proposed  increase  in  funds 
is  a response  to  both  the  unanticipated 
growth  of  population  and  our  plan  for  serving 
second  and  third  graders  effectively.  Finally, 
we  had  unanticipated  costs  because  of  staff 
changes.  Replacements  for  teachers  going 
on  leave  or  resigning  proved  to  De  more 
expensive  than  the  people  who  left. 

Quest i on  : 

What  are  the  costs  which  maice  up  the  $14,300? 

Answer : 

There  are  three  costs:  $7,900  to  increase  the 

third  teacher  at  the  second/third  grade  level 
from  60%  time  to  full  time;  $4,200  to  ado  one 
oay  per  weex  for  the  school  librarian;  ano 
$2,200  for  costs  incurred  for  replacement 
teachers . 

Question: 

Why  are  you  increasing  the  second/third  grade 
t eacner ' s time? 

Answer : 

There  are  three  reasons:  increased  enrollment 

in  the  school;  specific  demands  of  that  group 
of  youngsters;  and  the  need  to  develop  a 
structure  to  handle  the  much  larger  classes 
tnat  will  follow. 

Quest  ion: 

What  does  the  librarian  have  to  oo  with  increased 
enrol iment? 

Answer : 

Tn i s is  an  increase  in  staff  time  and  a change  in 
status  whicn  was  originally  contemplated  in  the 
ouoget,  out  was  deleted  as  part  of  the  $10,000 
reduction.  With  increased  enrollment  ano  the 
recent  acquisition  of  new  materials,  books, 
computer  software,  and  audio  visual  equipment 
we  have  required  more  time  of  a librarian. 
Teaching  research,  and  liorary  skills  has 
Decome  an  essential  part  of  the  school's 
expectations  for  the  librarian.

2.  GENERAL.  Beginning  on  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  this 
By-Law,  no  more  than  26  building  permits  shall  be  issued  in 
each  of  the  five  full  calendar  years  following  said 
adoption,  for  the  construction  of  new  residential 
dwellings . 

3.  PROCEDURES.  Any  building  permits  issued  shall  be  issued 
in  accordance  with  the  following  procedures: 

a.  Building  permits  shall  be  issued  on  Monday  (or  in 
case  of  a holiday,  on  Wednesday)  of  each  week  by  the 
Selectmen,  following  approval  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  act  on  each  permit  in  order  of 
submission.  Any  permit  application  that  is  incomplete  or 
inaccurate  shall  be  returned  to  the  applicant  and  shall 
require  new  submission. 

b.  From  the  1st  Monday  in  January  through  the  last 
Monday  in  June,  (1)  permit  shall  be  issued  per  week. 

Permits  not  issued  in  any  week  of  the  calendar  year  in 
accordance  with  this  schedule  shall  be  available  in  any 
subsequent  week  up  to  the  last  Monday  in  June  for  issuance 
by  the  Selectmen  after  approval  by  the  Building  Inspector. 
If  all  26  permits  have  not  been  issued  by  the  last  Monday 
in  June,  the  remaining  permits  shall  be  issued  as  applied 
for . 


c.  The  building  Inspector  shall  mark  each  application 
with  the  time  and  the  date  of  submission,  and  shall  act  on 
each  application  in  a timely  manner.  He  shall  forward  all 
approved  permits  with  time  and  date  of  submission  to  the 


(2) 


a 


Selectmen,  who  shall  issue  approved  permits  in  accordance 
with  the  schedule  in  3(b),  above.  If  the  Selectmen  receive 
more  approved  permits  in  any  given  week  than  they  are 
authorized  to  issue,  they  shall  retain  said  permits  to  be 
issued  in  the  order  in  which  the  applications  were 
submitted . 

d.  Any  building  permits  not  issued  in  any  calendar  year 
shall  not  be  available  for  issuance  in  any  subsequent  year 

e.  At  the  end  of  any  calendar  year  in  which  this  By-Law 
is  in  effect,  the  Building  Inspector  and/or  Selectmen  shall 
retain  all  applications  for  which  a building  permit  has  not 
been  issued.  Upon  being  informed  in  writing  by  the 
applicant  before  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  the 
succeeding  calendar  year  that  the  applicant  desires  the 
application  to  remain  in  effect,  the  Building  Inspector 
shall  treat  said  application  in  accordance  with  section 

3 .  c . , above . 

f.  Nothing  contained  in  this  Section  VI. K shall  be 
deemed  to  entitle  an  applicant  to  more  building  permits  in 
any  calendar  year  than  such  applicant  would  be  entitled  to 
under  Section  VI. L.,  below. 

g.  The  number  of  building  permits  to  be  issued  for  the 
remainder  of  calendar  year  1987  shall  be  24,  all  permits  to 
be  issued  as  applied  for. 

4.  SPECIAL  NEEDS  HOUSING.  Upon  a determination  by  the 
Planning  Board,  under  a Special  Permit,  that  the  proposed 
development  will  meet  special  needs  in  housing  provision, 
the  proposed  development  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  Section  VI. K.,  in  its  entirety.  Such  special 
permit  shall  be  granted  if  the  housing  is  proposed  by  a 
public  or  non-profit  organization  relying  on  committed 
state  or  federal  subsidies,  where  a majority  of  the  units 
will  initially  be  sold  or  leased  at  terms  affordable  to 
households  and  individuals  with  incomes  not  exceeding  those 
defined  as  "Moderate  Income"  by  the  Massachusetts  Office  of 
Communities  and  Development. 

5.  EXEMPTIONS.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  VI. K.  shall 
not  apply  to,  nor  limit  in  any  way,  the  granting  of 
building  or  occupancy  permits  required  for  enlargement, 
restoration,  or  reconstruction  of  dwellings  existing  on 
lots  as  of  the  date  of  passage  of  this  by-law. 

SECTION  VI. L.  SUBDIVISION  PHASING. 

1.  PURPOSE.  The  purpose  of  Section  VI. L.  "Subdivision 
Phasing"  is  to  assure  that  growth  shall  be  phased  so  as  not 
to  unduly  strain  the  town's  ability  to  provide  public 
facilities  and  services,  so  that  it  will  not  disturb  the 
social  fabric  of  the  community,  and  so  that  it  will  be  in 


(3) 


keeping  with  the  community's  desired  rate  of  growth. 

2.  APPLICABILITY.  Any  provision  in  this  By-Law  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  division  of  land  into  more  than 
10  lots  in  any  12  month  period  shall  be  subject  to  the 
following  regulations  and  conditions  set  forth  herein. 

3.  REQUIREMENTS.  Whenever  a new  lot  or  lots  is  or  are 
formed  from  a part  of  any  other  lot  or  lots,  the  assembly 
or  separation  shall  be  effected  in  such  a manner  as  to  not 
impair  any  of  the  requirements  of  this  By-Law,  and  shall  be 
in  accordance  with  the  Subdivision  Regulations  of  the  Town 
of  Leverett. 

4.  DIVISION  OF  LAND  LIMITATIONS.  The  division  of  a parcel 
or  combined  adjacent  parcels  of  land  in  any  zoning  district 
shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  lots  in  any  twelve  month  period. 
This  provision  shall  apply  to  any  proposed  division  or 
combination  of  properties  which  were  in  the  same  ownership 
and  contiguous  as  of  April  25,  1987.  The  foregoing 
provisions  shall  be  applicable  to  all  subdivision  of  land 
within  the  Town  of  Leverett  even  if  approval  under  the 
Subdivision  Control  Law,  M.G.L.A.  ch.  41,  is  not  required. 

5.  EXCEPTIONS.  Division  of  land  in  excess  of  ten  (10)  lots 
as  defined  in  Section  VI. L. 4,  above,  may  be  allowed  only  if 
one  of  the  following  requirements  are  met: 

a.  The  owner  of  said  land  covenants  with  the  Planning 
Board  that  he  will  not  build  upon  more  than  ten  (10)  lots 
in  any  12  month  period.  Said  12  month  period  shall  commence 
on  the  date  of  endorsement  of  a plan  by  the  Planning  Board. 
The  covenant  shall  identify  the  lots  that  may  be  built  upon 
in  each  12  month  period.  The  covenant  shall  be  recorded 
with  all  other  pertinent  documents  including  either  the 
Definitive  Plan  or  the  plan  which  has  been  endorsed 
"Approval  Not  Required." 

b.  The  owner  of  said  land  applies  for  and  receives  a 
Special  Permit  from  the  Planning  Board  to  create  more  than 
10  lots  in  any  12  month  period.  The  Planning  Board  may 
grant  a special  permit  for  such  division  only  if  the  Board 
determines  that  the  probable  benefits  to  the  community 
outweigh  the  probable  adverse  effects  resulting  from 
granting  such  permit,  considering  the  impact  on  schools, 
other  public  facilities,  traffic  and  pedestrian  travel, 
recreational  facilities,  open  spaces  and  agricultural 
resources,  traffic  hazards,  preservation  of  unique  natural 
features,  planned  rate  of  development,  and  housing  for 
senior  citizens  and  people  of  low  or  moderate  income,  as 
well  as  Master  Plan  or  Growth  Management  Plans  prepared  by 
the  Planning  Board  pursuant  to  M.G.L.A.  ch.  41,  s.  81. D. 

6.  ZONING  CHANGE  PROTECTION.  The  protection  against 
subsequent  zoning  change  granted  by  M.G.L.A.  ch.  40A,  s.6 


(4) 


to  land  in  a subdivision  shall,  in  the  case  of  a 
development  whose  completion  has  been  constrained  by 
Section  VI. L. 2 or  subject  to  the  covenant  as  provided  in 
Section  VI.L.5.a,  be  extended  to  ten  years. 

7.  RELATION  TO  REAL  ESTATE  ASSESSMENT.  Any  land  owner 
denied  a building  permit  because  of  these  provisions  may 
appeal  to  the  Board  of  Assessors,  in  conformity  with 
M.G.L.A.  ch.  59,  s.59,  for  a determination  as  to  the  extent 
to  which  the  temporary  restriction  on  development  use  of 
such  land  shall  affect  the  assessed  valuation  placed  on 
such  land  for  purposes  of  real  estate  taxation,  and  for 
abatement  as  determined  to  be  appropriate.

THE  NEED 


At  the  Annuel  Town  Meeting  in  1972,  the  Town  of  Leveret t 
voted  to  create  a School  Building  Renovation  Committee  to 
consider  improvements  to  the  school . At  the  time  there  were  142 
children  in  the  school , and  it  was  crowded. 

There  certainly  were  serious  problems  with  the  building, 
which  had  been  originally  constructed  in  1950  and  added  to  in 
1954.  Seven  classrooms  of  children  were  somehow  operating  in  a 
building  with  only  six  roorris,  and  storage  space  was  not  easily 
accessible  to  classrooms.  Access  to  one  part  of  the  building  was 
possible  only  by  walking  through  an  operating  classroom.  There 
was  inadequate  space  for  small  group  instruction  and  special 
subject  classes  such  as  art  and  music.  The  septic  system  had 
been  a.  chronic  problem  and  its  improvement  was  essential  . 

Finally,  there  was  the  possibility  that  student  growth  would 
continue  and  crowding  would  become  worse.  Enrollment  had 
increased  from  a low  point  of  117  pupils. 

The  School  Building  Renovation  Committee  began  meeting  on 
May  3,  1972  and  moved  fairly  rapidly.  They  considered 

construction  of  a two  story  addition  at  the  far  end  of  the  school 
and  renovation  of  the  downstairs  of  the  school  building  as  wie  1 1 
as  < of  course)  the  septic  system  work.  They  obtained  preliminary 
approval  from  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  staff  and  hired 
an  architect  --  John  Chornyak. 

Unfortunately,  the  design  for  construction  promised  a cost 
of  £ 20 0,0 00  rather  than  the  £100,000  committee  members  had 
originally  anticipated.  After  some  hard  work  to  reduce  costs, 
the  costs  above  those  associated  solely  with  construction,  led 
the  committee  to  request  £225,000  from  the  Town  at  a Town  Meeting 
i n the  fall  of  1 972. 

The  appropriation  request  failed,  and  the  1973  Annual  Town 
Meeting  asked  the  School  Building  Renovation  Committee  to  keep  on 
working.  The  Comm ittee  did  and  eventually  returned  to  the  Town 
with  a request  to  authorize  borrowing  £93,188.  The  Town  voted 
that  appropriation  in  a Special  Town  Meeting  the  fall  of  1973. 
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E D U CAT  I ON  SPECIFICATIONS 


With  those  -funds,  it  was  possible  to  improve  the  septic 
system  and  add  two  classrooms  ( i n a single  story  addition).  A 
proper  space  -for-  a 1 i br  ary  was  added  as  a result  of  construction, 
but  no  space  was  allotted  -for  small  group  or  art  instruction.  No 
action  was  taken  to  improve  the  classroom  passageway  problem. 

In  -fact,  it  was  made  somewhat  worse  om  that  the  -fastest  access  to 
the  new  classrooms  -from  the  original  part  o-f  the  building  was  not 
only  through  a classroom  but  also  through  the  newly  created 
1 i brary . 

Since  the  new  addition  was  opened  in  the  spring  o-f  1976,  a 
series  o-f  e-f -forts  have  been  made  to  address  the  untouched 
problems.  A basement  storage  area  was  converted  into  a small  art 
classroom,  an  o-f -f  ice  -for  the  nurse  and  an  o-f -f  ice  -for  the 
psychologist.  Another  storage  closet  was  transformed  into  a SPED 
classroom.  An  unused  shower  area  was  converted  into  a workspace 
and  storage  area  -for  the  custodian.  Another  unused  shower  area 
(this  one  between  the  boys  and  girls  bathrooms)  was  converted 
into  space  -for  the  instrumental  music  teacher  and  is  now  being 
birred  with  the  Early  Childhood  Coordinator. 

These  makeshi-ft  solutions  are  clearly  not  satisfactory  for 
the  provision  of  services  to  children.  Moreover,  our  school 
population  is  again  on  the  rise.  During  the  period  after- 
construction  of  the  new  addition,  enrol  Intent  dropped  again  to  a 
low  of  118  pupils.  It  will  not  be  long,  however,  before, 
enrollment  will  increase  to  the  140's  again.  With  the  growth  of 
subdivisions,  K-6  population  of  260  is  not  unreasonable  to 
expect  . 

The  addition  which  was  opened  in  the  spring  of  1 976  gave  the 
Leverett  Elementary  School  enough  classroom  space  to  serve  the 
number  of  children  in  the  school  at  that  time.  When  there  are 
140  children  in  the  school,  classes  will  average  20  per  grade, 
quite  reasonably  ranging  between  15  and  27.  As  we  grow  beyond 
the  140  pupil  range,  we  can  expect  to  have  some  classes  with  more 
than  30  children.  This  will  undoubtedly  tax  our  ancillary  spaces 
to  an  even  greater  degree  than  they  are  currently.  It  is  in 
recognition  of  these  needs  that  we  have  embarked  on  an  effort  to 
examine  our  current  educational  space  needs  and  to  begin  to 
develop  educational  specifications  for  construction  of  a school 
add i t i on .

THE  CURRENT  FACILITY 


A.  Regular  Education  Space  (not  including  Kindergarten) 


There  are  six  classrooms  containing  the  -following  square 
■footage  of  space,  discounting  closets  and  lavatories: 


(State  standards  require  900-1000  square  feet  for  a class  size  of 
20-25  students.  ) 

All  classrooms  are  self-contained,  and  except  for  Second  and 
Third,  have  their  own  lavatories.  All  have  small  supply  closets 
except  Second  and  Third.  First  Grade  still  serves  as  a 
passageway  through  the  school . While  all  rooms  have  some  natural 
lighting,  Grade  Two  is  seriously  affected  by  constant  sun,  while 
Third,  Fifth  and  Sixth  get  no  direct  sun  at  all.  With  the 
exception  of  Fifth  and  Sixth,  all  classrooms  have  difficulty  with 
eat  regulation. 

Classrooms  First  through  Fourth  are  sturdily  constructed 
with  no  flexible  space  provision.  Fifth  and  Sixth  grades  rooms 
are  inexpensively  constructed  with  noisy  floors  and  thin  walls. 
All  classrooms  have  carpeting  with  some  tile  areas  around  sinks 
and  drinking  fountains. 

Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  grade  rooms  are  remote  from  the 
office,  health  services,  resource  rooms,  general  supplies  and 
outside  phone  lines. 

B.  Kindergarten  Classroom: 


The  room  currently  serving  as  a Kindergarten  room  is  an 
oblong  with  two  alcoves,  one  with  a small  entry  hall,  the  other- 
including  a si n k/f ountai n and  two  toilet  facilities.  Originally 
designated  as  a coat  room,  the  alcove  adjoining  the  entry  hall  is 
now  being  used  for  classroom  work  space.  The  space,  including 
the  alcoves,  measures  1005  square  feet.

The  room  is  wel  1-1  ighted  using  ceiling  -fixtures  as  well  as 
the  natural  light  -from  an  entire  wall  o-f  windows  with  an  east 
exposure.  There  is  an  appropriate  balance  of  carpet  and  tile 
space.  There  is  a balance  of  chalk  and  bulletin  boards,  though 
many  more  wall  surfaces  could  be  (and  have  been)  used  for  display 
purposes . 


Storage  is  adequate  but  hard  to  get  at.  It  consists  of  open 
shelving  below  the  windows,  be  1 ow-coun ter  cabinets  in  the  alcove, 
one  large  storage  closet  in  the  rriain  room,  and  nice  open  cabinets 
which  are  a good  depth  in  the  entry  hall. 

As  previously  mentioned  the  Kindergarten  and  First  Grade 
room  act  as  access  routes  to  the  other  end  of  the  building. 

These  are  sometimes  over-used  and  have  been  distracting  to 
children  and  teachers. 


Our  chief  problem  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be, 
according  to  demographic  projections,  SPACE  for  growing  numbers 
of  children  entering  school.  The  1005  square  feet  currently 
houses  24  children,  a teacher  and  an  aide.  State  guidelines  call 
for  1200  to  1300  square  feet  for  20  to  25  children.  In  addition 
to  the  state  guidelines,  a M . E . S . P . A . position  paper  published  in 
1986  recommends  for  effective  Kindergarten  programs  a space  of 
1200  square  feet  for  each  classroom  of  15  students. 

C.  Special  Education/Chapter  I/Small  Group  Rooms: 


The  current  Special  Education  and  small  group  instruction 
space  in  the  building  includes: 

1.  A room  at  the  far  end  of  the  gymnasium  approximately 
21'x8'5"  with  178  square  feet.  This  room  is  shared 
by  the  Speech/Language  teacher  and  Instrumental  Music 
storage.  It  was  originally  intended  for  storage  and 
was  converted  to  its  present  space  in  1972. 

2.  The  Special  Education  room  is  also  located  on  the 
lower  level  of  the  school.  It  is  8/xl6/  with 
128  square  feet,  and  was  a storage  area.

Small  group  instruction  space  does  not  exist.  When  small 
group  instruction  is  necessary,  it  is  carried  out  on  a.  space 
a v a i 1 ab 1 e bas is  using  the  art  r oom , teachers  r com , Nu r se s an d 
Psychologist  offices,  Cafeteria,  and  hallways. 

The  current  special  education  room  is  not  large  enough  for 
instruction  of  more  than  two  students.  Storage  and  work  space  is 
inadequate;  lighting,  ventilation,  soundproofing  and  basic  layout 
are  all  problematic.  The  room  is  also  poorly  located,  separate 
from  classrooms,  library,  and  other  special  education  personnel . 

The  Speech/Language  room  is  also  poorly  located  being 
accessible  only  through  the  Gymnasium.  It  is  difficult  to  heat, 
noisy,  and  has  no  storage  space.  These  rooms  are  not  handicapped 
acceesi  t>  1 e . 

D.  Health  Facilities: 


The  facilities  for  meeting  the  first  aid/health  needs  of 
children,  mandated  screening  activities  as  well  as  special  needs 
are  fragmented  and  totally  inadequate. 


Space  within  the  main  office  area:  The  one  resting  "bench" 

is  insufficient  in  size  to  accomodate  most  children.  There  is 
inadequate  ventilation,  lighting,  privacy,  locked  and  unlocked 
storage  facilities.  It  can  be  noisy  and  drafty.  Placement 
inhibits  confidentiality  both  for  the  student  as  well  as  those 
within  the  office  area.  Frequently  more  space  is  needed  for  ill 
children. 


Space  on  lower  level:  This  space  is  7 1/2'xll'.  It 

provides  an  office  space  but  is  away  from  the  mainstream  of  the 
school.  Storage  facilities  are  minimal,  there  is  no  reliable  way 
to  communicate  with  the  rest  of  the  school,  and  there  is  no 
phone.  There  is  inadequate  ventilation  (no  windows  and  it  is 
stifling  hot  during  the  winter,  musty  in  the  spring).  This  area 
does  not  provide  an  atmosphere  which  is  inviting  to  children  or 
adults.  In  addition,  the  small  size  of  the  room  and  the  noise 
level  next  to  the  boiler  makes  many  screening  activities 
impossible  within  the  room. 

E . Staff  Room : 


The  Staff  Room  is  a space  24' x6" x 1 4' 9" . Located  in  the 
basement  area  near  the  cafeteria,  the  room  is  too  small  to 
accomodate  everyone  on  staff  at  the  same  time  and,  it  is  often 
crowded  during  lunch  time.  There  is  no  teacher-  work  area  in  this

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space  due  to  the  multi  varied  use  of  this  room  by  Chapter  I and 
Essential  Skills  personnel . The  room  is  well  lit  but  appropriate 
ventilation  is  problematic.  This  room  lacks  the  kind  o-f  privacy 
and  quiet  work  space  that  teachers  need. 

F . Li brary  Space : 


The  present  Library  space  is  a.  -former  classroom  20'x36'.  It 
is  a warm  bright  room  which  has  been  recently  renovated  with  new 
carpeting,  book  shelves,  and  -furniture.  This  space  is  used  -for 
recreational  reading,  research  projects,  class  instruction  in 
1 i brary  skills,  great  books  discussion  groups,  and  individual  or 
small  group  tutoring.  I -f  an  entire  class  comes  to  the  1 i brary 
the  use  o-f  the  space  is  1 i m i ted  to  other  small  groups.  The  space 
should  be  enlarged  both  -for  storage  o-f  books  and  audio  visual 
materials  which  are  currently  stored  in  various  places  all  over 
the  building. 

The  Fi-fth  and  Sixth  grade  wing  is  accessible  only  by  walking 
through  the  library,  thus  creating  a major  distraction  -for  any 
group  work . 

G.  Ca-f  e ter  i a/K  i tchen  Space: 


The  Kitchen  space  is  ll'x26'  and  is  su-f-ficient  in  size  to 
accomodate  two  ca-feteria  personnel  . There  is  a need  -for  more 
counter  space  -for  -food  preparation  in  the  work  area.  Storage 
space  -for  supplies  is  inadequate.  Most  consumables  are  stored  in 
a separate  area  which  is  not  adjacent  to  the  Kitchen  space.  The 
storage  area  is  also  poorly  ventilated  and  often  too  warm  because 
of  heating  pipes  running  through  the  area.  The  Kitchen  equipment 
is  old  and  needs  to  be  replaced  particularly  the  stove, 
dishwasher,  and  refrigerators.  Oentilation  is  poor  in  this  area 
and  the  only  air  flow  comes  from  an  open  doorway.  Lighting  is 
al so  i nadequate . 

The  Cafeteria  space  is  31 7 x 4 3 1/2'.  It  is  the  second 
largest  open  area  in  the  school  and  can  accomodate  / 2 children 
at  tables  for  lunch  at  one  time.  Three  lunch  settings  would 
be  necessary  if  enrol  lnrient  were  to  go  above  150.  The  area  itself 
is  well  lit  with  natural  lighting  and  quite  cheerful.  The 
ventilation  however  is  inadequate  with  no  access  to  direct  air 
f 1 ow .

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H.  Gymnasium: 


The  Gymnasi  um/Audi  tor  i urri  i s a we  1 1 used  -fac  i 1 i ty  cons  i sting 
o-f  2559  square  -feet.  Physical  Education  classes,  music  classes, 
school  assemblies,  and  many  community  recreational  activities  and 
meetings  take  place  in  the  space. 

The  temperature  can  be  controlled  so  that  students  are 
com-f  or  table  but  the  lighting  is  poor.  The  dropped  ceiling  is  too 
low  and  balls  are  continually  knocking  out  panels.  Barred 
windows  line  both  sides  o-f  the  length  o-f  the  Gym  which  provides 
additional  lighting  but  prevents  us  -from  being  able  to  use  the 
wal  1 space  -for  prac  t i c i ng  sk  ills. 

The  Speech/Language  special  ist  has  her-  o-f-fice  in  the  back  o-f 
the  Gymnasium  so  the  Physical  Education  classes  are  interrupted 
with  parents,  children  and  teachers  walking  through  the  Gym  to 
get  to  the  o-f-fice. 

Insu-f-ficient  storage  and  multiple  use  space  requires  us  to 
have  a piano,  gym  mats  and  volleyball  standards  stored  in 
designated  corners  o-f  the  gym.  Most  Gymnastic  equiprrient  is  stored 
in  a little  shed  right  outside  the  Gymnasium  but  all  other 
equiprrient  is  stored  in  a very  small  closet  up  a -flight  o-f  stairs 
which  is  not  convenient  to  the  Gym . 

I.  Art  and  Music  Instruction: 


The  Art  Room  is  a converted  storage  area  which  is 
19'x22  1/2"  in  size,  and  can  com-fortably  serve  no  more  than  15 
students.  There  is  no  natural  lighting  in  this  area  and  no 
workspace  other  than  three  long  tables.  The  sink  and  cleanup 
area  consists  o-f  one  small  tub  that  has  been  adapted  so  that 
water  can  drain.  There  also  is  no  cross  ventilation  a real 
problem  when  working  with  certain  materials  in  this  small  space. 
This  area  has  wall  to  ceiling  shelves  on  two  walls  -for 
storage  o-f  art  materials  and  student  projects,  but  the  storage 
space  is  inadequate  -for  the  number  o-f  children  we  currently 
serve  . 


The  music  room  is  currently  housed  in  the  Gymnasium.  Chairs 
must  be  set  up  each  day  that  the  music  specialist  is  at  school. 
Because  the  space  is  shared  with  Physical  Education,  there  is  no 
place  to  put  up  posters  and  current  material  related  to  the 
curriculum.  There  is  no  space  that  is  designated  -for  storage 
and/or  a teachers  space.  Musical  instruments,  record  players, 
tape  recorders  etc  are  stored  in  the  Speech/Language  room.  There 
also  is  no  real  area  -for  instrumental  music,  which  is  housed  in 
is  a.  closet  or  storage  area  next  to  the  bathrooms.  It  is  noisy,

Of f i c e Ar e as 


The  only  general  office  space  in  the  school  consists  of  an 
area  that  is  355  square  feet.  This  area  is  divided  into  two 
small  office  spaces  and  a copy  room.  This  area,  contains  the 
principals  office  and  the  general  office.  The  small  alcove 
outside  these  two  offices  is  an  area  which  is  designated  for  sick 
children.  There  is  not  adequate  space  in  either  office  for 
conferencing  and  teacher  workspace  is  non  existent.  Although  the 
lighting  and  ventilation  are  adequate,  the  privacy  in  both  areas 
is  very  poor  due  to  the  lack  of  acoustical  materials.

Psyc h o 1 oq i s t s Office: 


This  is  a basement  room  which  is  10  l/2"xl3  1/2".  The  room 
itself  is  adequate  in  sire  and  location.  The  noise  level  in 
rooms  adjacent  to  this  area,  create  problems-  when  doing  testing 
and  in  conferences  where  confidentiality  is  an  issue.  The 
ventilation  is  poor.  The  room  tends  to  be  hot  and  stuffy  with  no 
access  f or  outside  air  f 1 ow .

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GENERAL  ISSUES 


A .  St  or  age  : 


There's  a general  lack  of  storage  space  within  classroom  and 
within  the  building  as  a whole.  Teaching  and  custodial  suppl ies 
are  tucked  away  in  several  separate  and  inconvenient  locations. 
For  some  o-f  the  classes,  hallways  are  used  tor-  coat  closets. 

Food  storage  is  not  located  directly  adjacent  to  the  kitchen,  and 
heating  pipes  run  through  this  area  often  making  it  too  warm  for 
proper  storage . 


B.  Acoustics: 


Older  classrooms  have  plaster  walls,  tile  ceilings  and 
carpeting  which  make  them  fairly  quiet,  but  hallways  adjacent  to 
classroom  and  1 i brary,  which  serve  as  coat  closets,  are 
parti cul ary  noisy.  The  newer  classrooms,  Fifth  and  Sixth  grades, 
have  thin  walls  of  1/S"  panel i ng  stapled  to  studs  and,  despite 
the  carpeting  in  this  area,  noise  from  one  classroom  carries  to 
the  other.  Voices-  travel  clearly  between  principal's  office  and 
the  outer  office  making  privacy  an  issue. 

C.  Heating  and  Ventilation: 


The  building  has  inconsistent  heating  and  ventilation  from 
room  to  room.  South-facing  rooms  and  offices  lack  window 
screens.  Cafeteria  windows  are  fixed  and  do  not  open. 

D.  Energy  Conservation: 


There  has  been  a recent  restoration  of  pipe  insulation 
because  of  asbestos-removal.  Interior-mounted  storm  windows  have 
been  added  to  classrooms  and  cafeteria.  The  brick  wall  of  the 
new  wing  is  used  as  a sol ar-col 1 ec tor  to  augment  heating  of  those 
rooms.  Because  of  the  uneven  heat  distribution  throughout  the 
school , even  on  weekends  some  areas  are  overheated  while  others 
are  frigid.  The  overheating  seems  wasteful . 

E.  Asbestos  Removal : 


There  is  additional  asbestos  to  be  removed  from  the  tunnel 
area  under  the  first  classroom  addition  as  well  as 
asbestos-covering  for  the  pipes  and  furnace  in  the  boiler  room. 
While  the  most  worrisome  asbestos  in  the  school  has  been  removed, 
there  is  more  to  be  done.

F . Han d i capped  Ac cessi bi  1 i tv: 


The  School  is  not  handicapped  accessible.  There  is  a 
moveable  ramp  that  allows  access  to  the  front  office  and  main 
level  classrooms.  The  lower  level  and  west  wing  o-f  the  school 
are  not  provided  with  ramps  or  elevators.  There  would  not  be  a 
way  for  a student  who  was  handicapped  to  travel  -from  the 
cafeteria  to  the  Fourth,  Fifth,  or  Sixth  grade  classrooms. 
Bathrooms  on  the  basement  level  are  not  designed  -for  handicapped 
students,  and  in  -fact  the  only  bathroom  -facilities  that  would  be 
accessible  are  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  grade  classrooms. 

SUPPLEMENTAL  FAC  I L I TV  REGU I REMENTS 


A.  Regular  Education  Classroom  space  including  K: 


When  numbers  of  pupils  move  beyond  150,  and  certainly  when 
they  move  into  the  200  to  250  range,  we  would  want  to  have 
sufficient  flexibility  to  have  classes  of  20  to  25  students,  but 
with  special  groupings  of  12  to  15  pupils  in  specific  areas. 

The  lower  elementary  area  including  Kindergarten  and  First  Grade, 
and  the  Second  and  Third  grade  classrooms  need  to  be  in  close 
proximity  with  adequate  space  for  a variety  of  learning  centers 
and  easy  access  between  classrooms.  The  upper  grade  areas  need 
to  be  able  to  easily  accommodate  25  students.  Flexible  space 
needs  to  be  added  to  the  school  so  that  additional  classrooms  can 
be  added  as  grade  cohorts  increase.  Rooms  which  are  between  1000 
and  1500  square  feet,  have  sufficient  storage,  are  adequately 
ventilated,  and  are  satisfactory  acoustically  with  adequate 
traffic  flow  patterns  are  necessary  to  deal  with  the  projected 
i ncrea.se  in  size. 

B.  Special  Education/Chapter  I/Small  Group  Rooms/Speech  & 
Language 


A large  resource  area  which  could  accommodate  these  needs  is 
necessary.  Presently,  these  areas  are  extremely  inadequate  or 
non  existent.  The  size  should  be  about  1200  square  feet  with 
adequate  counter  storage,  chalkboard  space,  and  material  storage 
areas.  In  addition  three  smal 1 rooms  located  adjacent  to  the 
larger  space,  approximately  250  square  feet  each,  would  provide 
individualized  meeting  areas.  These  rooms  as  well  as  the  entire 
b".'iding  should  be  wheelchair  accessible.

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C.  Library  space:

A separate  area  should  be  designed  that  can  adequately  house 
a clinic  area.  It  should  be  large  enough  to  accomodate  three 
cots  which  can  be  individually  curtained  oft  as  we  1 1 as  a 
reception  area.  In  addition  there  should  be  an  adjacent  room 
approximately  12 ' y,6'  tor  screening  purposes.  This  room  should  be 
accessible  to  the  cl inic  area  and  have  a separate  entrance.  This 
area  needs  excellent  lighting,  ventilation,  storage  and 
soundproot ing.  Access  to  a bathroom  should  be  part  ot  this  area. 

E.  St aft  Room: 


A larger,  more  pleasant  room  is  important.  It  should  have 
an  adequate  working  space,  storage,  adequate  ventilation  and 
1 i g h t i n g . 

F.  Gymnasium: 


The  major  drawback  to  this  area  is  a lack  of  accessible 
storage  space  and  inadequate  heating  and  ventilation. 

G.  Cafeteria/Kitchen  Space: 


This  area  would  have  to  be  enlarged  to  accommodate  the 
projected  enrollment.  The  Kitchen  space  needs  to  be  revamped  and 
upgraded,  and  the  Cafeteria  space  would  need  to  be  increased  in 
order  to  feed  all  children  in  two  lunch  periods. 

H.  Art  and  Music  Instruction  Space: 


An  Art  Room  which  would  accommodate  25  children  with 
adequate  work  space  and  sink  areas  is  necessary.  The  room  needs 
to  have  natural  lighting,  good  ventilation,  and  adequate  storage. 

Music  and  Instrumental  Music  could  share  a common  area.  This 
area  also  needs  to  accommodate  25  children  at  one  time  with  some 
open  space  for  movement  activities.  Adequate  storage,  lighting, 
and  ventilation  and  sound  proofing  are  necessary  for  this 
a.  r e a . 
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I . Office  Space/Pshychol  ogi  st  Off  ice: 


This  area  needs  to  be  enlarged  to  a c c omm o d a t e a reception 
area,  general  work  space  -for  the  secretary,  and  conference  room 
adjacent  to  the  principal's  office  for  parent  meetings  and 
conferencing.  The  area  needs  to  be  sound  proofed  to  assure 
confidential  i t y . 

The  psychologist's  area  should  be  located  near  the  resource 
area  with  access  to  a two  way  mirror  of  observation,  and  designed 
to  ensure  adequate  lighting,  ventilation,  and  sound  proofing. 

PROPOSED 


A.  Storage: 


More  enclosed  storage  space  is  needed  within  classrooms. 
Classroom-contained  coat  closets  are  needed  to  eliminate  messy, 
noisy,  congested  hallways.  Scenery,  props,  and  costume  storage 
is  needed.  Display  shelves  for  projects  and  art  work  should  be 
provided  in  the  main  entry  area.  A central  storage  area  for  all 
teaching  supplies  is  necessary.  The  custodian  needs  a larger, 
more  central  workspace.  More  convenient  food  storage  should  be 
arranged . 

B.  Acoustics/Ventilation/Energy  Conservation: 


Any  remodeling  of  the  school  must  take  into  account  the  need 
for  remedying  ventilation,  heating,  noise  difficulties  as  wie  1 1 as 
improving  storage  facilities,  and  looking  toward  improved  energy 
conservation.  It  would  be  insufficient  to  address  only  the 
issues  related  to  instructional  space. 

C.  Handicapped  Accessibility: 


The  issue  of  handicapped  accessibility  for  the  entire 
building  must  be  addressed. 

D.  Additional  Considerations: 


Preschool:  The  newly  formed  preschool  is  presently 

operating  in  a private  home,  and  is  scheduled  to  rent  space  in 
the  Quaker  Meeting  House  next  year.  It  seems  important  to  have 
the  preschool  operating  onsite  instead  of  isolated  from  the 
place  where  most  of  these  children  will  ultimately  attend  school . 

Onsite  operation  would  facilitate  supervision  by  the 
Principal,  cooperation,  and  communication  between  preschool  and 
primary  staff.  It  would  also  decrease  the  number  of  adjustments 
so  often  required  of  preschoolers  entering  Kindergarten  in  an 
u n f am i 1 i ar  environment.

The  proposed  amendment  to  Section  III  would  change  the 
definition  of  "Frontage"  in  the  Leverett  Zoning  By-Laws. 

The  existing  definition  of  Frontage  does  not  address  the 
adequacy  of  the  way  or  street  on  which  the  frontage  is 
located.  Leverett  has  many  small  roadways  and  lanes  that, 
in  some  instances,  do  not  provide  suitable  access  to  a 
development  site. 

The  proposed  amendment  requires  that  any  lot  frontage 
be  located  along  a way  or  street  that  provides  adequate 
access  to  the  site  in  question.  This  change  will  restrict 
overscale  development  of  both  residential  and  commercial 
structures  at  inappropriate  locations. 

These  changes  in  the  definition  of  Frontage  are 
important  for  safety  reasons.  Without  adequate  access  to  a 
residential  or  commercial  site,  police  and  fire  vehicles 
cannot  reach  the  premises  in  emergencies.  The  change  to 
require  frontage  along  a way  or  street  with  adequate  access 
to  the  premises  would  eliminate  this  problem.

The  proposed  amendment  to  Zoning  By-Law  Section  VI . B . 
would  add  significant  changes  to  driveway  layout  and 
standards.  The  existing  regulation  of  driveways  consists 
merely  of  the  requirement  in  new  Section  VI.B.l.  The 
Planning  Board  proposes  to  amend  this  provision  by 
addressing  several  additional  concerns. 

First,  the  amendment  would  restrict  construction  of 
lengthy  driveways.  Where  the  driveway  will  exceed  500'  in 
length  to  the  site  of  the  principal  building  on  the  lot,  a 
special  exception  must  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals.

Second,  no  driveway  shall  have  a steep  intersection 
with  a public  way  unless  a special  exception  is  granted  by 


the  Board  of  Appeals.  This  regulation  applies  to  all 
driveways  with  an  8%  grade,  or  more,  within  20  feet  of  the 
way  or  street. 

Finally,  new  driveways  shall  observe  certain  minimal 
construction  standards. 

All  of  the  proposed  additions  address  safety  concerns. 
Emergency  fire  and  police  vehicles  must  be  able  to  reach 
the  principal  building  on  a lot;  accordingly,  the  length, 
width,  and  layout  of  driveways  is  a matter  of  public 
concern.  Overly  steep  driveways  represent  a threat  to 
vehicular  and  pedestrian  safety;  for  this  reason,  the 
amendment  also  sets  maximum  grades  for  driveway 
intersections .

The  proposed  amendments  contained  in  Article  24  would 
address  inconsistencies  in  the  Zoning  By-Law  provisions 
governing  "Rear  Lots."  Existing  Section  VI. F. 3 requires 
that  the  strip  of  land  by  which  the  lot  is  connected  to  the 
road  be  physically  suitable  for  vehicular  access.  No  such 
requirement  exists  for  front  lots.  In  addition,  the 
proposed  By-Law  amendment  would  require  that  the  rear  lot 
in  question  contain  an  unimpeded  right  of  access  from  the 
road  to  the  potential  building  site.  The  burden  of 
demonstrating  that  this  requirement  has  been  fulfilled  is 
place  upon  the  applicant  in  the  proposed  Section  VI. F. 4. 

This  amendment  also  proposes  to  delete  the  current 
requirement  that  the  access  strip  not  exceed  500  feet  as 
contained  in  Section  VI. F. 4 of  the  current  By-Laws.  The 
reason  for  this  is  that  the  Planning  Board  has  proposed 
under  Article  23  that  this  requirement  apply  to  all  lots, 
whether  rear  lots  or  front  lots.  Eliminating  this 
requirement  from  the  current  rear  lot  section  of  the 
By-Laws  eliminates  the  redundancy.  In  addition,  the 
proposed  frontage  amendments  and  driveway  regulation 
amendments  contained  in  Articles  22  and  23  taken  together 
will  assure  that  all  rear  lots  have  adequate  access.  For 
safety  reasons,  standards  for  access  to  buildings  is  a 
primary  concern  to  the  town.

Proposed  New  Zoning  By-Law  Section  VI. K. , Entitled 
"Rate  of  Development",  and  Section  VI . L . , entitled 
"Subdivision  Phasing"  are  to  be  considered  together  as  a 
reasonable  effort  to  manage  the  rate  of  residential  growth 
in  Leverett. 

New  Section  VI. K.  addresses  the  number  of  residential 
building  permits  to  be  issued  in  Leverett  over  the  next 
five  years.  The  town's  rate  of  growth  has  expanded  greatly 
over  the  last  six  (6)  calendar  years,  as  the  following 
chart  demonstrates:

Thus,  new  Section  VI. K.  proposes  to  limit  the  number  of 
building  permit  issuances  in  Leverett,  for  new  residential 
construction,  to  a maximum  of  26  permits  per  calendar  year, 
on  a first-come,  first-served  basis.  The  number  of  permits 
has  been  specifically  limited  to  26  per  year  on  the  basis 
of  the  town's  rate  of  growth  over  the  past  six  (6)  years, 
and  because  the  town  has  successfully  integrated  growth  at 
that  rate. 
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Nevertheless,  Leverett  must  begin  to  plan  for  growth  at 
rates  that  would  exceed  the  historic  average.  There  are 
numerous  signs  that  such  growth  is  impending,  as  evidenced 
by  the  chart,  above.  The  limitation  of  building  permit 
issuances  for  new  residential  construction  to  26  per  year, 
for  the  next  five  calendar  years  will  allow  the  town  time 
to  incorporate  growth  planning  into  the  Master  Plan  for  the 
community  and  the  regulations  of  the  town,  while  preserving 
the  character  of  the  community  and  the  value  of  the 
property . 

New  Section  VI. L.  would  accomplish  similar  objectives 
with  regard  to  large  subdivision  proposals.  Under  proposed 
Section  VI. L. 5.,  the  owners  of  land  to  be  divided  into  more 
than  10  lots  in  any  12  month  period  must  covenant  with  the 
Planning  Board  that  they  will  not  build  upon  more  than  ten 
lots  in  a year,  unless  a Special  Permit  is  obtained  from 
the  Planning  Board.  This  "Subdivision  Phasing"  provision 
will  give  the  town  time  to  plan  for  large-scale  development 
of  residential  buildings. 

Leverett  is  a small  town  of  1500  residents.  The  town 
currently  has  no  community  water  system.  There  are  no 
sewers  in  the  town.  The  school  system  is  operating  at 
maximum  enrollment.  Our  roadways  are  limited  and  few.  In 
order  to  assess  the  impact  of  large  subdivisions  on 
schools,  roads,  our  natural  environment,  traffic,  public 
facilities  and  services,  and  our  quality  of  life,  the 
Subdivision  Phasing  proposal  would  slow  the  rate  of 
development  to  a maximum  of  10  lots  per  year.  The  owner  of 
the  land  loses  no  rights  to  develop  an  approved  site;  the 
town  acquires  time  to  plan  for  municipal  service  delivery 
necessitated  in  part,  by  the  development. 

Both  new  Section  VI . K and  Section  VI . L contain 
provisions  to  exempt  the  construction  of  subsidized  low  or 
moderate  income  housing  from  the  growth  limitations.  The 
Subdivision  Phasing  regulation  contains  a provision  to 
allow  owners  of  land  to  appeal  their  assessed  valuation  as 
a result  of  these  restrictions,  pursuant  G.L.  ch.  59,  s. 
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For  the  reasons  stated  above,  the  Planning  Board 
mmends  adoption  of  Article  V.

VI. K.  RATE  OF  DEVELOPMENT 

1.  PURPOSE.  The  purpose  of  Section  VI. K.  "Rate  of 
Development"  is  to  promote  orderly  growth  in  the  Town  of 
Leverett,  consistent  with  the  rate  of  residential  growth 
over  the  last  6 calendar  years,  to  phase  growth  so  that  it 
will  not  unduly  strain  the  community's  ability  to  provide 
basic  public  facilities  and  services,  to  provide  the  Town, 
its  boards  and  its  agencies  information,  time,  and  capacity 
to  incorporate  such  growth  into  the  Master  Plan  for  the 
community  and  the  regulations  of  the  community,  and  to 
preserve  and  enhance  existing  community  character  and  the 
value  of  property. 

2.  GENERAL.  Beginning  on  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  this 
By-Law,  no  more  than  26  building  permits  shall  be  issued  in 
each  of  the  five  full  calendar  years  following  said 
adoption,  for  the  construction  of  new  residential 
dwellings . 

3.  PROCEDURES.  Any  building  permits  issued  shall  be  issued 
in  accordance  with  the  following  procedures: 

a.  Building  permits  shall  be  issued  on  Monday  (or  in 
case  of  a holiday,  on  Wednesday)  of  each  week  by  the 
Selectmen,  following  approval  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  act  on  each  permit  in  order  of 
submission.  Any  permit  application  that  is  incomplete  or 
inaccurate  shall  be  returned  to  the  applicant  and  shall 
require  new  submission. 

b.  From  the  1st  Monday  in  January  through  the  last 
Monday  in  June,  (1)  permit  shall  be  issued  per  week. 

Permits  not  issued  in  any  week  of  the  calendar  year  in 
accordance  with  this  schedule  shall  be  available  in  any 
subsequent  week  up  to  the  last  Monday  in  June  for  issuance 
by  the  Selectmen  after  approval  by  the  Building  Inspector. 
If  all  26  permits  have  not  been  issued  by  the  last  Monday 
in  June,  the  remaining  permits  shall  be  issued  as  applied 
for . 
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c.  The  building  Inspector  shall  mark  each  application 
with  the  time  and  the  date  of  submission,  and  shall  act  on 
each  application  in  a timely  manner.  He  shall  forward  all 
approved  permits  with  time  and  date  of  submission  to 
theSelectmen , who  shall  issue  approved  permits  in 
accordance  with  the  schedule  in  3(b),  above.  If  the 
Selectmen  receive  more  approved  permits  in  any  given  week 
than  they  are  authorized  to  issue,  they  shall  retain  said 
permits  to  be  issued  in  the  order  in  which  the  applications 
were  submitted.

Upon  a determination  by  the 
Planning  Board,  under  a Special  Permit,  that  the  proposed 
development  will  meet  special  needs  in  housing  provision, 
the  proposed  development  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  Section  VI. K. , in  its  entirety.  Such  special 
permit  shall  be  granted  if  the  housing  is  proposed  by  a

L.  "Subdivision 
Phasing"  is  to  assure  that  growth  shall  be  phased  so  as  not 
to  unduly  strain  the  town's  ability  to  provide  public 
facilities  and  services,  so  that  it  will  not  disturb  the 
social  fabric  of  the  community,  and  so  that  it  will  be  in 
keeping  with  the  community's  desired  rate  of  growth. 

2.  APPLICABILITY.  Any  provision  in  this  By-Law  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  division  of  land  into  more  than 
10  lots  in  any  12  month  period  shall  be  subject  to  the 
following  regulations  and  conditions  set  forth  herein. 

3.  REQUIREMENTS.  Whenever  a new  lot  or  lots  is  or  are 
formed  from  a part  of  any  other  lot  or  lots,  the  assembly 
or  separation  shall  be  effected  in  such  a manner  as  to  not 
impair  any  of  the  requirements  of  this  By-Law,  and  shall  be 
in  accordance  with  the  Subdivision  Regulations  of  the  Town 
of  Leverett. 

4.  DIVISION  OF  LAND  LIMITATIONS.  The  division  of  a parcel 
or  combined  adjacent  parcels  of  land  in  any  zoning  district 
shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  lots  in  any  twelve  month  period. 
This  provision  shall  apply  to  any  proposed  division  or 
combination  of  properties  which  were  in  the  same  ownership 
and  contiguous  as  of  April  25,  1987.  The  foregoing 
provisions  shall  be  applicable  to  all  subdivision  of  land 
within  the  Town  of  Leverett  even  if  approval  under  the 
Subdivision  Control  Law,  M.G.L.A.  ch.  41,  is  not  required. 

5.  EXCEPTIONS.  Division  of  land  in  excess  of  ten  (10)  lots 
as  defined  in  Section  VI. L. 4,  above,  may  be  allowed  only  if 
one  of  the  following  requirements  are  met: 

a.  The  owner  of  said  land  covenants  with  the  Planning 
Board  that  he  will  not  build  upon  more  than  ten  (10)  lots 
in  any  12  month  period.  Said  12  month  period  shall  commence 
on  the  date  of  endorsement  of  a plan  by  the  Planning  Board. 
The  covenant  shall  identify  the  lots  that  may  be  built  upon 
in  each  12  month  period.  The  covenant  shall  be  recorded 
with  all  other  pertinent  documents  including  either  the 
Definitive  Plan  or  the  plan  which  has  been  endorsed 
"Approval  Not  Required." 

b.  The  owner  of  said  land  applies  for  and  receives  a 
Special  Permit  from  the  Planning  Board  to  create  more  than 
10  lots  in  any  12  month  period.  The  Planning  Board  may 
grant  a special  permit  for  such  division  only  if  the  Board 
determines  that  the  probable  benefits  to  the  community 
outweigh  the  probable  adverse  effects  resulting  from 
granting  such  permit,  considering  the  impact  on  schools, 
other  public  facilities,  traffic  and  pedestrian  travel, 


recreational  facilities,  open  spaces  and  agricultural 
resources,  traffic  hazards,  preservation  of  unique  natural 
features,  planned  rate  of  development,  and  housing  for 
senior  citizens  and  people  of  low  or  moderate  income,  as 
well  as  Master  Plan  or  Growth  Management  Plans  prepared  by 
the  Planning  Board  pursuant  to  M.G.L.A.  ch.  41,  s.  81. D. 

6.  ZONING  CHANGE  PROTECTION.  The  protection  against 
subsequent  zoning  change  granted  by  M.G.L.A.  ch.  40A,  s.6 
to  land  in  a subdivision  shall,  in  the  case  of  a 
development  whose  completion  has  been  constrained  by 
Section  VI. L. 2 or  subject  to  the  covenant  as  provided  in 
Section  VI.L.5.a,  be  extended  to  ten  years. 

7.  RELATION  TO  REAL  ESTATE  ASSESSMENT.  Any  land  owner 
denied  a building  permit  because  of  these  provisions  may 
appeal  to  the  Board  of  Assessors,  in  conformity  with 
M.G.L.A.  ch.  59,  s.59,  for  a determination  as  to  the  extent 
to  which  the  temporary  restriction  on  development  use  of 
such  land  shall  affect  the  assessed  valuation  placed  on 
such  land  for  purposes  of  real  estate  taxation,  and  for 
abatement  as  determined  to  be  appropriate.
